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INTRODUCTION 


A  few  preliminary  statements  regarding  the  condition 
and  relation  of  affairs  about  Cadiz,  along  about  1800,  will 
facilitate  the  fuller  and  better  understanding  of  occur- 
rences there. 

Ohio  was  constituted  and  organized  as  one  of  the 
States  of  the  Federal  Union  November  29,  1802.  Jeffer- 
son county  was  proclaimed  and  organized  as  a  county  by 
Governor  St.  Clair  July  29,  1798,  before  Ohio  was  consti- 
tuted a  State. 

The  first  settlement  in  Cadiz  township,  Jefferson 
county,  was  at  the  junction  of  two  Indian  trails,  one  com- 
ing from  the  ford  at  Warrenton  on  the  Ohio  River  and 
the  other  from  Steubenville,  or  the  old  town  of  Mingo, 
some  three  miles  below,  which  later  became  the  village  of 
Cadiz. 

A  United  States  land  office  was  established  at  Steu- 
benville. The  regulations  of  the  land  office  at  that  time 
were  that  a  tract  of  land  not  less  than  a  section  (640 
acres)  could  be  entered  by  one  person.  That  regulation 
was  changed  in  1813  by  an  act  entered  in  Congress  by 
General  Harrison  allowing  one-quarter  section  (160 
acres)  to  be  entered  by  one  person,  and  allowing  four 
years  in  which  to  pay  for  it,  when  a  patent  deed  was 
given.  The  greater  part  of  Cadiz  township  was  entered 
in  these  large  tracts,  and  one  Zaccheus  Biggs  was  one  of 
those  who  entered  quite  a  large  tract  in  Cadiz  township. 

Harrison  county  was  organized  under  an  act  of  the 
Ohio  Legislature  passed  January  2,  1813,  which  became 
effective  February  1,  1813.  It  was  taken  from  the  western 
portion  of  Jefferson  county  and  the  eastern  portion  of 
Tuscarawas  county.  A  board  of  commissioners  was  ap- 
pointed who  reported  the  following  April  15,  establishing 
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the  village  of  Cadiz     as     the     county     seat  of    Harrison 
county,  Ohio. 

It  may  be  asked,  How  came  it  about  that  this  Gene- 
alogy and  Brief  History  was  written?  It  may  be  stated 
that  Cadiz  township,  Harrison  county,  was  the  place  of 
our  birth;  that  we  spent  our  boyhood  there  till  we  were 
12  years  of  age;  that  there  we  began  going  to  school; 
that  there  we  followed  the  cow  paths  over  the  hills  and 
through  the  woods,  when  as  yet  the  hills  were  largely 
covered  with  native  forest;  that  there  we  fished  for  trout 
in  the  brooks  that  ran  between  the  hills;  that  we  went  to 
church  on  horse-back  four  miles  with  our  parents  to  the 
old  Associate  Reformed  Brick  Church  in  Cadiz;  that  there 
were  the  associations  and  friendships  of  our  budding 
youth;  that  here  were  the  relatives  we  esteemed,  the 
Haverfields;  and  that  here  was  the  most  beautiful  and 
beloved  country  (in  memory)  we  had  ever  seen,  My 
Fatherland;  and  that  after  an  absence  of  sixty-five  years, 
forty  of  which  were  spent  abroad,  returning  on  a.  visit  we 
found  no  one  whom  we  had  formerly  known,  and  none 
of  the  Haverfield  descendants  who  had  more  than  an  im- 
perfect knowledge  of  the  grandparents  and  ancestors 
(though  Haverfields  a-plenty  were  there) ;  and  since 
Harrison  county  is,  as  it  were,  the  home  of  the  Haver- 
fields and  their  descendants  in  America,  it  were  well  if  the 
brief  scraps  of  their  History  and  Genealogy  be  gathered 
together  in  some  permanent  form,  that  their  name  and 
memory  pass  not  from  earth  and  be  forgotten;  and  who 
was  more  favorably  situated  to  do  this  work  in  the  re- 
tiring years  of  his  life  than  myself?  Thus  the  task  was 
taken  up,  first  for  our  own  information  and  satisfaction; 
and  being  interested  not  only  in  the  relationship,  but  also 
in  the  pioneer  and  early-life  struggles  and  experiences  of 
my  kin,  the  search  has  been  continued  for  some  six  years, 
giving  a  satisfaction  that  is  common  to  normally  consti- 
tuted minds;  and,  with  the  conviction  that  associate  de- 
scendants might  wish  to  know  the  results  of  our  research,

they  have  been  collected  and  classified  in  the  following 
geuealogical  history;  and  here  the  inquirer  has  an  answer 
to  "Why  was  it  written?" 

No  archives  have  been  found  where  such  records 
were  kept;  a  few  old  family  Bibles  have  been  found 
where  births,  marriages  and  deaths  of  the  family  were 
recorded,  but  none  fully  complete.  The  great  bulk  of  the 
information  here  given  has  been  obtained  by  correspond- 
ence, a  slow,  tedious  and  imperfect  method.  An  effort  has 
been  made  to  have  the  records  here  given  as  correct  as 
possible,  but  from  the  way  they  were  necessarily  ob- 
tained they  are  in  many  parts  imperfect  and  incomplete; 
and  each  person  into  whose  hands  they  may  fall  is  re- 
quested to  overlook  these  defects  and  correct  his  indi- 
vidual copy. 

Most  persons  to  whom  application  for  information  was 
made,  readily  and  cheerfully  complied;  some  either  from 
neglect  or  lack  of  interest  failed  to  reply,  though  stamped 
and  addressed  envelopes  were  sent  them.  Where  differ- 
ent or  contradictory  reports  regarding  any  matter  or 
person  have  been  received,  from  a  comparison  of  these 
statements  the  most  probable  conclusion  has  been  given. 
After  writing  up  the  information  thus  obtained,  a  carbon 
copy  has  been  sent  for  correction  and  additional  in- 
formation, and  when  thus  returned,  the  additional  cor- 
rection and  information  thus  obtained  has  been  incorpor- 
ated in  the  final  issue.  We  are  indebted  for  some  in- 
formation to  Charles  A.  Hanna's  Historical  Collections  of 
Harrison  County,  Ohio,  and  also  to  Commemorative  Bio- 
graphical Records  of  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  by  the  John 
Morris  Company. 

The  name  of  the  head  of  the  family  of  the  first  and 
second  generations  and  some  times  of  the  third  is  printed 
in  capitals.  If  the  direct  descendant  is  a  male  his  name 
comes  first,  but  if  a  female  her  name  comes  first.  The 
full  name  of  the  parents  of  a  family  is  given  for  the  first 
and  occasionally  for  the  second  oldest  of  the  children;  after 
that  the  initials  of  the  parents  only  are  occasionally  used. 
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And  if  at  any  time  the  reader  is  at  a  loss  to  know  who  the 
parents  were  he  has  only  to  follow  back  to  the  oldest 
child  of  the  family  where  the  parents'  name  in  full  are 
given.  The  heavy  figures  to  the  left  denote  the  generation 
counting  back  to  the  oldest  grandparent  known,  and  the 
light  figures  give  the  order  of  birth,  or  the  most  probable 
order  of  birth.  An  interrogation  point  (thus — ?)  de- 
notes doubt  as  to  the  accuracy  of  the  statement.  The 
date  of  birth  when  not  known  or  given  in  the  family 
Bible  (which  is  in  but  few  cases  of  the  first  and  second 
generations)  is  obtained  by  deducting  the  age  at  death 
from  the  date  of  death  when  given. 

The  method  of  denoting  descendants  in  most  Genea- 
logical Records  is  by  a  combination  of  Roman  and 
Arabic  numbers,  which  is  tedious  and  often  uncertain  to 
make  out.  The  method  herein  used  is  to  take  the  oldest 
child  of  the  family  and  give  his  descendants  in  order  of 
birth  to  the  last  (or  furthest  known) ;  then  return  and 
take  the  next  child  in  order,  and  so  on  to  the  youngest 
child  of  the  family.  Thus  each  individual  is  readily  and 
easily  traced  out  in  his  relationship  either  backward  or 
forward  in  his  ancestry. 

The  heavy  figures  to  the  left  denote  the  generation, 
counting  from  the  well  known  ancestor  furthest  back;  and 
the  light  figures  denote  the  order  of  birth  of  the  children 
in  a  family,  or  the  most  probable  order. 

In  stating  incidents  that  have  occurred  in  places 
where  change  of  name  has  been  made,  incidents  occur- 
ring during  the  time  of  the  first  name  are  stated  as  oc- 
curring at  the  name  of  the  place  at  that  time;  but  inci- 
dents occurring  after  the  change  of  name  are  recorded  as 
cuiiing  at  the  name  of  the  place  at  that  time,  thus,  inci- 
dents occurring  in  Cadiz  township,  Jefferson  county, 
prior  to  1813  are  recorded  as  occurring  in  Jefferson 
county,  while  those  occurring  after  that  date  are  re- 
corded as  occurring  in  Harrison  county.

A  brief  and  imperfect  Geneaology  of  the  Andrew 
Karle  Haberfield  family  of  Wheeling,  W.  Va.,  is  given,  as 
a  name  varying  slightly  in  orthography  (using  a  6  In 
place  of  a  v) ,  in  one  letter  only  from  that  of  our  narrative 
and  because  of  claim  of  distant  relationship,  which  Is 
considered  worthy  of  credence. 

And  also  brief  statement  of  tradition  current  in  the 
Haverfield    family. 

Also  a  statement  of  other  Haverfields  that  have  been 
heard  of. 

In  our  search  for  information  as  to  when  Great 
Grandfather  James  Haverfield  may  have  Immigrated  to 
America  and  where  he  first  settled,  inquiry  has  been  made 
at  the  different  ports  of  entry  at  that  time  from  Norfolk, 
Va.,  to  Portland,  Maine;  and  replies  have  been  received 
from  them  either  directly  or  indirectly,  but  no  name  of 
Haverfield  has  been  reported  on   record.     The  ports     of 
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entry  at  that  time  (the  middle  of  the  eighteenth  cen- 
tury, 1750  and  on)  but  later  closed,  reported  through  the 
port  at  Philadelphia,  which  stated  their  records  were  im- 
perfect and  incomplete.  The  port  at  New  York,  Emigrant 
Office  at  Ellis  Island,  stated  their  buildings  containing 
records  were  burned  down  in  1885,  and  all  previous  rec- 
ords destroyed. 

Besides  these,  to  give  an  idea  of  the  effort  that  has 
been  made  and  the  extent  of  research  pursued  to  secure 
information  if  possible  about  the  time  Great  Grandfather 
James  Haverfield  came  to  America,  and  where  he  first 
settled,  a  bibliography  is  appended  of  the  works  perused 
with  that  object  in  view,  but  no  information  to  that  end 
has  been  obtained. 

And  lastly  the  compiler  must  confess  deficiency  in  the 
orthography  of  some  personal  and  geographical  names. 

In  writing  personal  and  individual  names  and  of 
geographical  places  they  should  be  plainly  and  dis- 
tinctly written  so  the  spelling  can  be  readily  seen.  Many 
persons  are  very  careless  in  this  respect.  There  are 
doubtless  quite  a  number  of  errors  of  this  character  in 
this  work  where  the  name,  personal  or  geographical,  was 
not  familiar  to  the  compiler  and  was  so  scribbled  out 
that  the  spelling  could  not  be  made  out  with  certainty. 
Where  persons  find  their  names  or  the  names  of  others  so 
spelled  as  to  astonish  them,  they  must  ascribe  it  to  the 
imperfect  writing  of  the  correspondent, — themselves  or 
others. 


GENEALOGY  AND  BRIEF  HISTORY  OF  GREAT 

GRANDFATHER  JAMES  HAVERFIELD'S 

FAMILY 


HAVERFIELD  is  an  uncommon,  name  in  the  United 
States.  It  is  seldom  met  with.  All  the  Haverfields  in  the 
United  States  are  the  descendants  of  one  James  Haver- 
field,  excepting  a  few  families  in  Wheeling,  W.  Va.,  who 
spell  their  name  slightly  different,  using  a  b  in  the  place 
of  the  v,  Haberfield.  They  claim  relationship  with  the 
Haverfields  of  Cadiz,  Harrison  county,  Ohio,  and  hold 
their  grandfather,  John  Gormley  Haberfield,  and  this 
James  Haverfield,  the  subject  of  our  sketch,  were  brothers. 
(See  Appendix  II.,  p.  29 — 4  of  this  sketch.) 

As  there  are  several  James  Haverfields,  we  will  desig- 
nate the  subject  of  our  sketch  GREAT  GRANDFATHER 
JAMES  HAVERFIELD.  He  is  classified  as  being  of  the 
so  called  "Scotch-Irish"  class,  a  native  of  Ireland,  born  in 
the  north  of  Ireland;  among  the  descendants  of  those  who 
came  from  the  Lowlands  of  Scotland  early  in  the  seven- 
teenth century  (1606  and  on),  and  settled  in  the  north  of 
Ireland. 

We  have  not  been  enabled  to  obtain  any  authentic  in- 
formation regarding  the  early  history  or  antecedents  of 
James  Haverfield.  The  most  reliable  tradition  we  have 
of  him  is  through  some  of  his  grandchildren.  This  states 
he  was  an  officer  of  the  English  Government,  either  civil 
or  military,  along  about  1765  or  later,  during  the  time  of 
civil  disturbances  and  of  petty  rebellions  in  the  north  of 
Ireland,  and  that  he  came  under  the  suspicion  of  the  au- 
thorities for  having  too  much  sympathy  with  and  giving 
aid  to  the  rebels,  and  having  to  flee  the  country  to  save 
his  life,  came  to  America.  We  have  made  inpuiry  of  all 
the  open  ports  at  that  time  from  Norfolk,  Va.,  to  Portland, 
Maine,    inclusive,   and    have    received    replies   from      them 
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either  directly  or  indirectly,  mostly  through  Philadelphia, 
stating  their  records  of  that  date  were  not  reliable,  and 
that  the  name  Haverfield  had  not  been  found.  That  from 
New  York  stated  their  Immigrant  Office  on  Ellis  Island 
had  been  burned  in  1885  and  all  of  their  previous  records 
destroyed.  Hence  we  have  been  unable  to  ascertain  when 
he  came  to  America,  how  or  on  what  ship.  Being  a  refugee 
from  justice,  he  may  have  come  under  an  assumed  name, 
or  through  Canada. 

The  earliest  authentic  information  we  have  of  him  in 
the  United  States  is  from  Charles  A.  Hanna's  Genealogy 
of  the  Ohio  Valley,  stating  his  oldest  son,  William,  was 
born  in  Huntingdon  county,  Penn.,  in  1774.  He  lived 
there  then  at  that  date,  but  at  that  date  this  section  of  the 
county  was  in  Bedford  county.1  • 

During  this  time,  shortly  before  the  Revolutionary 
War,  Bedford  county  and  adjoining  territory  was  ad- 
vanced frontier  settlement  territory,  occupied  by  sparce 
settlements  here  and  there  of  bold  and  venturesome  pio- 
neer settlers  in  the  dense  forest.  They  were  subject  at 
any  time  without  warning  to  be  attacked  by  roving  bands 
of  savage  Indians,1  with  tomahawk  and  scalping  knife, 
their  crops  destroyed  and  their  little  cabins  burned,  and 
the  occupants  either  murdered  or  taken  prisoners.  For 
protection  large  numbers  of  them  fled  to  the  forts  near  by 
or  to  the  settlements  further  east  for  protection. 

In  this  disturbed  and  unsafe  condition  of  the  frontier 
settlements,  James  Haverfield  may  have  taken  up  his 
claim  and  built  his  little  cabin  in  the  valley  of  the  Juniata 
or  in  the  valley  of  some  of  the  smaller  creeks  tributary 
thereto,  and  faced  the  hard  conditions  there  existing     to-

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gether  with  other  pioneer  settlers;  and  been  compelled  to 
leave.  There  are  no  records  in  the  recorder's  office  of 
Huntingdon  county  to  show  that  James  Haverfield  secured 
either  right  or  title  to  land  in  that  county;  nor  records 
of  certificates  of  marriage  of  Haverfields. 

We  next  learn  of  James  Haverfield  from  the  Archives 
of  Pennsylvania  as  being  in  Chester  county,  Penn..1  and 
being  assessed  for  taxes  in  1781  on  180  acres  of  land,  two 
horses  and  three  cattle  in  Londonderry  township  of  that 
county;  and  no  record  of  his  being  on  the  tax  list  either 
before  or  after  that  date.  He  doubtless  had  gone  east 
with  his  family  with  other  pioneer  settlers  who  sought 
protection  and  safety  from  the  ravages  of  the  Indians  in 
the  more  established  settlements  near  Philadelphia. 

We  spent  over  two  hours  in  looking  over  the  records  of 
the  recorder's  office  at  West  Chester,  the  county  seat  of 
Chester  county,  to  find  the  date  of  purchase  or  sale  of  this 
land.  But  in  the  list  of  H.'s  of  either  the  "  grantor  "  or 
"  grantee "  no  name  of  Haverfield  was  to  be  found.  On 
making  inquiry  at  Harrisburg  of  the  office  of  Internal  Af- 
fairs, we  received  the  following  reply: 

"  Harrisburg,  Penn.,  October  10,  1918. 
"  If  people  procured  land  by  purchase  from  some  one 
to  whom  the  original  grant  was  made,  it  is  not  a  state 
record.  *  *  *  We  therefore  are  unable  to  shed  any  light 
upon  the  matters  brought  to  our  attention,  further  than 
to  say  that  John  Stitt  and  James  Haverfield  did  not  re- 
ceive the  land  either  by  warrant  or  patent  from  the  Com- 
monwealth. "  JAMES  H.  CRAIG, 

"  Deputy   Secretary." 

It  is  not  likely  that  this  statement  in  the  Archives  of 
Pennsylvania  is  incorrect;  and  the  fact  that  his  name  ap- 
pears in  the  tax  list  but  once  and  is  thus  mentioned 
shows  there  was  something  peculiar  about  it.  During  these 
troublesome  times  it  is  more  than  likely  the  records  of 
the  Commonwealth  may  in  some  particulars  be  deficient 
and  that  all  the  rights  and  titles  of  real  estate  may  not

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be  fully  recorded.  Just  as  in  the  case  of  John  Stitt '  above 
recorded,  so  here  James  Haverfield  may  have  secured 
right  and  title  to  this  land  not  recorded  that  made  him 
liable  to  tax  on  it,  or  he  may  have  taken  a  lease  or  rented 
on  condition  he  was  to  pay  tax  on  this  land  while  he  oc- 
cupied it.  His  being  taxed  for  it  however  is  sufficient  evi- 
dence that  he  at  that  time  (1781)  lived  in  Chester  county, 
Penn. 

There  is  a  tradition  generally  held  by  the  Haver- 
fields  of  the  second  generation  that  their  ancestor,  James 
Haverfield,  emigrated  from  Huntingdon  county,  Penn.,  and 
none  that  he  had  lived  in  Chester  county.  And  we  well 
recollect  our  mother  repeatedly  saying  her  father  and 
their  people  came  from  Huntingdon  county,  Penn.  Had 
he  (they)  come  directly  from  Chester  county,  it  is  not 
at  all  likely  this  tradition  of  their  coming  from  Hunting- 
don county  would  be  held.  We  therefore  from  these  cir- 
cumstances are  led  to  the  conclusion  that  after  living  in 
Chester  county,  he  again  returned  to  and  lived  for  a 
time  in  Huntingdon  county,  amidst  the  scenes  and  trials 
of  their  earlier  pioneer  life,  and  that  the  chief  incidents  3f 
their  lives  occurred  in  this  county.  Then  after  some  years 
he  probably  came  on  further  west. 

We  find  the  same  lack  of  full  record  in  regard  to 
"John  Stitt"  above  referred  to  in  the  records  of  the  Re- 
corder's office  at  Chambersburg,  Franklin  county,  Penn. 

"John  Stitt  sold  to  Bonebraugh  and  transferred  land 
for  Ihe  consideration  of  £100,  May  4,  1788,  in  Washington 
township,   Franklin   county,   Penn." 

This  is  some  four  or  six  miles  from  Chambersburg, 
and  four  years  after  Franklin  county,  Penn.,  was  organ- 
ized.2 Considering  the  price  of  land  at  that  time,  it  must 
have  been  a  tract  of  land  of  considerable  size  to  have 
a  value  of  five  hundred  dollars.  And  yet  the  records  are 
deficient  in  not  stating  the  amount  of  land  involved  in  the

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transaction,  nor  how  John  Stitt  obtained  right  or  title  to 
it. 

A  census  of  the  people  of  Pennsylvania  was  taken  in 
1790,  county  by  county,  and  of  the  churches,  benevolent  so- 
cieties and  organizations  at  that  time.  The  names  of 
those  thus  obtained  were  published  in  a  volume  of  The 
Archives  of  Pennsylvania.  We  have  personally  looked 
over  the  list  of  names  thus  obtained  in  a  large  number  of 
the  counties  of  Pennsylvania,  where  it  seemed  probable 
James  Haverfield  might  have  lived  at  that  time.  But  the 
name  Haverfield  was  not  to  be  found  in  any  of  these  lists. 
He  evidently  had  left  that  state  some  time  between  1781 
and  1790. 

We  next  get  record  of  him  from  the  record  in  the 
family  Bible  of  his  youngest  son,  Nathan: 

"Nathan  Haverfield,  born  Oct.  25th,  1796." 

This  Nathan  Haverfield  was  a  son  of  Great  Grand- 
father James  Haverfield,  born  in  the  Panhandle  of  Virginia 
above  Wheeling.  Hence  James  Haverfield  must  have  come 
to  Virginia  from  Huntingdon  county,  Penn.,  (as  supposed) 
some  time  between  1781  and  1796,  but  at  what  date  we 
have  no  record. 

A  large  number  of  people  from  Pennsylvania,  especial- 
ly from  Washington  county,  and  of  those  who  had  been 
compelled  to  leave  the  frontier  settlements  of  Pennsyl- 
vania during  the  time  of  the  disturbances  there,  before 
and  during  the  Revolutionary  War,  came  west  and 
temporarily  stopped  on  the  western  border  of  Pennsyl- 
vania and  across  the  Ohio  River  in  Virginia  waiting  for 
the  opening  up  of  that  portion  of  the  Northwest  Territory 
adjoining  the  Ohio  River  for  settlement,  that  they  might 
go  in  and  have  the  opportunity  of  first  choice  in  that 
promised  land.  And  among  these  doubtless  was  James 
Haverfield. 

There  is  a  tradition  that  James  Haverfield  (Great 
Grandfather  James  Haverfield)  married  Nancy  Smith  (p. 
27 — 1)  in  Lancaster  county,  Penn.,  (no  date  given)  but  on 
inquiry  we  received   the  following   reply: 
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"Lancaster,  Pa.,  August  21st,  1918. 
"  Dear  Sir: — In  answering  your  favor  of  the  17th  inst., 
I  would  say  that  we  have  no  marriage  records  in  Lancas- 
ter county  prior  to  the  year  1885.    Am  sorry  we  therefore 
cannot  give  you  the  desired  information. 
"  Respectfully  yours,

"  Registrar." 

James  Haverfield  (Great  Grandfather  James  Haver- 
field)  married  Nancy  (Smith?),  but  where  or  when  we 
have  no  record. 

To  them  were  born  seven  children,  five  sons  and  two 
daughters:

William  was  the  oldest  child  of  the  family  and 
Nathan  the  youngest  son.  The  date  and  order  of  the  birth 
of  the  sons  is  known,  but  the  place  of  birth,  excepting  that 
of  William  and  Nathan,  is  not  known.  Neither  the  date 
nor  place  of  birth  of  the  daughters  is  known,  nor  where 
they  would  come  in  in  the  order  of  birth  of  the  children 
of  the  family.  As  there  is  no  tradition  of  any  of  these 
children  having  been  born  across  the  ocean  or  having 
come  across  the  Atlantic,  we  may  safely  take  it  for 
granted  that  they  were  all  born  in  the  United  States. 

Restriction  for  the  settlement  of  the  south-eastern  por- 
tion of  Ohio  Territory  (Northwest  Territory)  being  re- 
moved \  Jefferson  county,  Ohio,  was  organized  in  1797 ?, 
and  a  land  office  was  opened  in  Steubonville.  James  Hav- 
erfield with  other  pioneer  settlers  came  in  from  Virginia 


1  The  south-eastern  part  of  Ohio,  part  of  the  Northwest  Ter- 
ritory, was  opened  tip  for  settlement  in  170S.  Jefferson  county, 
The  iiftli  connty  established  in  Ohio,  was  created  hv  a  proclama- 
tion of  Gov.  St.  Clair.  July  29,  1707,  while  Ohio  was  still  a  part 
of  the   Northwest   Territory. 

2  Ohio  was  organized  as  a  slate  in  1R02.  "On  the  ftOth  of 
April,  1802,  congress  passed  an  act  authorizing  the  call  of  a 
convention  at  Cnllllcotne  November  1,  and  on  the  29th  of  that 
same  mouth  a  Constitution  of  State  Government  was  ratified 
and   signed   hy  the  members  of  this   convention." 
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in  1798  (or  1800);  and  he  squatted  on  a  tract  of  land 
about  one  and  three-fourth  miles  southwest  of  the  junc- 
tion of  two  Indian  trails,  where  later  the  village  of  Cadiz 
was  laid  out;  one  of  these  trails  coming  from  the  village  or 
ford  of  the  Ohio  River  at  Warrenton  and  the  other  from 
Steubenville,  or  the  old  town  of  Mingo,  three  miles  below. 

This  tract  of  land  was  entered  by  Zaccheus  Biggs,  and 
now  (1918)  is  known  as  the  John  Osborn  place.  And 
James  Haverfield,  as  we  may  reasonably  suppose,  not  be- 
ing financially  able  to  enter  a  larger  tract  of  land  as  the 
regulations  of  the  land  office  at  that  time  (1798)  required,' 
rented  or  leased  a  quarter  section  of  Zaccheus  Biggs.2 

There  was  no  wagon  road  west  of  Steubenville  till 
1800,  when  one,  such  as  it  was,  was  opened  up  to  that 
point,  (the  junction  of  the  two  Indian  trails).  Hence 
Grandfather  James  Haverfield  and  his  family  must  have 
come  in  by  trail  and  horse-back,  most  likely  from  the  ford 
at  Warrenton,  pioneer  settlers  as  they  were,  bringing 
such  scant  household  furniture  and  provision  as  was  pos- 
sible in  this  way.3  Here  he  built  their  little  log  cabin, 
and  here  they  undertook  the  arduous  task  again  of  hewing 
out  a  farm  from  the  mighty  forest,  and  making  a  home 
in  which  to  bring  up  and  educate  their  children.  They 
lived  as  primitive  pioneer  settlers  where  their  home  was 
made  in  the  dense  forest,  where  deer  and  wolves  abound; 
their  little  cabin  of  logs  furnished  them  shelter  from  the 
wild  beasts  of  the  forest  and  the  chilling  blasts  of  win- 
ter. Here  they  toiled  and  raised  their  sturdy  sons  and 
daughters,  and  imbued  them  with  the  morals  and  religion 

1 A  land  offic  e  was  opened  up  at  Steubenville,  Jefferson 
county,  Ohio.  The  regulations  of  the  land  office  at  that  time 
(1798)  were  such  that  a  tract  of  land  not  less  than  a  section 
(640  acres)   could   be  entered  by  any  one  person. 

2  Charles  A.  Hanna,  in  his  Historical  Collections  of  Harri- 
son County  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  states  "  James  Haverfield  was 
among  those  who  entered  land  in  what  is  now  Harrison  county 
before  1805,"  (page  44  of  that  work);  and  again  he  classifies 
"  James  Haverfield  from  Huntingdon  county,  Penn.,  among  those 
who  entered  land  in  Cadiz  township,  Harrison  county,  before 
1810,"  (page  118,  same  work).  But  no  such  record  exists  in 
either  the  land  office  in  Steubenville  nor  in  the  Recorder's  of- 
fice at  Cadiz.  Nor  is  there  any  evidence  to  show  that  James 
Haverfield  ever  entered  or  owned  land  either  in  Huntingdon 
county,  Penn.  (formerly  Bedford  Co.),  or  in  Jefferson  county 
or    Harrison   county,    Ohio. 
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of  staunch  Scotch  Calvanistic  doctrine;  and  how  well  they 
succeeded  Is  shown  by  the  high  civic  and  Christian  charac- 
ter of  their  children. 

We  have  no  history  of  the  incidents  of  their  lives 
after  they  squatted  on  this  tract  of  land — how  they  toiled 
and  suffered,  the  hardships  they  endured,  the  privations 
they  suffered,  nor  how  they  met  and  overcame  them. 
They  were  such  as  were  common  to  the  hardy  pioneers  of 
those  days  and  were  calmly  met  with  fortitude  and  en- 
durance. And  we  cherish  their  character,  morals  and  re- 
ligeous  faith,  as  the  most  valuable  inheritance  which  they 
and  their  neighbors  bequeathed  to  their  children  and 
succeeding  generations,  in  the  high  tone  of  citizenship 
which  prevailed  in  that  section  of  Ohio. 

We  have  no  record  or  tradition  of  where  they  spent 
the  last  days  of  their  lives  or  how  they  lived;  but  it  is 
reasonable  to  suppose  they  lived  with  their  son,  John 
Haverfield,  on  the  plot  of  land  on  which  they  squatted ' 
when  they  came  to  Ohio,  near  what  later  became  the  vil- 

i  The  plot  of  lanrl  on  which  the  village  of  Cadiz,  Jefferson 
county,  was  located,  was  as  aforesaid  at  the  junction  of  two 
Indian  trails,  on  land  granted  by  the  United  States  Government 
to  Zaccheus  I'.cattv  April  29,  1804,  and  by  him  conveyed  to  Zae- 
cheus  Biggs  October  If.,  1805.  And  Boatty  and  Biggs  laid  out 
and  incorporated  the  village  of  Cadiz  before  Benjamin  Hough, 
Justice  of  the  Teace,  at  Steubenville,  October  2!).  1804.  This 
site,  however,  is  reported  by  nnauthenticated  tradition  to  have 
been  occupied  before  by  a  blacksmith  shop,  etc.,  previous  to 
1  81  ii  l. 

Harrison  county,  Ohio,  was  taken  from  the  western  part  or 
Jefferson  county  and  the  eastern  part  of  Tuscarawas  county, 
and  organized  as  a  countv  bv  an  act  of  the  Legislature  January 
2,  1913;  and  on  April  15  of  the  same  year.  Commissioners  ap- 
pointed for  that  purpose  made  the  village  of  Cadiz  the  county 
seat   of    Harrison   county,    Ohio. 

In  this  same  year,  1813,  a  bill  was  introduced  into  Con- 
gress bv  Gen.  Harrison,  authorizing  the  land  offices  of  the 
United  States  to  issue  land  patents  for  as  small  a  tract  of  land 
as  a  quarter  section  (100  acres)  and  allow  four  years  In  which 
to   jiav    for   it,    when   a    patent    d I    was   granted. 

The  records  of  the  Recorder's  office  in  Cadiz  (Harrison 
countv)    show   that    "John    Haverfield,"   son   of  Great    Grandfather 

James    Haverfield,    "  bought    and    received   d l    of   160   acres   or 

Zaccheus  BlggB  April  15th,  1812,"  and  "sold  it  to  Samuel  Me- 
ETadden  May  1.  1813."  Thus  having  owned  it  but  one  year  and 
fifteen  davs.  This  tract  of  land  is  now  (1018)))  owned  by  John 
Osbom,  and  is  Hie  place  on  which  Grandfather  .lames  Haverfield 
lived.  (See  record  of  John  1 1  a  \  ei'lield.  son  of  Grandfather  James 
Haverfield,  p.  57).  And  having  sold  it  he  entered  a  quarter 
section  in  the  western  part  of  Cadiz  township,  about  2*4  miles 
west  of  Cadiz. 
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lage  of  Cadiz,  on  land  entered  and  owned  by  Zaccheus 
Biggs,  now  known  as  the  John  Osborn  place,  and  died 
there. 

The  pioneer  settlers  of  those  early  days  were  frequent- 
ly accustomed  to  bury  their  dead  on  their  own  land  in 
unmarked  graves,  and  as  these  lands  passed  into  other 
hands,  these  graves  became  neglected  and  forgotten.  Near 
the  ancient  and  forgotten  village  of  Mechanicsville,  about 
one-half  mile  west  of  Cadiz,  on  land  now  (1918)  owned  by 
H.  S.  Barricklo,  and  formerly  owned  by  C.  Jameson,  is  a 
small  burying  ground  of  the  pioneer  settlers.  This  ancient 
graveyard  is  in  the  edge  of  a  piece  of  woodland  in  an 
open  field.  There  are  some  six,  eight  or  ten  depressions 
of  ground  clustered  together  marking  the  places  where 
graves  were  made,  none  of  them  having  any  markers  de- 
noting who  they  were  nor  when  they  died.  This  little 
sacred  plot  of  ground  is  enclosed  by  a  circular  row  of 
wild  cherry  trees,  about  twenty-five  or  thirty  feet  across, 
which  are  thirty-five  or  fifty  feet  in  height,  evidently  planted 
at  an  early  day,  to  mark  the  place  when  another  burial 
place  was  chosen  at  the  village  of  Cadiz.  Evidently  here, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  oldest  living  residents,  were  the 
grandparents,  James  Haverfield  and  his  wife  Nancy,  buried 
with  other  pioneer  settlers  who  have  passed  out  of  mind. 
And  we  may  reasonably  conclude  that  our  noble  and  wor- 
thy ancestors,  the  Grandparents  Haverfield,  having  died 
were  buried  here  before  1813,  in  this  almost  forgotten  clus- 
ter of  wild  cherry  trees.1 

1  The  village  of  Cadiz,  though  laid  out  and  organized  in  1803, 
was  of  slow  growth  and  development.  In  the  fall  of  1807,  three 
years  after  its  organization,  there  were  but  three  little  log  cab- 
ins in  the  place.  A  competitive  village  named  Mechanicsville 
was  started  some  half  mile  west,  ambitious  to  become  the  county 
seat  of  the  new  county  to  be  formed  a  few  years  in  the  future. 
But  when  Harrison  county  was  organized  and  Cadiz  made  the 
county  seat,  a  burying  ground  was  laid  out  there  in  connection 
with  the  old  Associate  Reformed  Church,  and  the  burying  ground 
at  Mechanicsville  was  abandoned.  Though  Mechanicsville  lan- 
guished and  fell  into  decay,  it  developed  so  far  in  the  future  as 
to  have  a  tread  mill  erected  to  grind  the  grain  of  the  incoming 
settlers,  etc.,  but  is  now  among  the  incidents  of  early  pioneer 
life,  unrecorded  in  history,  and  about  passed  out  of  the  remem- 
brance  of  the   oldest   residents  and   forgotten. 
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But  what  an  experience  has  the  subject  of  our  sketch 
had!  The  trying  scenes  and  experiences  of  his  life  are 
given  to  but  few.  During  the  troublesome  times  and  petty 
rebellions  of  an  oppressed  people  in  the  north  of  Ireland, 
he  was  suspected  of  sympathy  with  them  and  fled  the 
country  for  safety;  his  clandestine  flight  to  America;  the 
trying  scenes  and  perils  of  frontier  life  during  savage 
Indian  warfare  on  the  front  settlements;  the  scenes  he 
witnessed  during  the  clash  of  arms  for  liberty  around  the 
center  of  activity  near  Philadelphia  during  the  war  of  the 
Revolution;  his  again  moving  to  and  living  for  a  time 
amid  the  scenes  of  his  earlier  pioneer  life  on  the  Juniata 
or  its  tributaries  in  Huntingdon  county,  Penn.;  his  ven- 
ture west  to  Virginia  and  his  pioneer  life  there;  "his  push 
into  the  forests  of  Jefferson  county,  Ohio,  while  it  was 
one  vast  wilderness;  and  his  trials  and  hardships  of  pioneer 
life  there  during  the  decline  of  his  eventful  life,  give  us  a 
picture  of  venture  and  fortitude  that  calls  forth  our  ad- 
miration and  respect.  We  can  but  esteem  and  honor  our 
noble  ancestor. 


APPENDIX  I

He  held  he  was  English  in  descent  and  spelled  his  name 
Karle,  as  being  the  correct  English  orthography.  His  wife 
Margaret  was  German.  They  immigrated  to  America 
about  1825 — ?  They  stopped  in  Baltimore  for  a  time, 
and  then  came  on  to  Wheeling,  Va. 

He  was  an  Odd  Fellow  and  had  been  initiated  into 
the  order  of  Odd  Fellowship  and  its  mysteries  in  Eng- 
land. Finding  no  such  organization  in  Wheeling  he  took 
steps  to  establish  one.  Not  being  familiar  with  the 
method  of  procedure  for  such  an  order,  he,  in  company 
with  another  man  whom  he  had  interested  in  this  cause, 
went  to  Baltimore  and  obtained  necessary  forms  of  pro- 
cedure and  instruction  for  the  organization  of  an  ord^r 
of  Odd  Fellowship  in  Wheeling,  which  was  done  in  1830.

The  Daily  Intelligencer  of  Wheeling,  Thursday  morn- 
ing, May  15,  1862,  had  a  notice  and  obituary  of  the  death 
of  Andrew  Karle  Haberfield,  May  14,  1862,  the  founder 
of  the  order  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  Wheeling,  Va. 

"He  was  a  native  of  England,  married  in  England, 
was  initiated  into  the  order  and  mysteries  of  Odd  Fellow- 
ship in  England,  and  immigrated  to  America  about  1825. 
He  came  on  to  Wheeling  and  was  instrumental  in  insti- 
tuting and  organizing  the  order  of  Odd  Fellowship  in 
Wheeling  in  1830.  He  occupied  various  positions  of  honor 
and  trust  in  that  organization,  and  was  an  honorable  and 
faithful  member  of  that  body  during  the  remainder  of 
his  life,  for  over  30  years;  and  was  lamented  and  buried 
with  the  honors  of  that  organization."

2.— EMILY  HABERFIELD.  daughter  of  Andrew  Karle 
(1st)  and  Margaret  Haberfield,  was  burned  to  death  while 
engaged  in  quilting. 


APPENDIX  II 

TRADITIONS 


1.  There  is  a  tradition  that  James  Haverfield 
(great  grandfather  of  the  Haverfield  family  in  the  United 
States)  married  Nancy  Smith  in  Lancaster  county,  Penn.; 
and  that  they  lived  in  Huntingdon  county,  Penn.  But 
the  reply  we  received  to  our  inquiry  is: 

"  We  have  no  marriage  records  in  Lancaster  county 
prior  to  the  year  1885.

"  Lancaster,  Penn.,  Aug.  21st,  1918." 
And  there   is  no  register   of   Haverfields   in  Hunting- 
don  county,    Penn.      Hence   we    consider   this    as   nothing 
more   than  unauthenticated   rumor. 

2.  Dr.  Joseph  Wallace  Haverfield,  a  well-known  phy- 
sician of  Uhrichsville,  Ohio,  and  a  grandson  of  Joseph 
Haverfield  (one  of  the  Haverfield  brothers),  claimed  that 
the  Haverfields  were  English  and  descendants  of  the 
Earl  of  Warwick,  and  that  he  had  the  documents  to 
prove  it.  When  we  visited  the  doctor  at  Uhrichsville 
shortly  before  his  death,  he  stated  it  was  his  opinion 
that  the  Haverfields  were  English  and  descendants  of 
the  Earl  of  Warwick;  and  when  asked  what  documents 
he  had  to  show  it,  replied,  "  Well,  we  will  consider  that 
matter  tomorrow  morning,"  but  when  the  morrow  came 
we  were  under  the  necessity  of  leaving  without  having 
an  opportunity  to  consider  the  matter  with  the  doctor 
again.  And  after  his  death  no  documents  were  found 
among  his  effects  on  the  subject  of  the  Haverfield  an- 
cestry. 

There  were  several  of  the  Earls  of  Warwick: 
RICHARD    BEAUCHAMP,    Earl    of    Warwick,    1382- 
1430.     First  in  time,  second  in  renown. 

RICHARD  NEVILLE,  Earl  of  Warwick,  1428-1471. 
Second  in  time,  first  in  renown.  Distinguished  in  the 
"  War  of  the  Roses."  He  was  born  the  22nd  of  Novem- 
ber, 1428.  He  was  entitled  the  "  King  Maker,"  and  "  the 
last  of  the  Barons."  He  was  betrothed  to  and  married 
"Anne,"  daughter  of  RICHARD  BEAUCHAMP  (in  time 
the  First  Earl  of  Warwick),  who   "brought  her  husband 
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the  title  and  chief  share  of  the  Warwick  estate,"  and 
thus  "RICHARD  NEVILLE  became  the  Premier  both 
in  power  and  position  as  Earl  of  Warwick."  He  was 
made  Admiral  from  1428  to  1471.  At  the  battle  of  Bar- 
net  he  was  outgeneraled  and  defeated  by  King  Edward 
and  was  held  prisoner  in  the  Tower  of  London  for  four- 
teen years,  condemned  and  executed  April  14,  1471. 
(History  of  England  for  Young  People,  p.  58.)  He  had 
two  children,  both  daughters.  His  daughter  "Annie" 
married  Richard  Glouster. 

When  the  Earl  of  Warwick  is  mentioned  (and  not 
defined),  RICHARD  NEVILLE,  son  of  Richard  Neville, 
is  meant. 

JOHN  ROUSE,  Earl  of  Warwick,   1411-1491. 

SIR  ROBERT  RICE,  Earl  of  Warwick,   1587-1658. 

But  neither  in  the  Encyclopedia  Britannica  nor  in 
any  other  history  of  Great  Britain  do  we  find  the  name 
Haverfield  connected  with  any  of  the  Earls  of  Warwick 
or  their  descendants;  and  hence  conclude  that  this  tra- 
dition is  not  worthy  of  credence. 

3.  We  learn  from  Elmer  E.  Haverfield  of  Rush  Cen- 
ter, Rush  county,  Kansas,  a  grandson  of  William  Haver- 
field (another  of  the  Haverfield  brothers),  that  his  fa- 
ther (William  Haverfield,  Jr.),  at  a  family  reunion, 
stated  that  "  Our  ancestors  came  to  England  with 
William  The  Conqueror,  and  for  service  rendered  that 
monarch  were  granted  a  tract  of  land  twelve  miles  from 
London,  which  was  afterwards  called  the  '  Haverfield 
Grange.'  "  And  that  "  during  the  middle  of  the  eighteenth 
century  (1750-1770),  our  immediate  ancestor,  James  Hav- 
erfield, was  in  service  of  the  British  Government  in  the 
north  of  Ireland;  and  that  during  the  many  plots  and 
rebellions  of  the  Irish,  he  was  accused  of  sympathizing 
with  and  aiding  the  rebels;  and  to  save  his  life  fled 
secretly  sent  to  America."  And  Elmer  E.  Haverfield  further 
stated  that  his  father  (William  Haverfield,  Jr.)  stated 
thai  "this  tradition  was  well  known  among  the  Haver- 
fields;  and  that  the  name  Haverfield  was  Dutch,  and 
that   their  ancestors   were    Dutch." 

This  William  Haverfield,  Jr.,  was  a  son  of  William 
Haverfield  (one  of  the  Haverfield  brothers),  and  doubt- 
less received  his  information  from  him.  We  knew 
William  Haverfield  well  when  we  wire  a  young  lad.  He 
was  our  grandfather.  And  as  we  write  up  the  pioneer 
history  of  these  revered  ancestors  we  often  think  if  we 
then    hud   talked  over  with   him   their  experience  and  got 
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from  him  his  knowledge  of  events  and  their  history,  how 
much  more  accurately  we  could  give  their  early  history. 
But  we  were  only  a  young  lad  then  and  had  no  thought 
that  as  the  years  rolled  by  we  should  wish  to  know  what 
he  could  communicate.  But  if  Great  Grandfather  James 
Haverfield  came  as  a  fugitive  from  England  (which  we 
may  receive  with  credence)  he  most  probably  came  in 
under  an  assumed  name  or  through   Canada. 

This  William  the  Conqueror  was  William  of  Nor- 
mandy, a  south-western  province  of  France,  and  came 
over  to  England  with  an  army  to  claim  and  secure  the 
crown  of  England  in  1066.  After  securing  the  English 
crown,  he  did  lavishly  reward  those  who  gave  him  aid 
in  this  expedition;  but  in  the  history  recorded  of  this 
conquest,  we  fail  to  find  the  name  Haverfield,  or  the 
statement  of  the  "  Haverfield  Grange."  Yet  a  small  in- 
cident of  this  kind  might  readily  fail  of  record  in  the 
history  of  a  conquest  of  such  magnitude,  followed  by 
such  dire  changes  of  country,  people  and  civilization  as 
that  of  William  the  Conqueror.  But  how  was  this  tra- 
dition  preserved? 

But  whatever  may  have  been  the  origin  of  the  name 
Haverfield,  and  whoever  may  have  been  their  ancestors 
in  the  distant  past,  they  have  so  intermingled  in  mar- 
riage with  the  Scotch,  the  Irish,  and  the  Saxons,  that 
they  well  merit  the  term  "  Scotch-Irish."  It  should  be 
remembered  that  a  Scotchman  is  an  English  subject;  so 
is  an  Irishman  an  English  subject,  as  well  as  an  Eng- 
lishman. And  taking  the  Haverfields  as  a  class,  their 
mental  temperament  and  their  physical  characteristics 
show  them  nearer  allied  to  the  Scotch  than  to  any  other 
nationality. 

4.  Again  taken  from  the  Andrew  Karle  Haberfield 
tradition  (branch  of  the  John  Gormley  Haberfield  fam- 
ily), who  claimed  that  the  Haberfields  were  English,  and 
spelled  his  name  "Karle"  as  being  the  correct  English 
orthography,  and  holding  that  a  brother  of  his  father's, 
John  Gormley  Haberfield,  was  at  one  time  Lord  Mayor 
of  London  (Appendix  1  of  the  Haberfield  strain  of  the 
Haverfields) ;  and  that  James  Haverfield,  of  whom  we 
write,  was  an  uncle  of  his  on  his  father's  side,  and  hence 
a  brother  of  the  Haberfield,  who  was  at  one  time  Lord 
Mayor  of  London,  we  have  additional  confirmation  of 
this   tradition. 

There  is  a  general  belief  among  the  Haverfields  that 
their  ancestors  were  of  a  distinguished  and  higher  class 
of  citizens  in  England. 
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APPENDIX  III 

OTHER  HAVERFIELDS  IN  AMERICA 


One  George  Haverfield  was  No.  45  in  Col.  Burd's 
Company,  Province  of  Pennsylvania,  1744-1765;  camped 
at  "  The  Old  Garrison  of  Augusta."  The  record  is  that 
he  was  excused  from  duty  as  a  carpenter.  "  The  Old 
Garrison  of  Augusta"  was  Fort  Augusta,  located  at 
Shamokin,  Northumberland  county,  Penn.  There  is  no 
further  record  of  him.  He  most  probably  returned  to 
England  at  expiration  of  service. 

Two  other  Haverfields  named  William  and  James 
have  been  reported  to  us  as  living  in  Syracuse,  New 
York,  some  years  since.  But  on  inquiry  we  were  in- 
formed that  the  name  Haverfield  does  not  appear  on  the 
Syracuse  directory,  and  that  no  mail  either  comes  to 
or  passes  through  the  Syracuse  postofBce  for  rural  de- 
livery to  any  Haverfield.  This  report  is  uncertain,  hav- 
ing come  through  several  different  hands.  It  is  possible 
the  name  may  have  been  Haverling  or  Haverford,  as 
such  families  lived   in  New  York  and   Pennsylvania. 
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GENEALOGY  AND  BRIEF  HISTORY  OF  THE 
WILLIAM  HAVERFIELD  FAMILY 


The  WILLIAM  HAVERFIELD  whose  descendants  are 
recorded  in  this  chapter  resided  one  mile  west  of  Cadiz, 
Harrison  county,  Ohio. 

1.— WILLIAM  HAVERFIELD  of  Cadiz,  Harrison 
county,  Ohio,  eldest  son  of  Great  Grandfather  James  Hav- 
erfield,  one  of  the  pioneer  settlers  of  Jefferson  county, 
Ohio,  was  born  in  Bedford  county,1  Penn.,  in  1774.2  He 
married  Elizabeth  Stitt,  most  probably  in  Franklin 
county,  Penn.,  about  1798  or  1799  (?),  who  was  born  in 
Cumberland  county,  Penn.,  in  1773.3  We  have  no  account 
of  how  or  where  he  spent  his  boyhood  and  young  man- 
hood, but  most  probably  with  his  father  amidst  the  try- 
ing scenes  and  dangerous  experiences  of  the  pioneer  set- 
tlers of  Bedford  county  during  the  hostilities  of  the  savage 
Indians  with  tomahawk  and  scalping  knife  before  and 
during  the  Revolutionary  War,  and  in  Chester  county, 
Penn.,  near  Philadelphia,  where  they  fled  for  safety;  and 
again  after  the  restoration  of  peace  and  safety  in  Hunt- 
ingdon county,4  Penn.,  within  hailing  distance  of  their 
first  trying  experience.  Charles  A.  Hanna,  in  his  Histor- 
ical   Collections   of   Harrison    County,   Ohio,   state    (by  in-

Hence  it  is  that  William 
llaverfieid.  having  been  born  in  Bedford  county  in  1774,  might 
come  tr,  Ohio  with  his  father  from  Huntingdon  county,  within 
hailing  distance  of  the   Juanita   Valley,   about  1798. 
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ference)  that  James  Haverfield's  sons  came  to  Ohio  with 
him  in  1798  or  (1800),  which  may  mean  that  they  came 
some  little  time  after.  William  Haverfield  and  his  wife 
were  among  the  number.  They  doubtless  came  in  by 
trail  and  horse-pack,  as  there  was  no  wagon  road  west 
of  Steubenville  to  Cadiz  before  about  1802  or  1803,  bring- 
ing with  them  such  scanty  household  furniture  and  pro- 
visions as  the   circumstances  permitted. 

The  village  of  Cadiz  was  laid  out  in  1803  at  the 
junction  of  two  Indian  trails,  the  one  coming  from  Steu- 
benville, or  the  old  town  of  Mingo  three  miles  below, 
and  the  other  from  Warrenton  on  the  Ohio  river.  Cadiz 
was  incorporated  as  the  county  seat  of  Harrison  county 
when  that  county  was  formed  by  an  act  of  the  Ohio 
Legislature  from  parts  of  Jefferson  and  Tuscarawas 
counties,  in  1813.  (See  Genealogy  of  Great  Grandfather 
James   Haverfield.) 

At  that  time  (1796-1813)  government  land  could  not 
be  entered  in  tracts  less  than  one  section  (640  acres). 
But  General  Harrison  introduced  a  bill  into  Congress  in 
1813  permitting  tracts  of  one-quarter  section  (160  acres) 
to  be  entered  by  one  person  and  allowing  four  years  in 
which  to  pay  for  it,  when  a  patentee  deed  was  given. 
This  bill  became  a  law  of  the  land  office.  Land  in  Cadiz 
township  was  mostly  taken  up  in  these  large  tracts,  one 
section  or  more,  and  sold  out,  rented  or  leased  in  smaller 
tracts  to  incoming  settlers.  Zaccheus  Biggs  and  John 
Osborn  were  among  those  who  acquired  land  in  large 
tracts  in  Cadiz  township. 

Where  and  how  William  Haverfield  and  his  wife 
lived  for  the  first  few  years  after  coming  to  Jefferson 
county,  Ohio,  we  have  no  information,  nor  is  there  tra- 
dition. However,  circumstances  would  tend  to  show  that 
they  lived  in  Cadiz  township.  He  did  not  enter  land 
from  financial  conditions,  nor  purchase  for  some  years. 
Though  the  oldest  of  the  five  sons  of  Grandfather  James 
Haverfield.  with  whom  he  came  to  Ohio,  he  was  the  last 
to  secure  land  of  his  own.    It  is  commonly  reported  that 
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they  once  lived  on  land  owned  by  John  Osborn.  He  most 
probably  rented  or  leased  land  from  some  large  land 
holder — John  Osborn,  Zaccheus  Biggs  or  others — under 
conditions  that  he  was  to  clear  up  and  develop  the  place. 
In  1822,  twenty-two  or  twenty-four  years  after  coming 
to  Jefferson  county,  he  purchased  a  tract  of  land. 

"  Recorder's  Office,   Cadiz,   Ohio. 
"  Zaccheus     Biggs     and     his    wife    Eliza,    deeded     to 
William  Haverfield  one  quarter  section,  one  mile  west  of 
Cadiz,  May  18th,  1822,  for  $480." 

It  is  the  general  opinion  of  their  children  and  grand- 
children that  they  were  early  residents  of  this  place,  one 
mile  west  of  Cadiz;  that  their  children  were  born  there 
and  their  family  reared  there  on  what  is  known  as  the 
William  Haverfield  homestead.  All  of  their  children 
were  born  before  he  purchased  this  land  in  1822.  Land 
as  good  as  that  he  bought  as  early  as  1813  was  to  be 
entered  in  quarter  section  lots  of  160  acres  at  $1.25  per 
acre,  and  have  four  years  in  which  to  pay  for  It. 
His  brothers,  John  and  Joseph,  entered  their  land,  quar- 
ter sections  each,  in  1813,  less  than  three  miles  west. 
Hence  we  may  reasonably  suppose  there  was  some  sub- 
stantial reason  why  he  chose  to  pay  more  than  twice  the 
amount  for  land  he  purchased  when  his  finances  were 
evidently  limited.  Some  improvement  on  the  one  side 
with  cabin  and  cleared  land  to  meet  the  needs  of  their 
large  family,  and  the  virgin  forest  to  clear  and  improve 
on  the  other,  were  doubtess  prevailing  conditions  decid- 
ing his  choice. 

Wherever  the  location  was  he  was  24  years  of  age 
when  he  and  his  wife  Elizabeth  faced  the  hardships,  pri- 
vations and  trials  of  pioneer  life  in  the  virgin  forest  of 
Harrison  county.  Were  it  on  the  leased  place  of  Zac- 
cheus Biggs,  they  built  their  little  log  cabin  near  a 
spring  at  the  head  of  a  small  stream,  a  diminutive  branch 
of  the  Little  Stillwater.  The  writer  well  recollects  see- 
ing the  little  old,  tumbled  down  log  cabin,  that  was  the 
first  home  on   this    place,   down   in   the   valley   near  the 
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middle  of  the  farm,  at  the  head  of  this  small  stream. 
While  this  is  the  opinion  of  their  immediate  descend- 
ants, I  so  record  it  with  the  proviso  that  it  may  be  an 
error. 

William   Haverfield   was   of    the   so-called    Scotch-Irish 
extraction,   an    exemplary   man,   strong  in   his   convictions 
of    right     and    wrong,    thoughtful,   kind    and   considerate. 
His  wife  Elizabeth  was  pure  Scotch,  with  a  slight  Scotch 
accent.     She  could  read  Scotch  and  was  his  peer  in  char- 
acter, gentle  and   kind.     They  were  members   of  the  Old 
Associate  Reformed    (Presbyterian)    Church   of   Cadiz,  of 
which    he    was    elected    trustee    February    18,    1830.      For 
years  he  was  justice  of  the  peace.     In  those   early  days 
whiskey    was    considered    indispensable    in    the    harvest 
field, — and     many    refused    to    do     harvest    work    unless 
whiskey  was  furnished  them;   but  he,  being  an  advocate 
of    temperance    and    believing    "whiskey    in    the    harvest- 
field  wrought  evil,"  was  the  first  in  his  neighborhood  to 
banish   whiskey    from    his    harvest   fields.      And   he    came 
out  victorious,  as  ere  long  his  neighbors  one  by  one  fol- 
lowed  his   example.      They   were   highly    esteemed   in    so- 
cial   and    religious    circles    for    their    benevolence,    integ- 
rity,  probity  and  advanced  statesmanship.    In  politics  he 
was  an  Old  Line  Whig,  a  strong  Abolitionist  and  a  mem- 
ber  of  the   "  Underground   Railroad."     He   was   a  soldier 
in    the    War    of    1812-15,    under    General    Harrison's    com- 
mand,   in   Captain   Baruch    Dickenson's   company    as   ser- 
geant,   enlisted   to   serve    from    March    12,    1814,    for    ser- 
vice  until    September    12,    1814.      They    aided    in    cutting 
a    wagon    road    or    military     trail    from    Ashland,    Ohio, 
through    the    northern    part    of    Richland    county    to    Oak 
Point   on   Lake   Erie    (of  which    mention   will    further   be 
made  In   the  record   of  James  Haverfield).    For  this  mil- 
itary service   in   after  years   he  received  a   bounty  entit- 
ling   him    to    enter    one    quarter    section    of    government 
land   of  160   acres   of  government   valuation   of   $1.25   per 
acre.     With   this   bounty  he   entered   one  quarter   section 
of   160   acres    in   Washington   county,    Ohio,   in   the   Mus- 
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kingum  valley  a  few  miles  above  Marietta.  And  a  few 
years  later  (it  is  stated)  he  sold  it  for  $60.  In  1916  we 
were  in  Marietta  and  made  inquiry  regarding  the  value 
of  land  in  that  locality,  and  were  assured  it  was  worth 
§500  per  acre.  In  those  early  days  taxes  must  be  paid 
in  coin,  and  we  well  recollect  our  mother  frequently  say- 
ing her  father  (this  William  Haverfield)  would  carefully 
save  the  silver  "six  pences "  (six  and  a-fourth  cents) 
during  the  year  to  pay  the  taxes  in  the  fall.  And  with 
taxes  to  pay  and  coin  hard  to  get,  it  may  well  be  con- 
sidered that  $60  was  a  temptation  to  sell. 

As  the  years  rolled  slowly  by,  with  toil  and  care, 
their  large  family  was  reared  and  educated  in  such  coun- 
try and  village  schools  as  that  day  afforded.  A  large  and 
commodious  two-story  frame  house  was  built  on  the 
north  side  of  the  road  upon  the  hill;  a  large  and  commo- 
dious barn  a  few  years  later,  with  stables  for  stock; 
and  on  the  south  side  of  the  road,  on  a  knoll,  an  or- 
chard was  planted,  which  in  a  few  years  bore  lucious 
fruit  of  apple,  peach,  pear  and  plum.  Still  later  a  low 
cottage  was  built  for  his  son  John  and  his  family,  oppo- 
site the  large  frame  house  of  his  father.  A  deep  well 
was  sunk  in  the  sandstone  rock,  affording  pure,  soft 
water  for  man  and  beast,  with  a  large  oak  pump-stock 
and  curved  handle  and  great  iron  knob  on  the  end.  A 
huge  water  trough  made  a  public  watering  place  for  all 
who  passed  along  the  road  and  for  droves  of  cattle, 
hogs  and  sheep  on  their  way  to  Baltimore.  But  with  all 
their  toil  and  care  the  mortgage  on  the  place  for  its 
purchase  could  not  be  met,  and,  as  age  advanced,  weary 
of  the  burden  of  debt  and  despairing  of  its  being  paid, 
he  offered  it  to  his  son  John  if  he  would  take  it  and  pay 
off  the  debt.  This  offer  John  accepted,  but  it  finally 
proved  the  cause  of  his  bankruptcy. 

To  them  were  born  ten  children,  four  sons  and  six 
daughters:  1

These  children  were  all  born  in  Cadiz  township, 
Jefferson  and  Harrison  counties,  Ohio.  Their  children 
all  grew  to  manhood  and  womanhood  and  were  married. 
They  had  lived  in  happy  wedded  life  near  sixty  years. 
Golden  wedding  anniversaries  were  not  so  popularly 
held  then  as  now.  We  have  no  account  of  their  having 
held  theirs.  As  age  advanced  the  activities  of  life  grad- 
ually lessened,  and  they  enjoyed  the  fruits  of  their  la- 
bors, a  peaceful  and  quiet  life  of  old  age.  The  wife, 
Elizabeth,  died  December  23,  1858,  aged  84  years;  and 
he  died  June  14,  1859,  aged  84  years.  They  were  buried 
side  by  side  in  the  Old  Cadiz  cemetery  on  the  hill,  near 
the  Old  Associate  Reformed  Church  of  Cadiz. 

2.— JAMES  HAVERFIELD,  son  of  William  and 
Elizabeth  Haverfield,  "was  bourne"  in  Cadiz  township,  Jef- 
ferson county,  Ohio,  (if  his  father,  William  Haverfield, 
came  with  his  father,  James  Haverfield,  to  Ohio  in 
1798),  otherwise  he  may  have  been  born  in  Pennsylva- 
nia November  1,  1800.  He  developed  into  manhood  on 
the  farm  of  his  father,  the  William  Haverfield  home- 
stead, in  helping  to  hew  out  from  the  wilderness  a  farm 
of  modern  improvements  of  that  day.  His  education  was 
limited  to  what  the  country  and  village  schools  of  that 
day  afforded.  He  married  Mary  Richey  November  8, 
1825,  who  was  born  in  New  York  City  April  1,  1801.  She 
was  of  Irish  descent.  Her  father,  Thomas  Richey,  was  born 
and   married   in  Ireland,  came  to  America    (about)    1795. 
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He  resided  in  New  York  about  ten  years  and  came  to 
Jefferson  county,  Ohio,  in  1805  and  settled  near  Cadiz. 
She  was  a  sister  to  Nancy  Richey,  who  in  later  years 
married  John  Haverfield,  a  younger  brother  of  James. 
James  secured  an  80-acre  lot  of  land  west  of  his  father's 
and  there  they  reared  their  family.  He  was  engaged  in 
clearing  up  and  improving  his  farm  and  in  general  farm- 
ing. He  became  interested  in  the  sheep  business.  With 
his  family  he  went  to  Illinois  in  1852  and  settled  in  Mer- 
cer county  on  a  tract  of  land  about  three  miles  west  of 
Aledo,  near  Joy.  Here  he  engaged  in  general  farming 
and   sheep  raising. 

James  was  of  a  friendly  and  jovial  disposition,  with 
a  word  of  cheer  and  encouragement  to  those  whom  he 
met.  They  formerly  were  members  of  the  Associate  Re- 
formed (Presbyterian)  Church  of  Cadiz,  were  of  ster- 
ling Christian  character  and  integrity,  and  highly  re- 
spected by  their  friends  and  neighbors.  In  politics  James 
was  an  Abolitionist  and  an  Old  Line  Whig.  He  was 
suspected  of  connection  with  the  "Underground  Rail- 
road" for  the  assistance  of  runaway  Negroes.  He  was 
in  Illinois  when  the  Civil  War  broke  out  and  was  very 
enthusiastic  and  hopeful.  "  Now  we  will  abolish  slavery 
and  free  the  Negro,"  was  his  slogan.  He  volunteered 
for  service  as  a  private  in  the  Civil  War,  and  was  en- 
rolled August  6,  1861,  at  Cairo,  111.,  to  serve  for  three 
years,  and  was  assigned  to  Company  E,  Ninth  Illinois 
infantry.  While  at  his  age  of  life  (61),  being  excused 
most  probably  from  the  more  arduous  duties  of  a  sol- 
dier, he  was  considered  one  of  the  most  useful  in  the 
regiment.  By  his  kind  helpfulness  he  encouraged  and 
aided  his  comrades,  and  was  known  in  the  regiment  as 
"  Uncle  Jemmy."  He  was  reported  "present"  February 
28,  1862,  but  a  return  for  March,  1862,  recorded  him  "  ab- 
sent, home  on  furlough,  wounded."  And  the  records  fur- 
ther show  that  he  died  at  his  home  in  Mercer  county, 
111.,  on  April  8,  1862,  of  typhoid  fever  (Report  of  Adju- 
tant General  of  the  War  Department,  Washington,  D.  C). 
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Three  of  his  sons  also  served  in  the  war,  William,  John, 
and  Samuel.

The 
place  in  which  he  located  is  about  eight  miles  north  of 
Little  Hocking  on  the  Ohio  river  and  some  three  miles 
south  of  Qualey  on  the  railroad,  though  it  is  doubtful 
whether  either  of  these  places  had  an  existence  at  that 
time.  It  was  then  rather  a  new  and  thinly  settled  dis- 
trict, though  Marietta  had  been  settled  some  years  before. 
Mrs.  Susanna  Blair,  when  on  a  return  visit  to  Harrison 
county  told  of  "the  deer  skipping  over  the  fences  and 
eating  and  destroying  the  growing  crops." 

William  Blair,  son  of  Daniel  Blair  by  a  former  wife, 
obtained  a  fairly  good  education  for  that  time.  He  was 
a  peripatetic  school  teacher,  traveling  in  western  Ohio, 
Indiana  and  Illinois  chiefly,  teaching  school  here  and  there 
for  a  time  and  then  moving  on.  He  never  married,  and 
died  (as  reported)  in  Missouri  in  1869,  about  51  or  52 
years  of  age.  His  relations  in  the  family  were  so  inti- 
mate and  cordial  that  to  the  younger  members  of  the 
family  he  was  not  known  to  be  a  half-brother  till  long 
years  after.

The  first  eight  of  these  children,  Isabell,  Elizabeth, 
James,  John,  Jane,  Robert,  Alexander  and  Mary,  were 
born  in  western  Cadiz  township,  Harrison  county,  Ohio;

His  wife,  Nancy  Jane,  died  December  24, 
1879,  38  years  of  age,  and  was  buried  in  the  Ratkin  bury- 
ing ground  near  the  village  of  Swan  Creek.  This  burying 
ground  lies  in  the  commons  near  the  railway  and  has 
never  been  fenced.

The  same 
year  the  village  of  Cadiz  was  laid  out  and  incorporated. 
Harrison  county  was  organized  by  act  of  the  Ohio  Legis- 
lature in  1813  (being  struck  off  from  the  western  part  of 
Jefferson  and  the  eastern  part  of  Tuscarawas  counties), 
and  Cadiz  became  the  county  seat  of  Harirson  county. 
The  record  in  the  old  family  Bible  states:  "  Nancy  Ag- 
ness,  bourne  October  25,  1803."  She  received  a  liberal 
education  for  that  time  in  the  village  school  of  Cadiz. 
She  was  often  heard  to  speak  of  a  journey  she  made  when 
a  young  woman  by  stage  coach  from  Cadiz  through 
Steubenville  and  Pittsburg  to  Hagerstown,  Washington 
county,  Md.,  and  to  Chambersburg  and  to  Huntington 
county,  Pa.,  to  visit  some  relatives,  whether  on  the  Stitt 
side  or  the  Haverfield  side  of  her  parents'  family,  or  both, 
cannot  now  be  ascertained.  This  she  held  as  quite  ad- 
venture, as  it  was,  considering  the  condition  of  the  roads 
and  the  old  stage  coach  of  that  day  in  which  the  journey 
had  to  be  made. 

When  her  sister  Mary  ("Polly")  married  John  Rea 
Wallace  in  1830  (who  was  highly  esteemed  in  the  family), 
she  made  the  remark  "that  if  ever  she  married  and  had  a 
son  she  would  call  his  name  Wallace."  She  married 
Thomas  Taylor,  February  10,  1834,  at  Cadiz,  who  was 
born  on  Goose  Creek  (or  Duck  Run),  near  the  Ohio  river, 
above  Wheeling,  W.  Va. 

Mrs.  Nancy  A.  (Haverfield)  Taylor's  ancestry  is  given 
on  page  38.  Tradition  says  of  Thomas  Taylor's  an- 
cestry that  his  father,  Thomas  Taylor,  Sr.,  was  an  orphan; 
that  he  and  a  brother,  when  quite  small,  were  brought 
across  the  sea  either  from  Scotland  or  Ireland  by 
strangers,  who  never  told  them  anything  about  their  rela- 
tives or  their  people,  and  that  he  and  his  brother  became 
separated  when  they  were  young  lads,  and  that  he  never 
knew  what  became  of  his  brother.  We  know  not  when 
or   how  he   crossed    the  mountains  and   came  west.     The 
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first   authentic   information   we   have   of   him    is   his    mar- 
riage.    The  inscription  on  his  tombstone  is: 

"Thomas  Taylor  died  November  21,  1845,  age  78." 
This  would  give  his  birth  in  1767.  He  married  Margaret 
Gift'en.     The  certificate  of  marriage  reads: 

"  I  do  hereby  certify  all  whom  it  may  concern  that 
on  the  15th  day  of  February,  1798,  I  have  agreeable  to  the 
laws  of  Virginia  and  in  virtue  of  license  directed  to  any 
person  authorized  by  law  to  celebrate  marriages  in  the 
county  of  Ohio,  issued  by  the  clerk  of  said  county,  solemn- 
ized the  right  of  marriage  between  Thomas  Taylor  and 
Margaret  Giffen,  given  under  my  hand  this  15th  day  of 
February,  1798. 

"JAMES   HUGHES,   V.D.M." 

The  inscription  on  his  mother's  tombstone  is: 

"Margaret  Taylor,  wife;  died  February  9,  1858,  aged 
81." 

This  would  give  her  birth  in  1777.  Tradition  (through 
their  grandchildren)  states  she  was  born  at  sea  when  her 
father,  Robert  Giffen  emigrated  from  Scotland  to  Amer- 
ica. Their  voyage  is  reported  to  have  been  prosperous 
and  in  seven  weeks  they  were  within  sight  of  land  at  New 
York,  but  before  they  were  enabled  to  get  into  the  harbor 
a  fearful  storm  arose  and  they  were  driven  back  to  sea, 
and  it  was  seven  more  weeks  (14  weeks  in  all)  before 
they  effected  a  landing.  Robert  Giffen,  her  father,  re- 
mained for  some  ten  years  east  of  the  mountains,  and  in 
1787  came  on  west  across  the  mountains  with  his  family 
to  Virginia.  In  1888  he  purchased  a  tract  of  land  on  Short 
Creek,  near  West  Liberty,  Ohio  county,  Va.,  and  here 
doubtless  Grandfather  Thomas  Taylor  and  his  wife  Mar- 
garet were  married. 

They  lived  on  the  Panhandle  of  Virginia,  between 
Wheeling  and  the  western  line  of  Pennsylvania,  and  for 
the  last  few  years  before  moving  to  Ohio  they  lived  on 
Goose  Creek,  Brooke  county,  Va.,  a  diminutive  stream 
emptying  into  Buffalo  Creek  some  two  and  one-half  miles 
above  its  mouth  into  the  Ohio  River,  and  some  three 
miles  from  Wellsburg,  Va.     Here  their  son  Thomas  Tay- 
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lor,  Jr.,  was  born,  September  25,  1807.  That  same  fall 
Thomas  Taylor  and  his  wife  Margaret,  familiarly  called 
"Peggy,"  moved  onto  a  place  he  had  bought  one  mile 
north  of  Cadiz,  Jefferson  county,  Ohio,  when  there  were 
but  three  small  log  cabins  in  the  village  of  Cadiz.  This 
place  later  became  well  known  as  the  "Taylor  Hill  Farm." 
Here  the  son  Thomas  grew  into  manhood  amid  the  hard- 
ships and  disadvantages  of  a  pioneer  settlement.  With 
limited  facilities  for  education,  he  helped  to  clear  up  and 
develop  the  farm  and  support  the  large  family  of  fifteen 
children. 

Thomas  Taylor  and  his  wife  Nancy  after  their  mar- 
riage lived  for  a  time  in  Belmont  county,  Ohio.  He  was 
a  carpenter  by  occupation  and  worked  at  his  trade,  and 
his  wife  taught  school.  They  boarded  with  his  brother, 
Robert  Taylor.  The  next  year  they  took  up  housekeeping 
in  the  western  part  of  Cadiz  township,  Harrison  county, 
Ohio,  in  a  small  one-story  log  cabin  in  the  narrow  valley 
of  Lee's  Run,  about  a  mile  below  its  source,  near  a  spring 
at  the  foot  of  three  low-branching  oak  trees,  which  served 
the  double  purpose  of  protection  against  frost  in  the  win- 
ter and  gave  an  abundant  cool  draught  in  the  summer.  A 
son  was  born  on  June  18,  1835,  who,  according  to  his 
mother's  previous  resolve,  was  duly  named  Wallace.  On 
that  day  his  father  was  plowing  corn  in  a  field  near  by 
and  the  corn  was  knee  high.  Eighty-one  years  after  that 
the  author  visited  that  (to  him)  sacred  spot.  The  old 
log  cabin  was  gone.  The  spring  was  there  as  ever  with 
its  cooling  draught,  shaded  by  the  three  wide-branching 
oak  trees.  He  must  needs  kneel  down  and  take  a  draught. 
The  field  near  by  with  its  sturdy  cornstalks  showed  it 
still  retained  somewhat  of  its  primitive  fertility  and  the 
scenery  of  the  valley  held  its  primeval  beauty. 

The  next  year  they  moved  over  the  hill1  southeast 
into  a  two-story  hewed  log  house  on  the  old  Samuel  Mc- 
Fadden  farm,  on  the  head  waters  of  another  of  the  small- 
branching  streams  of  the  Little  Stillwater.  Here  they 
lived  for  nine  years   and  here  the   other  children  of  the 
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family  were  born.  To  distinguish  his  name  from  that  of 
his  father  he  introduced  an  initial  "  H." — Thomas  H.  Tay- 
lor. He  continued  his  occupation  as  carpenter  and  con- 
tractor, most  of  the  time  in  partnership  with  his  brother- 
in-law,  William  Haverfield.  They  contracted  for  and  put 
up  some  of  the  large  and  prominent  buildings  in  that 
county  at  that  time,  among  which  may  be  mentioned  Mr. 
Clark's  brick  barn  and  Rev.  James  Wilson's  steam  grist 
mill.  In  1844  and  1845  he  and  his  brother-in-law,  William 
Haverfield,  made  a  trip  to  Iowa  by  river  with  the  inten- 
tion of  locating  there,  but  returned  without  so  much  as 
opening  their  tool  chest.  In  1846  they  moved  to  an  ad- 
joining farm,  and  in  the  spring  of  1847  they  moved  over 
into  a  log  cabin  on  Mrs.  Taylor's  Uncle  John  Haverfield's 
place,  and  that  summer  built  a  commodious  two-story 
frame  house  for  her  cousin  James  Haverfield.  (See  page 
165.)  In  the  meantime  he  had  purchased  a  farm  of  160 
acres  in  Ha,ncock  county,  Ohio,  four  miles  west  of  Find- 
lay,  and  that  fall  (1847),  with  his  family  moved  out  on  it. 
on  it. 

This  farm  had  some  fifty  acres  fairly  well  cleared  and 
fenced.  There  was  the  crop  rent  of  one-third  of  a  number 
of  acres  of  corn  in  shock  and  wheat  in  stack,  ready  at 
hand  to  supply  family  needs.  Conditions  were  well  re- 
moved from  pioneer  experience  in  the  forest.  He  further 
cleared  up  and  developed  the  farm,  building  a  commodious 
house  and  good  barn,  till  it  was  one  of  the  best  farms  in 
the  country. 

To  them  were  born  five  children:

2  Mary  Margaret,

These  children  were  all  born  in  the  western  part  of 
Cadiz  township,  Harrison  county,  Ohio. 

Miss  Nancy  A.  Haverfield  before  marriage  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  old  Associate  Reformed  Church   of  Cadiz,  and 
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Thomas  Taylor  was  a  member  of  the  Covenanter  Church, 
of  which  one  of  his  brothers  was  a  minister.  She  stood 
up  alone  before  the  "Session"  and  had  their  first  two 
children  baptised.  When  it  came  to  the  baptism  of  their 
third  child,  she  proposed  to  her  husband  that  he  join  the 
church  with  her,  as  there  was  no  Covenanter  church  in 
Cadiz.  To  this  he  assented,  and  thereafter  they  together 
conjointly  assumed  the  responsibility  of  the  baptism  of 
their  children. 

In  politics  he  was  first  an  Old  Line  Whig,  then  a  Re- 
publican, throughout  an  Abolitionist,  and  during  the  Civil 
War  a  strong  and  uncompromising  advocate  for  an  un- 
divided country.  As  a  citizen  he  was  distinguished  for 
his  probity  and  high  citizenship.  For  a  number  of  years 
he  was  justice  of  the  peace.  His  wife,  Nancy,  was  of  a  fer- 
vent religious  and  reverential  character,  a  diligent  reader 
and  a  student  of  the  Bible,  from  which  she  found  support 
for  her  strong  Scotch  Calvinistic  doctrine.  She  needed  no 
concordance.  Give  her  any  text  and  she  would  hunt  it 
up  in  whatever  part  of  the  Bible  it  was  in  a  few  minutes. 
It  was  almost  her  daily  habit  after  completing  her  domestic 
duties  to  read  her  Bible  and  Erickson's  sermons,  of  which 
she  had  three  large  volumes,  till  eleven  or  twelve  o'clock 
at  night,  and  then  be  up  again  at  five  or  half  past  five  in 
the  morning  to  resume  her  daily  duties.  Six  hours  sleep 
or  rest  was  all  she  wanted.  There  was  no  Associate  Re- 
formed church  in  Findlay,  but  there  was  at  Canonsburg, 
eight  miles  west,  and  here  they  attended  services.  If  the 
weather  was  fair  and  the  roads  fairly  good  they  made  the 
trip  in  the  farm  wagon  without  springs  over  the  corduroy 
road,  taking  their  children  along,  but  if  it  was  stormy  and 
the  roads  bad  Mr.  Taylor  went  alone  on  horse-back.  After 
some  years  a  Congregational  church  was  formed  in  Find- 
lay,  and  they  joined  this.  For  some  years  Mrs.  Taylor 
was  much  distressed  in  mind  because  they  had  come  to  a 
part  of  the  country  where  there  was  no  church  of  her  de- 
nomination and  no  good  schools  for  the  education  of  their 
children.  All  their  children  became  members  of  church, 
though  not  all  of  her  persuasion,  and  their  children,  ex- 
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cepting  one,  received  a  good  liberal  education  at  the  high 
school  in  Findlay  and  at  Oberlin  College.  Thus  she  be- 
came well  satisfied  regarding  these  conditions  during  the 
middle  and  latter  part  of  her  life. 

Thomas  H.  Taylor  died  February  15,  1882,  74  years  of 
age.  His  wife,  Nancy  A.  Taylor,  died  October  25,  1889, 
aged  86  years.  Both  were  buried  in  the  cemetery  at  Find- 
lay. 

3. — Wallace  Taylor,  son  of  Thomas  H.  and  Nancy  A. 
Taylor,  was  born  June  18,  1835.  He  went  with  his  father 
to  Findlay,  Hancock  county,  Ohio,  in  1847,  and  aided  in 
further  clearing  up  and  developing  the  farm.  The  country 
schools  at  that  time  affording  but  inferior  opportunities 
for  education,  when  19  years  of  age  he  attended  an  acad- 
emy in  Findlay  taught  by  Mr.  Spear,  a  college  graduate, 
for  three  months  during  the  winter.  The  next  fall,  when 
20,  he  made  application  for  examination  for  certificate  to 
teach  school  and  obtained  it.  That  winter  he  taught 
school,  and  the  next  spring  he  attended  for  three  months  a 
select  school  at  Vanlue,  taught  by  William  Leonard.  He 
spent  the  intervals  in  the  mean  time  working  on  his 
father's  farm  to  fill  out  time  taken  in  attending  and  teach- 
ing school  during  his  minority.  He  taught  school  the 
next  winter,  after  reaching  21,  and  in  the  spring  of  1857 
went  with  a  company  to  Kansas.  This  was  the  next 
spring  after  the  so-called  Border  War  in  Kansas  and  Jim 
Lain's  mud  forts  were  still  in  the  street  crossings  at 
Lawrence.  That  summer  was  spent  in  Kansas.  Not  liking 
conditions  there,  he  returned  in  the  summer  and  taught 
school  the  next  winter.  Having  resolved  to  obtain  an 
education  and  qualify  himself  as  a  physician,  the  next 
summer  he  attended  school  at  Lebanon.  Ohio,  taught  by  Mr. 
Holbrook,  the  first  normal  school  in  the  state.  The  next 
summer  he  attended  the  high  school  at  Findlay,  and  in  the 
spring  of  I860  went  to  Oberlin  and  began  a  course  of  study 
there.  In  the  sin-ins  of  1861,  when  President  Lincoln 
called  for  volunteer  soldiers  at  the  beginning  of  the  Civil 
War.    he    volunteered    in    the    second    company    raised    at 
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Oberlin,  but  on  account  of  the  large  number  of  volunteers, 
the  company  was  not  accepted.  The  conditions  of  the  war 
interfered  with  his  course  of  study.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  Chace  Cadets  drilled  by  Captain  Rice  at  Oberlin,  and 
also  the  "  Squirrel  Hunters,"  who  gathered  at  Cincinnati  for 
the  protection  of  that  city  in  the  fall  of  1862,  and  during 
the  summer  of  1863  was  instrumental,  with  Captain  Biggs, 
in  raising  a  company  of  home  guards  at  Findlay.  He  was 
made  first  lieutenant  of  this  organization.  In  the  summer 
of  1868  he  was  a  volunteer  in  Co.  E,  134th  Regiment,  O.  V. 
I.,  for  nearly  four  months  at  Cumberland,  Md.,  and  at 
General  Butler's  fortifications  near  City  Point,  and  near 
Petersburg,  Va.  Thus  by  teaching  school  for  four  months 
during  the  winter  and  doing  nine  months  study  during  the 
rest  of  the  year,  he  worked  his  way  through  college  and 
graduated  from  Oberlin  College,  receiving  the  degree  of 
A.B.  in  1867.  The  next  year  he  taught  "School  No.  9"  in 
Findlay,  Ohio.  In  1868  he  began  a  course  of  medical  edu- 
cation at  the  University  of  Michigan,  at  Ann  Arbor. 

August  4,  1869,  Mr.  Taylor  married  Miss  Mary  F. 
Wisner  at  Oberlin,  who  was  born  at  Nunda,  N.  Y.,  April 
12,  1842,  and  who  was  also  a  graduate  of  Oberlin  College, 
of  the  same  class  of  1867.  She  also  had  worked  her  way 
through  college  by  teaching  during  the  winters. 

Miss  Mary  F.  Wisner's  ancestry  on  her  father's  side, 
— the  Wisners: 

1. — Johanins     Wisner.     born     1676     (place     of 

birth  not  known).     Married  Elizabeth  

1697.  He  was  a  lieutenant  in  the  troop  of  10,000 
soldiers  sent  to  America  by  Queen  Anne  in  1714.  In 
July  ( — ■?)  they  settled  in  Orange  county,  N.  Y., 
on  the  Warrayanda  Patent,  and  were  thus  among 
the  early  Dutch  settlers  of  New  York.  He  died 
in  1744,  age  68  years.  Their  son,  (2)  Adam  Wis- 
ner, was  born  at  sea  1714  on  the  journey  to  Amer- 
ica with  the  troops  above  mentioned.  (3)  John 
Wisner,  son  of  Adam  (above)-  Then  (4)  John 
Wisner  (the  2nd.),  son  of  John,  married  Mary 
Thompson;  and  their  son  (5)  Moses  Wisner  mar- 
ried Dolly  Howell,  who  was  a  widow  named  Dolly 
Cook.     This  Moses  Wisner,  in  the  War  of  1812-15, 
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was  appointed  captain  April  6,  1815,  by  Governor 
D.  D.  Tompkins;  and  on  July  2,  1843,  was  pro- 
moted and  appointed  colonel  of  the  158th  Regt.  of 
Infantry,  N.  Y.,  by  Governor  DeWitt  Clinton  of 
that  state.  Their  son  (son  of  Moses  Wisner), 
(6)  Ira  Griffen  Wisner,  was  born  September  8, 
1811.  He  married  Miss  Harriet  Adelaide  Merrill 
May  27,  1841,  who  was  born  November  7,  1818. 
Ira  G.  Wisner  was  an  editor  and  publisher,  es- 
tablishing the  first  newspaper  printed  in  Nunda, 
N.  Y.  The  Wisners  were  highly  respected  and 
esteemed  citizens  in  civil  and  military  circles, 
also  in  religious  and  social  society. 

Her  ancestry  on  her  mother's  side — the  Merrills: 

1. — Mead  Merrill,  born  August,  1768;  mar- 
ried Anne  Hotchkiss,  who  was  born  February, 
1762.  He  died  October  21,  1850,  aged  88  years. 
Their  son  (2)  Riley  Merrill,  born  May  15,  1794; 
married  Anne  Carvath  February  24,  1818,  who  was 
born  June  16,  1796.  He  was  a  merchant  by  occu- 
tion  and  they  resided  in  Nunda,  N.  Y.  Their 
daughter,  Harriet  Adelaide  Merrill,  was  born  No- 
vember 7,  1818,  at  Nunda.  N.  Y.  She  was  married 
to  Ira  Griffen  Wisner  May  27,  1841,  as  above 
stated.  Their  daughter,  (7  and  3)  Mary  F.  Wis- 
ner, was  born  April  12,  1842.  The  Merrills  were 
of  good  New  England  stock,  of  the  Massachusetts 
Yankee  class,  highly  respected  citizens,  moral  and 
religious.  Ira  Griffen  Wisner  and  his  wife  Harriet 
Adelaide  lived  at  Nunda,  N.  Y.,  for  a  time,  and 
moved  to  Indiana  in  1843  or  '44  on  a  place  owned 
by  her  father,  Riley  Merrill,  at  Lake  Town,  Allen 
county,  about  twelve  miles  north  of  Ft.  Wayne. 
He  had  been  in  ill  health  for  some  time,  and  died 
March,  1846,  aged  35  years.  At  this  time  this 
section  of  the  country  was  mostly  a  forest,  and 
Mrs.  Taylor  well  recollects  her  mother  getting  up 
in  the  night  and  playing  on  the  accordian  to  scare 
the  bowling  wolves  away,  for  they  ate  up  their 
chickens.  His  widow,  Mrs.  Wisner,  after  a  time, 
married  a  man  of  the  name  of  Foster,  who  soon 
strayed  off.  She  lived  the  latter  part  of  her  life 
Willi  her  daughter,  Harriet  N.  Gamble,  at  Mt.  Mor- 
ris, Livingston  county.  N.  Y.  She  died  December 
20,  1911,  and  was  buried  there,  age  76  years. 

Wallace   Taylor   and    his   wife,   Mary    W.,   after   their 
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marriage,  went  to  Ann  Arbor  and  he  resumed  his  medical 
studies.  In  the  spring  of  1870  he  received  his  diploma  of 
M.D.,  and  a  certificate  of  having  completed  a  course  of 
Qualitative  and  Quantitative  Chemistry  and  a  course  in 
Pharmacy.  He  practiced  medicine  for  a  short  time  in 
Findlay,  Ohio,  and  deciding  to  go  abroad  as  a  missionary, 
took  a  short  course  at  the  Theoolgical  Seminary  in  Ober- 
lin.  In  the  fall  of  1873,  having  been  accepted  by  the 
American  Board  of  Commission  of  Foreign  Missions  and 
commissioned  for  Japan  they  sailed  from  San  Francisco, 
Cal..  about  the  first  of  December  on  the  S.  S.  Republic- 
were  28  days  on  the  way  and  landed  at  Yokohama,  Japan, 
December  28.  One  of  the  first  men  he  met  on  landing 
at  Yokohama  was  The  Hon.  John  A.  Bingham  of  Cadiz. 
Ohio,  an  old  family  friend,  then  U.  S.  Minister  to  Japan, 
who  had  preceded  him  by  three  months.  Being  assigned 
to  Kobe  they  went  on  to  that  point  and  took  up  their  resi- 
dence there. 

The  first  duty  was  to  study  the  language  and  become 
acquainted  with  the  people  and  country,  one  about  as  im- 
portant as  the  other.  Within  a  week  Dr.  Taylor  was 
called  out  into  the  country  about  30  miles  to  see  a  patient, 
and  thus  began  his  work  as  a  medical  practioner  among  a 
strange  people,  which  was  kept  up  almost  continuously  for 
40  years.  At  that  time  (1873),  to  secure  a  place  for  mis- 
sionary work  was  a  problem  and  it  could  only  be  secured 
in  the  open  ports.  The  medical  practice  at  that  time  was 
the  Compo  or  Chinese  system.  The  Japanese  doctors  were 
very  anxious  to  learn  the  Seiyo  or  Western  system  of  med- 
ical practice.  It  was  seen  that  by  organizing  compani<>.-3 
of  Japanese  doctors  in  the  towns  here  and  there,  having 
them  rent  a  house  to  be  used  as  a  dispensary,  having  them 
bring  in  their  patients  to  be  diagnosed  and  prescribed  for, 
they  could  be  taught  somewhat  the  Seiyo  or  Western  sys- 
tem of  medicine  in  a  practical  way,  and  these  places,  with- 
out difficulty,  could  be  used  for  general  missionary  work. 
So  this  method  of  work  was  taken  up  and  continued  many 
years.  Some  teaching  of  English  was  associated  with  this 
work. 
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After  about  two  years  and  a  half  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Taylor 
were  transferred  to  Kiyoto,  an  inland  city  some  30  miles 
from  Kobe,  one  of  the  old  capitals  of  the  empire,  cele- 
brated for  its  religion,  learning,  and  curios.  Here  Dr. 
Taylor  was  to  teach  in  the  prospective  "  Doshisha  Uni- 
versity," for  which  with  difficulty  permission  had  been  ob- 
tained. Here  they  secured  the  Nakayama  Yashiki,  one 
of  the  old  Kuge  residences  of  the  Shogunate  period,  just 
across  the  street  from  the  former  palace  inclosure,  which 
was  inclosed  by  a  high  kabe  or  mud  fence  some  two  feet 
thick,  a  large  rambling  house  of  one  story,  which  by  a 
little  repairs  and  changes  made  a  very  comfortable  and 
pleasant  dwelling  house.  Adjoining  was  the  Yashiki,  in 
which  the  celebrated  Mikado,  Mutsuhito,  of  the  Meije  era, 
was  born,  and  in  the  picturesque  yard  of  which  their  chil- 
dren visited  and  were  entertained.  Here  Dr.  Taylor's  duty 
was  teaching,  both  in  English  and  Japanese,  and  doing 
medical  work  by  touring  in  the  provinces  around.  For 
one  of  the  conditions  permitting  residence  in  Kiyoto  was 
that  no  commercial  work  should  be  done)  in  that  province, 
and  the  practice  of  medicine  was  considered  even  in  a 
benevolent  way  by  the  governor  of  that  province  a  com- 
mercial enterprise. 

Here  they  continued  their  missionary  work  for  over 
two  years,  when  the  hostility  of  the  governor  of  that  prov- 
ince compelled  them  to  leave.  They  then  took  up  their 
residence  in  Osaka,  an  open  port,  where  freedom  of  living 
and  work  was  permitted.  Here  they  resided  in  the  same 
house  about  35  years. 

Being  established  in  Osaka  in  the  fall  of  1878,  Dr. 
Taylor  organized  a  company  of  Japanese  doctors  and  es- 
tablished two  dispensaries  in  that  city,  continuing  the  dis- 
pensary in  Kobe  with  which  he  had  been  in  connection 
most  of  the  time  since  commencing  work  in  Japan.  In 
the  course  of  a  few  years  this  company  felt  sufficiently 
able  financially  to  build  a  hospital,  which  was  called  the 
Choshun  Biyoin,  in  the  Shimanouchi  district  in  the  south- 
ern part  of  the  city.  The  police  headquarters  for  the 
southern  part  of  the  city  was  erected  a  few  years  later  on 
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the  opposite  side  of  the  street.  In  a  few  years  the  attend- 
ance at  the  hospital  in  Osaka  and  the  dispensary  at  Kobe 
became  so  large  that  more  patients  were  seen  by  continu- 
ing the  work  at  these  places  than  by  occasionally  breaking 
off  and  visiting  the  dispensaries  established  here  and  there 
in  the  country,  and  as  it  became  no  longer  necessary  to 
keep  these  places  open  for  centers  of  missionary  work, 
the  medical  work  at  these  places  was  dropped  and  con- 
tinued only  at  Osaka  and  Kobe.  The  medical  work  at 
these  places,  after  a  few  years,  became  quite  large  and 
from  12,000  to  15,000  patients  (individuals)  were  seen  per 
year  and  from  40,000  to  45,000  consultations  for  a  long 
series  of  years.  More  or  less  direct  missionary  work  was 
continued  at  these  places  all  the  while. 

To  them  were  born  seven  children:

Norman  was  born  in  Oberlin,  Ohio;  Maynard,  Willis 
and  Carl  at  Kobe,  Japan;  and  John,  Hattie  and  Robert  in 
Osaka,  Japan. 

They  remained  thirteen  years  in  Japan  before  taking 
their  first  furlough  back  to  the  States,  in  1886.  Returning 
to  Japan  the  next  year  they  left  the  three  oldest  children 
in  Oberlin  in  care  of  friends  for  purposes  of  education. 
After  four  years  it  evidently  became  necessary  either  for 
Mrs.  Taylor  to  return  to  the  States  and  make  a  home  for 
the  children  while  they  were  being  educated  or  for  both 
of  them  to  withdraw  from  the  work  in  Japan.  The 
former  course  was  chosen,  and  accordingly  she  returned 
to  Oberlin  with  the  four  other  children  and  made  a  home 
for  the  children  for  some  thirteen  or  fourteen  years  while 
they  were  being  educated.  Dr.  Taylor  in  the  meantime 
had  two  furloughs  of  one  year  or  eighteen  months  each  to 
spend  with  his  family.     They  had  furloughs  about  once  in 
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ten  years  and  each  time  he  was  back  on  furlough  he  spent 
some  four  or  six  months  in  the  hospitals  either  in  Europe 
or  America,  posting  up  in  medical  lines.  Their  children 
being  about  through  with  their  education,  they  both  re- 
turned to  Japan  in  the  fall  of  1907.  Three  years  later 
their  daughter  Hattie,  having  completed  her  collegiate 
and  kindergarten  education,  came  to  Japan  and  taught  in 
the  Kobe  Kindergarten  school  (Glory  Kindergarten)  for 
two  years. 

In  1896  Dr.  Kawamoto,  who  had  been  an  active  and 
efficient  helper  in  conducting  the  Kobe  dispensary  for  some 
twenty-three  years,  and  an  exemplary  and  consistent 
Christian  for  a  number  of  years,  died  of  la  grippe.  In 
1901,  on  account  of  change  in  the  personnel  of  the  doctors 
in  attendance  there,  it  became  necessary  to  drop  that 
work.  In  1911  Dr.  Fijinaka,  in  Osaka,  who  had  been  as- 
sisted in  his  medical  education  by  the  hospital  till  he  re- 
ceived his  license  from  the  general  government  to  practice 
and  who  had  been  an  assistant  in  the  hospital,  and  finally 
proprietor  of  the  hospital,  died  of  pneumonia.  He  had 
for  a  number  of  years  been  an  efficient  aid  in  the  general 
influence  of  the  hospital  and  in  its  Christian  work.  His 
widow  superintended  the  finances  of  the  hospital  for  some 
six  months.  Then,  feeling  the  responsibility  too  taxing 
for  her,  she  closed  Ihe  institution.  Fairly  well  educated 
Japanese  doctors  (some  with  good  European  education) 
by  this  time  supplying  the  needs  of  the  people,  and  the 
need  of  foreign  benevolent  work  having  largely  dimin- 
ished, the  necessity  and  advisability  of  again  reorganis- 
ing the  work  did  not  appeal  to  Dr.  Taylor  and  he  with- 
drew from  the  work.  After  forty  years  of  service  in  Ihe 
foreign  field,  they  finally  returned  to  the  States  by  the 
Great  Northern  Siberian  railroad,  through  northern  Asia 
and  Europe.  Early  in  1913  they  settled  down  to  a  retired 
life  in  Oberiin.

He 
went  to  Europe  in  1900  and  studied  Bacteriology  and 
Pathology  in  Germany  and  at  the  Pasteur  Institute  in 
Paris.  He  was  Professor  in  the  Department  of  Pathology 
and  Bacteriology  in  the  Chicago  University  in  1902.  He 
was  employed  by  the  North  Pacific  Railroad  Co.,  and  the 
University  of  Chicago,  to  investigate  the  cause  and  mode 
of  infection  of  the  spotted  or  mountain  fever  in  Montana. 
He  began  these  investigations  in  April,  1906.  He  discov- 
ered a  wood-tick  to  be  the  cause  and  carrier  of  the  bac- 
teria producing  the  fever  and  found  that  this  tick  also 
infested  small  animals. 

He  married  Miss  Myra  Tubbs  April  18.  1900.  at  Kirk- 
vine.  111.  She  was  born  November  3,  1871,  in  that  place 
and  was  a  graduate  of  the  ISorth-Western  University  at 
Evanston,  111.

Dr.  Ricketts  was  invited  to  Mexico  City,  Mexico,  by 
President    Diaz    to    investigate    the    cause    and    method    of 
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propagation  of  typhus  fever  in  the  prisons  of  that  city. 
He  began  this  work  in  December,  1909,  fully  aware  of  the 
risk  and  result  that  might  follow  such  investigation.  By 
the  middle  of  April,  1910,  he  was  enabled  to  announce  his 
discovery  of  the  bacillus  producing  the  disease  and  the 
flea  as  the  host  and  carrier  of  the  disease,  thus  infecting 
the  prisoners.  Just  as  he  was  closing  up  his  work  he  was 
infected  himself  and  diagnosed  his  own  case.  His  wife 
was  sent  for  and  reached  his  bedside  while  he  was  yet 
able  to  recognize  her.  He  died  May  3,  1910,  aged  37  years, 
a  sacrifice  to  scientific  research  in  behalf  of  humanity.  His 
body  was  brought  back  and  he  was  buried  at  Chicago. 
President  Diaz  "  ordered  that  the  laboratory  in  which  he 
worked  in  the  New  Bacteriological  Institute  be  given  the 
name  of  Dr.  Ricketts  as  a  memorial  to  this  heroic  investi- 
gator." A  laboratory  in  the  Chicago  University  is  also 
designated  in  honor  of  his  research  and  heroic  sacrifice. 
May  we  also  mention  that  the  assistant  he  took  with  him 
took  this  disease  and  died  at  Columbus,  Ohio,  a  sacrifice 
to  humanitarian  research.  Dr.  Ricketts  was  engaged  to 
occupy  the  chair  of  Pathology  and  Bacteriology  in  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania  at  Philadelphia  from  the  fol- 
lowing September  at  a  salary  of  $5,000  per  year.  He  was 
the  author  of  several  valuable  works  on  research  in  Bac- 
teriology. 

Since  the  death  of  her  husband,  Dr.  Howard  Ricketts, 
Mrs.  Ricketts  resides  at  Kirkwood,  111. 

4. — Bert  Gilbert  Ricketts,  son  of  N.  Jane  and  Dunk

They  were  mem- 
bers of  the  Associate  Reformed  (Presbyterian)  Church  of 
Cadiz,  highly  respected  in  the  community  for  their  Chris- 
tian character  and  integrity.  He  was  a  "jolly  good  fellow" 
to  all  whom  he  met,  progressive  in  his  ideals,  a  strong  ad- 
vocate for  freedom,  a  worker  in  the  "under-ground  rail- 
way" in  aiding  fugitive  slaves  to  freedom,  many  of  whom 
feasted  and  slept  in  his  house.  In  the  political  struggles 
of  his  country  he  was  particularly  active.  In  politics  he 
was  an  Old  Line  Whig,  later  a  staunch  Republican.  He  was 
a  firm  friend  and  admirer  of  John  A.  Bingham,  whom  he 
frequently  accompanied  in  his  tours  of  political  speaking, 
and  in  these  occasions  always  had  his  crowd  of  farmers 
around  him,  whom  by  his  jollity  he  rallied  to  his  liberal 
ideas  of  progressive  policies  and  freedom.  During  the 
Civil  War  he  was  an  ardent  worker  for  "  the  boys  in  blue." 
He  often  worked  with  a  force  and  tenacity  on  the  farm 
as  well  as  in  politics.  One  day,  with  a  neighborhood  chum, 
before  the  days  of  cradles,  they  reaped  with  a  sickle, 
bound  and  shocked  150  dozen  of  wheat — a  feat  many  of 
the  citizens  of  Cadiz  went  out  to  see.  At  the  death  of  his 
father  he  received  as  a  legacy  an  incumberance  on  the 
farm,  which  he  had  never  been  able  to  pay  off,  saying, 
"  If  you  will  take  the  farm  and  pay  off  the  incumbrance 
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on  it  you  are  welcome  to  it."     It  finally  caused  his  insol- 
vency in  the  end.

His  widow,  Nancy  Haverfield,  died  March  24, 
1895,  aged  78  years.

Haverfield,  was  born  October  2,  1838.  He  married  Mary 
Hannah  Haverfield  October  18,  1864,  who  was  born  in 
Cadiz  township,  June  17,  1845.  (She  was  a  daughter  of 
Alexander  Haverfield,  and  a  second  cousin.)  They  re- 
sided on  the  old  home  place,  one  mile  west  of  Cadiz, 
where  he  grew  into  manhood  and  where  they  lived  for 
many  years.  He  enlisted  at  Cadiz,  Ohio,  May  13,  1864,  in 
Company  K,  17th  O.  N.  G.,  and  was  chosen  corporal  in 
that  company.  He  was  in  the  battles  of  Snicker's  Gap, 
Harper's  Ferry  and  Martinsburg  and  was  honorably  dis- 
charged at  expiration  of  enlistment  at  Camp  Chase,  Col- 
umbus, O.,  September  10,  1864.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
McCready  Post,  Cadiz,  and  of  the  Wells  Post,  G.  A.  Et.,  a  I 
ColumbUB,  Ohio.  After  striving  for  many  years  to  liqui- 
date the  incumbrance  on  the  old  home  place  he  was 
obliged  to  sell  it  and  after  a  second  exchange  it  pa  ed 
into  other  hands  than  that  of  the  Ilaverfiehls  after  a  lapse 
of  about  seventy  years.  (The  place  was  purchased  first 
and  deed  received  from  Zaccheus  BlggS  and  his  wife, 
Eliza,  one  quarter  section,  May  18,  1822.     They  most  prob- 
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ably  had  occupied  the  place  some  years  previous.  See 
page  35). 

Many  changes  have  been  wrought  on  the  old  familiar 
place  during  the  lapse  of  years.  The  old  cottage  on  the 
south  of  the  road  occupied  by  his  father,  John  Haverfleld, 
has  disappeared  and  in  its  place  a  new  two-story  modern 
house  attracts  your  attention.  The  two  story  frame  house 
on  the  north  side  of  the  road,  in  which  the  grandfather, 
William  Haverfleld,  lived,  is  gone;  so  also  the  barn;  the 
old  orchard  on  the  south  side  of  the  road  on  the  knoll  has 
grown  old  with  age,  decayed,  and  is  gone,  excepting  one 
or  two  gray  sentinels  to  mark  the  place,  and  a  new 
orchard  of  thrifty  trees  to  the  north  and  east  takes  its 
place  in  service.  The  old  well,  with  its  big  watering 
trough  open  and  free  to  man  and  beast,  with  its  big  oaken 
pump-stock  and  iron  handle  with  its  big  iron  knob,  is 
gone,  and  in  its  place  a  modern  chain  pump.  All  gone! 
More  beautifully  modern,  but  not  so  dear  as  the  cherished 
old  place. 

William  S.  Haverfleld  and  his  wife,  Mary  Hannah 
Haverfleld,  were  worthy  representatives  of  the  old  pion- 
eer Haverfleld  family,  highly  respected  and  trusted,  mem- 
bers of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  of  Cadiz.  Iu  poli- 
tics he  was  a  Republican.

He 
was  injured  by  a  runaway  team  and  the  sight  of  one  eye 
permanently  impaired.  He  kept  a  grocery  store  in  Cadiz 
for  a  time.  In  1899  they  moved  to  Columbus,  Ohio,  after 
which  he  lived  practically  retired.  In  later  years  he  be- 
came  ill  and  was   afflicted  with  cancer  of  the   prostrate 
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gland  and  died  December  22,  1910,  aged  72  years.  His 
widow,  Mrs.  Mary  Hannah  Haverfield,  lives  with  her 
daughter,  Mrs.  Clara  Alberta  Campbell,  at  Fremont,  Ohio.

McFadden  and  his  wife,  Catherine,  (familiarly  called 
"Kate"),  practically  retired  from  business.  Mrs.  Kate 
and  her  husband,  John  McFadden,  were  members  of  the 
Old  Associate  Reformed  (Presbyterian)  Church  of  Cadiz. 
In  their  new  home  in  Salem  they  were  highly  esteemed 
and  appreciated  members  of  social  and  religious  society.

Stewart  was  born  in  Parnassus,  Westmoreland  county, 
Penn.,  January  31,  1846.  He  was  educated  at  Franklin 
College,  Xenia,  Ohio,  and  at  the  Theological  Seminary  at 
Allegheny,  Penn.  He  commenced  his  ministerial  and 
pastoral  work  at  Andersonville,  Penn.,  in  1867,  when  he 
was  twenty-nine  years  of  age.

APPENDIX  V 

GENEALOGY  OF  THE  STITT  FAMILY  > 


We  can  go  no  further  back  with  the  record  of  this 
family  than  John  (1st)  and  his  wife,  Jane  Stitt,  whom 
we  shall  designate  Great  Grandfather  John  (1st)  Stitt 
and  Great  Grandmother  Jane  (McElroy)  Stitt.  They  lived 
as  pioneer  settlers  in  Cumberland  county,  Penn.  (later 
Franklin  county).  They  were  of  the  so-called  "Scotch- 
Irish  class."  We  well  recollect  their  daughter  Elizabeth, 
who  had  a  Scotch  accent  and  read  Scotch  fluently.  From 
incidents  connected  with  members  of  their  family  we  may 
reasonably  conclude  they  were  born  in  the  north  of  Ire- 
land, where  they  married  and  where  some  of  their  chil- 
dren were  born,  and  that  they  immigrated  to  America  and 
settled  as  pioneers  in  Cumberland  county,  Penn.2  Of  the 
dates  of  these  incidents,  however,  we  have  no  information. 

In  the  recorder's  office  at  Chambersburg,  Franklin 
county,  Penn..  with  the  assistance  of  the  recorder  of  that 
office,  we  searched  the  records  for  over  two  hours  and 
finally  found  this  record: 

"John  Stitt  sold  to  Boiiebraugh  and  transferred  land 
for  the  consideration  of  £100,  May  4th,  1788,  In  Washing- 
ton tp.,  Franklin  Co."3  (This  is  some  four  or  six  miles 
from  Chambersburg.)  Hence  John  Stitt  must  have  im- 
migrated to  America  and  as  a  pioneer  settler  obtained 
some  right  and  title  to  land  by  grant  or  otherwise  in 
Washington  township.  Franklin  county,  Penn.,  prior  to 
1788.4  There  is  no  statement  of  the  amount  of  land  in- 
volved in  this  transaction,  nor  when  nor  how  he  obtained 
this  right  and  title.  Inquiry  at  the  Department  of  Inter- 
nal Affairs  at  Harrisburg,  Penn.,  brought  this  reply: 

"  If  people  procured  land  by  purchase  from  some  one 
to  whom  the  original  grant  was  made  it  is  not  a  state 
record.  .  .  .  We  therefore  are  unable  to  shed  any  light 
upon  these  matters  that  you  brought  to  our  attention,  fur- 
ther than  to  say  that  John  Stitt  and  James  Haverfield 
i  William    Haverfield    married   Elizabeth    Stitt.

Great  Grandfather  John  (1st)  Stitt  was  a  pioneer 
farmer.  They  lived  in  Cumberland  county,  Penn.,  till

was  organized  as  Franklin  county.  As  we  have  no  fur- 
ther trace  of  him,  it  is  supposed  he  died  there.  His  widow, 
Jane  (McElroy)  Stitt,  was  born  in  Ireland  in  1738,  and 
some  time  after  the  death  of  her  husband  came  on  west  and 
lived  with  her  son,  John  (2nd)  Stitt,  on  the  John  Stitt 
homestead,  about  one  or  one  and  one-half  miles  south  of 
St.  Clairsville,  Belmont  county,  Ohio.  She  died  there  in 
1826,  aged  88  years,  and  was  buried  in  the  cemetery  at 
St.  Clairsville.  The  monument  reads:  "  In  memory  of 
Jane  Stitt,  who  departed  this  life  April  20th,  1826,  in  her 
88th  year."

This  was  before  the  Revolutionary  War,  during  troub- 
lesome times  in  the  colonies  when  they  were  beginning 
to  agitate  the  question  of  the  right  of  the  mother  country 
to  tax  them  without  representation,  and  the  western  front- 
iers, of  which  Cumberland  county,  Penn.,  formed  a  part, 
were  harassed  by  the  savage  Indians  and  the  French 
from  Canada  with  the  tomahawk  and  scalping  knife,  fire, 
bloodshed  and  carnage.  Many  were  compelled  to  flee  for 
safety  to  settlements  further  east  and  to  forts.  We  have 
no  account  of  how  the  Stitt  family  fared  during  these 
times. 

The  incident  of  Great  Grandfather  John  Stitt  selling 
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land  to  Bonebraugh  May  4,  1788,  must  have  occurred  at 
least  fifteen  years  after  their  coming  to  and  making  set- 
tlement in  Cumberland  county,  Penn.,  (later  Franklin 
county),  and  the  birth  of  their  daughter,  Elizabeth  (1773).

who  is  often  in  mind  when  James  Taggart  is  spoken  of.  This 
Rev.  William  Taggart  married  Sarah  llazlett  and  had  charges 
at  Cadiz.  Ohio;  Short  CreelJ  and  Wheeling,  Virginia;  and  Union- 
town.  Ohio.  He  died  there  September  6.  1865,  84  years  of  age, 
and  was  buried    in  the  cemetery  at  St.  Clairsville,  Ohio. 
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formed  minister.  He  preached  for  a  time  for  the  Asso- 
ciate Reformed  church  at  Cannonsburgh,  Hancock  coun- 
ty, Ohio.  On  his  way  there  he  stopped  over  night  at 
Thomas  H.  Taylor's  near  Findlay.  During  the  evening 
Mrs.  Nancy  Taylor,  being  a  daughter  of  Elizabeth  (Stitt) 
Haverfield,  and  Peter  Kerr's  grandmother,  Katherine 
(Stitt)  Taggart,  being  sisters,  they  ascertained  they  were 
second  cousins. 

There  is  an  opinion  that  Peter  Kerr  was  a  private  in 
the  Civil  War,  that  he  was  advanced  to  the  position  of 
chaplain  of  a  regiment  and  after  a  time  came  home  on 
furlough,  sick  with  camp  diarrhoea,  and  died  two  or  three 
days  after  reaching  home.  The  report  from  the  Adjutant 
General's  office  of  the  war  department  at  Washington,  D. 
C.  is:  "The  name  of  Peter  Kerr  has  not  been  found  on  the 
rolls  on  file  in  this  office,  of  any  organization  of  Ohio 
volunteers  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  within  the 
period  of  the  Civil  War."  He  therefore  must  have  been 
chaplain  of  a  regiment  from  some  other  state  than  Ohio. 

2.— WILLIAM  TAGGART,  son  of  Katherine  (Stitt) 
and  James  Taggart,  was  born  and  grew  to  manhood  in 
Belmont  county,  Ohio.  Attaining  his  majority,  he  mar- 
ried Lydia  Reiter.  They  went  to  Wooster,  Wayne  county, 
Ohio,  where  they  raised  their  family  of  children. 

To  them  were  born  eight  children,  seven  sons  and 
one  daughter:

William  Taggart  and  his  wife,  Lydia,  doubtless  lived 
and  died  in  Wooster,  Ohio. 

3. — Emmet  P.  Taggart,  son  of  Katherine  (Stitt)  and 
James  Taggart,  was  born  in  Wooster,  Ohio.  He  is  the 
only  one  of  the  family  of  eight  children  with  whose  name 
we  have  been  favored.  He  volunteered  as  a  soldier  in 
the  Civil  War.  The  record  of  the  war  department  of  the 
Adjutant  General's  office,  Washington,  D.  C,  is: 

"Emmet  F.  Taggart,  Company  I.,  102nd.  Ohio  V.  I., 
was  mustered  into  service  February  17,  1864,  at  Wooster, 
Ohio,  and  was  honorably  discharged  from  the  service  May 
30,  1865,  as  a  private." 

He  is  popularly  known  as  "Major  E.  F.  Taggart,"  and 
must  have  been  breveted  as  "Major"  after  being  discharged 
f roiii  the  service.  He  is  paymaster  of  the  Taplin  Rice 
Clerking  Company,  Akron,  Ohio,  (1918),  and  lives  in 
Akron. 

2.— ISAAC  TAGGART,  son  of  Katherine  (Stitt)  and 
James    Taggart,    was    born    In    Belmont    county,    Ohio,    in 
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1806,  and  there  grew  to  manhood.  He  married  Mary 
Hulsee  January  28,  1841.  She  was  a  daughter  of  Joseph 
and  Ann  Hulsee  and  was  born  October  10,  1812. 

To  them  was  born  one  child:

His  wife,  Mary,  died  March  7,  1870,  fifty-eight  years 
of  age.  He  died  September  17,  1882,  aged  seventy-six 
years  and  six  months.

He  was  a  telegraph  operator  and  they  lived  in  Wheel- 
ing, Va.

After  the  close  of 
the  war  he  continued  his  occupation  of  telegraph  operator 
in  Wheeling.  He  died  October  17,  1907,  68  years  of  age. 
His  widow,  Catherine  Jane  Ingham,  lives  on  Wheeling 
Island,  316   South  Pennsylvania  street,  Wheeling,  W.  Va. 

4. — Joseph  Howard  Ingham,  son  of  Catherine  Jane  and 
Francis  M.  Ingham,  is  a  piano  tuner  and  lives  in  Wheel- 
ing.

2.— MARGARET  TAGGART.  daughter  of  Katherine

She  married  Morrison  Giffen  in  September,  1843.  Their 
geneology  is  given  in  the  geneology  of  the  Giffen  family, 
(page  53.

1.— SUSAN  STITT,  daughter  of  Great  Grandfather 
John  and  Great  Grandmother  Jane  Stitt.  was  born  in 
Franklin  county,  Penn.  She  came  to  Jefferson  county. 
Ohio,  with  other  members  of  the  Stitt  family.  She  never 
married  and  died  young  in  Jefferson  county. 
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Genealogy  of  the  John  Haverfield  branch  of  the  Hav- 
erfield  family,  second  son  of  Great  Grandfather  James 
Haverfield  and  his  wife,  Nancy,  one  of  the  pioneer  set- 
tlers of  Jefferson  county,  Ohio,  later  (1813)  Harrison 
county.  He  was  born  in  1778. 1  Where  is  not  definitely 
ascertained.  He  may  have  been  born  in  Londondery 
township,  Chester  county,  Penn.,  or  in  Bedford  county, 
Penn.,  (later  Huntingdon  county — see  page  12,  Note  2). 
He  came  with  his  father  as  a  young  man,  twenty  years 
of  age,  to  Jefferson  county,  Ohio,  in  1798.  He  married 
Miss  Agness  Henderson  of  Huntingdon  county,  Penn., 
about  1803  or  1804,  who  was  born  in  1771.  It  is  stated  he 
came  with  his  father,  James  Haverfield,  to  Cadiz  town- 
ship, Jefferson  county,  Ohio,  in  1798  or  1800.  (They  may 
have  come  from  Pennsylvania  or  Virginia  and  about  1800 
or  later.)  They  probably  came  in  by  pack-horse  and  In- 
dian trail,  for  there  was  no  wagon  road  west  of  Steuben- 
ville  before  1803. 

Government  land  at  that  time  was  sold  in  large  tracts 

of  one  section  of  640  acres  or  more,  and  Cadiz  township 

was  mostly  taken  up  in  those  large  tracts.     There  is   no 

record    or    tradition    that    James    Haverfield,    his    father, 

ever  entered,  bought  or  owned  land  in  Jefferson   county. 

It   is    most   probable    that   Grandfather   James    Haverfield 

either  leased  or   rented   land  of  Zaccheus  Biggs,   a  large 

land  holder,  and  settled  on  a  tract  of  land  about  one  and 

one-half  miles  south-west  of  what  later  became  the  village 

of  Cadiz,  and  that  his  son  John,  the  subject  of  this  sketch, 

settled  there  with  him.    The  records  of  the  recorder's  office 

of   Harrison  county   show  that   John  Haverfield   received 

i  This   date   of   birth    is    obtained   by    subtracting   the   age   at 
death  from   date   of  death. 
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deed  of  one  quarter  section  (160  acres)  of  Zaccheus  Biggs 
April  15,  1812,  and  that  he  sold  the  same  piece  of  land  to 
Samuel  McFadden  May  1,  1813,  having  owned  it  only 
one  year  and  fifteen  days.  This  tract  of  land  on  which 
Grandfather  James  Haverfield  settled  and  which  his  son, 
John  bought  and  owned  but  one  year  and  fifteen  days  is 
now  (1918)  owned  by  John  Osborn.  At  this  date  (1813) 
land  could  be  entered  in  as  small  tracts  as  a  quarter  sec- 
tion (160  acres)  and  John  Haverfield,  having  sold  his  land 
near  the  village  of  Cadiz,  entered  in  1813  the  "South-east 
quarter,  (160  acres)  of  section  22  -  10  -  5,  of  Cadiz  town- 
ship"; and  in  1817,  having  paid  for  the  same,  received  pat- 
ent deed  from  President  James  Monroe.  This  tract  of  land 
lies  about  three  miles  west  of  the  village  of  Cadiz.  There 
is  no  tradition  that  Grandfather  James  Haverfield  and  his 
wife,  Nancy,  went  with  his  son,  John,  and  lived  with  them 
on  the  new  home  in  western  Cadiz  township.  In  the  ab- 
sence of  positive  information  we  may  reasonably  conclude 
from  the  connection  of  events  that  Grandfather  James 
Haverfield  and  his  wife,  Nancy,  died  and  were  buried 
within  the  circular  Wild  Cherry  enclosure  about  one-half 
mile  west  of  Cadiz,  with  other  pioneer  settlers  near  the 
forgotten  village  of  Mechanicsville,  before  1813. 

Here  on  this  newly  acquired  place  he  built  a  little 
log  cabin  and  here  they  faced  the  problem  of  hewing  out 
a  farm  from  the  primeval  forest,  enduring  the  hardships 
and  privations  of  pioneer  life,  developing  the  farm,  rear- 
ing and  educating  their  children  amidst  the  disadvantages 
of  that  time.  In  due  time  a  better  two-story  hewed  log 
house  was  erected  and  a  peach  and  apple  orchard  came 
inlo  service.

The  three  older  children,  Alexander,  Jane  and  Nancy, 
were  born,  as  we  may  suppose,  on  the  Biggs-Osborn  place, 
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and  the  fourth,  James,  on  what  became  the  homestead 
place  of  John  Haverfield. 

In  1847  a  commodious  two  story  frame  house  was 
built  beside  the  old  hewed  log  house  which  in  a  few  years 
burned  down.  Another  was  built  on  the  old  foundation, 
and  a  commodious  frame  barn  and  stable  across  the  road 
in  place  of  the  old  log-barn  on  the  knoll.  The  place  thus 
became  a  well  developed  farm  with  modern  improve- 
ments. He  was  engaged  in  general  farming  and  keeping 
sheep. 

They  were  highly  respected  in  social  and  reldgious 
circles  and  took  a  prominent  place  in  civil  society.  They 
were  members  of  the  Associate  Reformed  (Presbyterian) 
Church  of  Cadiz,  of  which  they  were  regular  attendants. 
In  politics  he  was  an  Old  Line  Whig  and  Abolitionist. 

His  wife,  Agness  Haverfield,  died  October  28,  1848, 
aged  seventy-seven  years.  He  died  August  23,  1855,  also 
aged  seventy-seven  years. 

2.— ALEXANDER  HAVERFIELD,  son  of  John  and  Ag- 
ness Haverfield,  was  born  in  1805.  He  grew  up  into 
sturdy  manhood  in  aiding  his  father  clear  up  and  improve 
the  homestead  farm,  experiencing  the  disadvantages  of 
pioneer  life  and  lack  of  educational  advantages.  He  mar- 
ried Katherine  Shiner  September  10,  1833,  a  native  of 
Ohio,  who  was  born  in  1813,  of  Scotch  parentage.  He 
became  a  landed  proprietor  in  western  Cadiz  township 
and  was  a  general  farmer.  They  were  members  of  the 
Associate  Reformed  (Presbyterian)  Church  of  Cadiz,  of 
which  he  was  a  ruling  elder  for  many  years.  He  was 
for  two  years  an  infirmary  director  and  for  a  number  of 
years  a  director  of  the  Harrison  National  Bank  of  Cadiz. 
In  politics  he  was  an  Old  Line  Whig,  later  a  Republican.

3. — Eliza  Haverfield,  daughter  of  Alexander  and  Kath- 
erine Haverfield,  was  born  in  June,  1834.  She  married 
James  McGaw  of  Cadiz  October  30,  1889.  Mr.  McGaw 
was  a  farmer.  Mrs.  Eliza  McGaw  died  January  16,  1905, 
aged  seventy-one  years. 

3. — James  Harvey  Haverfield,  son  of  Alexander  and 
Katherine  Haverfield,  was  born  in  April,  1837.  He  was  a 
soldier  in  the  Civil  War,  enlisting  in  Company  H.,  179th 
Regiment,  O.  V.  I.,  in  May,  1864.  This  regiment  pro- 
ceeded to  the  front  and  in  the  first  battle  at  Snicker's 
Gap  he  was  instantly  killed  July  18,  1864,  aged  twenty- 
seven  years. 

3. — John  Calvin  Haverfield,  son  of  Alexander  and 
Katherine  Haverfield,  was  born  March  12,  1842.  He  was 
a  soldier  in  the  Civil  War,  enlisting  in  Company  H.,  126th 
Regiment,  O.  V.  I.,  in  September,  1862.  He  was  in  the 
battle  of  the  Wilderness,  Spottsylvania,  Cold  Harbor,  Mar- 
tinsburgj  Mine  Run,  North  Ann,  Petersburg,  Weldon 
Rail  Road  and  Monocacy.  On  July  9,  1864,  he  was  taken 
prisoner  at  the  battle  of  Monocacy,  and  was  held  prison- 
er for  seven  months  in  Lynchburg,  Danville  and  Libby 
prisons.  He  was  paroled  February  21,  1865,  and  honor- 
ably discharged  in  1865. 

For  a  time  he  attended  school  at  Hopedale  College. 
He  married  Mattie  G.  Thompson '  December  26,  1871,  who 
was  born  July  8,  1849,  in  Carroll  county,  Ohio.  She  was 
a  daughter  of  Robert  G.  and  Jane  Thompson,  of  Irish 
descent.  Robert  G.  Thompson  enlisted  as  a  soldier  in 
the  Civil  War.  He  was  mustered  into  service  August  15, 
1861,   and   was   assigned    to   Company   A,   32nd   Regiment, 

1  She    was  a   sister    of    John    S.    Thompson,    who   married    Jessie 

B.  Haverfield,  daughter  of  John  Haverfield,  "Red  John,"  p.  116. 
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O.  V.  I.  He  was  in  several  battles,  was  wounded,  and  was 
honorably  discharged  October  16,  1863. 

They  lived  for  a  time  on  the  home  farm  but  moved 
to  Cadiz  in  1876  and  engaged  in  the  hardware  business. 
After  the  death  of  his  brother,  Clarence,  they  returned  to 
the  farm  again  in  1878  for  a  time,  and  after  a  few  years 
moved  back  to  Cadiz,  where  he  is  engaged  in  the  hard- 
ware business.

He  has  been  a  travel- 
ing salesman  but  is  now  (1918)  proprietor  of  a  millinery 
department  in  Dunn's  dry  goods  store,  North  High  street, 
Columbus,  Ohio.  He  conducts  several  associate  establish- 
ments throughout  the  country.  They  reside  in  Columbus, 
Ohio,  242  Buttles,  Dunn's  dry  goods  store,  Columbus,  Ohio.

The  new  frame  house  was  burned  down  in 
1863  and  they  erected  another  two  story,  commodious 
frame  house  on  the  site  and  foundation  of  the  former 
one  in  1867.  This  still  bears  on  the  foundation  the  marks 
of  the  fire  and  smoke  of  the  previous  burning.  This  was 
the  fourth  house  built  on  this  farm  and  the  one  in  which 
his  son,  John  Harvey,  and  his  family  lived  for  a  time 
(till  1916).  He  also  built  a  frame  barn  and  stable  across 
the  road  in  place  of  the  old  hewed-log  barn  on  the  knoll. 

James  Haverfield  and  his  wife,  Elizabeth,  were  mem- 
bers of  the  Old  Associate  Reformed  (Presbyterian) 
Church  of  Cadiz.  They  were  highly  respected  and  hon- 
ored in  the  community  for  their  social,  civic  and  relig- 
ious character.

We  insert  the  following  poem  from  the  side  light  it 
may  throw  on  the  conditions  Great  Grandfather  James 
Haverfield  doubtless  experienced  in  his  early  pioneer  life 
in  Pennsylvania,  occuring  during  the  same  troublesome 
times,  and  within  the  same  pioneer  localities. 

"Old   Scotland  was  the  very   place, 
The  first  we  knew  of  father's  race, 

Or  any  of  the  name. 
Lord  Archey  Johnston  there  was  found 
Opposed,  in  faith  to  him  they  crowned 

A  man  of  noble  fame. 
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"The  persecution  ran  so  high, 
The  faithful  ones  must  fight  or  die, 

Or  else  renounce  the  faith; 
They  fought,  and   awful  to  relate 
The  forfeit  proved  so  very  great, 

Yet  still  upheld  the  grace. 

"Some  fell  and  bled,  yet  not  a  few 
To  other  lands  for  safety  flew, 

A  scattered  flock; 
Yet   hunted   there   like  beast  of  prey 
They   brought   them   in    from   day    to   day 

To  gibbet  or  the  block. 

"Methinks  I  see  my  ancient  friend 
By  faith  supported  to  the  end, 

Submitting  to  his   fate; 
His  head  was  placed  upon  the  block, 
1   shudder  at  the  dire   stroke 

That  killed  the  good  and  great. 

"The  father  dead,  the  children  dear 
Had  then  no  lands  nor  mission  here — 

All  forfeited  and  gone; 
The  mother  took  them  by  the  hand 
And  flew  for  life   to  Ireland 

To  find  a  safer  home. 

"The  name  here  spread  both  far  and  wide; 
The   offspring  of   the   man   who   died 

Got  homes  and  peace   again; 
What  generations  I  can't  tell, 
They  did  the  north  of  Ireland  fill 

With  honor  to  his  name. 

"The  next  we  knew  three  brothers  here, 
They  left  their  homes  and  friends  all  dear 

To  try  Columbia's  soil; 
They  mounted  on  the  ocean   wide, 
They  faced  the  storms,  they  braved  the  tide, 
Their  hearts  did  not  recoil. 

"They  landed  on  Columbia's  shore, 
And  searched  the  forest  o'er  and  o'er, 

A  handsome  home  to  find; 
Where  Philadelphia  now  since  stands 
They  found  the  richest,  choicest  lands 
And  homes  to  please  the  mind. 
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"They  settled  down  and  took  them  wives, 
And  hoped  to  give  them  happy  lives, 
But  all    their   hopes    were   vain; 
The  western   forest  did  abound 
With  savage  tribes  who  claimed  the  ground, 
•     They  durst  not  here  remain. 

"At   Shipensburg,  or  near  that  ground, 
The  father  of  my  father  found 
Another  handsome  home; 
The  settlement  did  fast  increase, 
And  they  as  neighbors  lived  in  peace 
And  welcomed   all  who  came. 

"Yet  here  the  wolves  and  beasts  of  pray, 
And  savage  men  more  fierce  than  they, 

Annoyed  and  did  them  grieve; 
They  battled  them  from  year  to  year; 
At  length  the  homes  they  loved  so  dear 

They  had  to  fly  and  leave. 

"Now  Shipensburg  they  built  a  fort 
Where  all  the  neighbors  did  resort 

For  safety  of  their  lives; 
Their  harvest  fields  were  reapened  dead, 
They  feared  a  scant  and  lack  of  bread 

For  children  and  their  wives. 

"The  noble  braves  of  these  new  lands, 
With  guns  and  sickles  in  their  hands, 

By  companies  went  out, 
From  farm  to  farm  they  went  around, 
Some  guarding  while  they  reapt  and  bound 

From  field  to  field  about. 

"Grandfather,  mother,  children,  too, 
Had  gone  this  way  to  take  a  view 

And  see  some  things  at  home; 
While  all  were  pulling  at  some  flax, 
All  around  by  rain  with  thunder  cracks, 

They  to  their  homes  did  run. 

"The  company  not  far  away, 
They  did  not  much  fear  to  stay 

On  such  a  rainy  night; 
They  shut  the  door;  they  made  a  fire, 
On  beds  of  hay  they  did  retire, 

Until  the  morning  light. 
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"The  parents  rose  by  dawn  of  day, 
And  left  the  children  on  the  hay, 

Without  a  thought  of  fear; 
They  stepped  quite  out  to  view  the  skies, 
The  children  woke  by  awful  cries 

From  both  their  parents  dear. 

"They  all  sprang  up,  and  peeping  out 
They  saw  the  Indians  all  about, 

Some  distance  from  the  door; 
A  gun  presented  aimed  too  well, 
They  saw  the  flash,  their  father  fell 
All  bleeding  in  his  gore. 

"The  mother  ran  and  screamed  and  cried, 
She  sought  some  ambush  where  to  hide, 

But  Indians  followed  on; 
They  heard  wild  screams,  they  knew  it  well, 
The  Indians  did  their  mother  kill, 

The  work  of  death  was  done! 

"The  scalping  knife  was  next  applied, 
This  gave  the   children   time  to   hide 

Like  rats  within  a  mow; 
The    Indians   hunted   them   all   around, 
But  not  one  out  of  five  was  found, 

They  'scaped,  they  can't  tell'  how. 

"With  bloody  hands  and  scalps  and  knives 
They  now  made  off  to  save  their  lives, 

They  feared  the  harvest  men; 
The   children   saw   the   scalps  quite   clear, 
Their  parents'  bloody,  dangling  hair — 

An  awful  sight  for  them! 

"They  now  crept  out  and  counted  five, 
Their  sisters,  brothers  all   alive, 
But  parents  dear  were  gone; 
Their   shirts   and    shifts  were  only   on 
When  they  were  frightened  to  the  barn; 
Thus  naked  did  they  run. 

"And  as  they  scampered  o'er  the  road, 
They  passed  their  father,  pale  in  death, 

Their  little  hearts  did  bleed, 
They  ran  themselves  almost  to  death, 
The  youngest  it  got  out  of  breath, 

They  hastened  with  such  speed, 
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"At  length  they  met  one  in  the  road 
Who  found  them  clothes  and  gave  them  food, 

And   sent   them  to   the  fort; 
When  here  they  found  some  pious  men 
Who  truly  proved  the  orphans'  friends 
By  comforts  and  support. 

"My  father,  Samuel,  oldest  son 
Of  Nathan,  dead,  here  grown  a  man, 

He   entered  his  career; 
He  took  my  mother  by  the  hand, 
The  mountains  crossed  in  search  of  land, 
They  came  to  Ligonier. 

"They  hunted  out  the  best  of  grounds, 
With  tomahawks  they  marked  their  bounds 

And  chose  a  site  to  build; 
No  neighbors,  found  no  mills,  no  roads, 
Near  thirty  miles  unbroken  woods, 

Nor  garden,  house  or  fields. 

"They  built,  they  cleared,  they  tilled  the  ground, 
Some  neighbors  came  and  settled  round, 

All  lived  like  brothers  here; 
The  Indian  wars  broke  out  again; 
This  caused  them  life  in  dread  and  pain; 

They  watched  and  stayed  in  fear. 

"My  parents  often  in  such  dread, 
They  each  took  guns  and  knives  to  bed, 

Prepared  to  meet  the  foe; 
But  when  some  scalping  had  been  done 
They  thought  it  safer  far  to  run — 

To  Palmer's  fort  they  go. 

"Still  here  the  Indians  did  resort 
To  watch  for  scalps  outside  the  fort 

Until  they  had  got  one; 
Now  fired  with  vengence  for  their  deed, 
The  fort  men  turned  out  with  speed, 

The  Indians   having  run.

GENEALOGY  AND  BRIEF  HISTORY  OF  THE 
JAMES  HAVERFIELD  FAMILY 

OF  MANSFIELD,  OHIO 


There  are  four  James  Haverflelds  in  direct  succession 
in  the  Haverfield  Family,  each  specially  designated,  viz: 
Great  Grandfather  James  Haverfield,  James  Haverfield  of 
Mansfield,  James  Haverfield,  the  son  of  James,  and 
Posthumous  James  Haverfield. 

This  James  Haverfield,  whose  descendants  are  re- 
corded here,  heads  the  Third  Branch  of  the  Haverfield 
Family,  and  they  lived  near  Mansfield,  Ohio.  He  is  des- 
ignated James  Haverfield  of  Mansfield. 

1.— JAMES  HAVERFIELD  of  Mansfield,  third  son  of 
Great  Grandfather  James  Haverfield,  one  of  the  pioneer 
settlers  of  Jefferson  county,  Ohio,  (later  Harrison  county), 
was  born  June  17,  1784,1  (Where  ?).2  It  is  stated  he 
came  with  his  father.  Great  Grandfather  James  Haver- 
field, to  Ohio  in  1798  3  (or  1800  ?).  If  so  he  was  fourteen 
years  of  age  when  he  came  to  Ohio  and  experienced  the 
hardships  and  disadvantages  of  a  young  man  in  the  wild- 
erness in  those  pioneer  times.  He  married  Miss  Mary  Al- 
len, a  native  of  Scotland,  November  18,  1806,4  who  was 
born  in  Scotland  May  18,  1787.  They  lived  in  Jefferson 
county  for  a  time — where  we  have  no  information.  They 
may  have  lived  in  Cadiz  township.

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He  was  a  soldier  In  the  war  of  1812-15,  enlisting  in 
Captain  Baruch  Dickenson's  company  March  12,  1814,  at 
Cadiz,  to  serve  until  September  12,  1814,  under  the  gen- 
eral command  of  General  Harrison.  He  was  honorably 
discharged  with  the  rest  of  the  company  at  Cadiz 
at.  the  expiration  of  term  of  service.  The  company  had 
not  lost  a  man,  but  Private  Gilmore,  who  was  taken  ill  on 
the  return  trip  a  few  days  before  reaching  Cadiz,  died  the 
next  week,  September  8,  1814. 

A  number  of  the  soldiers  who  went,  at  that  time  from 
Jefferson  and  Harrison  counties  were  so  well  pleased  with 
the  country  they  passed  through  on  a  trail  in  the  virgin 
forest  from  Wooster  through  the  northern  part  of  Rich- 
land county.1  to  Oak  Point,  on  Lake  Erie,-  from  the  com- 
parative level  surface  of  the  country  and  the  mighty  trees 
of  the  forest  indicating  fertility  of  soil,  that  they  returned 
to  enter  land  the  following  October,  1814.  Among  whom 
were  James  Haverfield  and  Isaac  Hitchcock,  a  brother-in- 
law  of  his,  who  had  married  Mary  Haverfield.  a  daughter 
of  Great  Grandfather  James  Haverfield,  and  who  was  also 
a  member  of  Captain  Baruch  Dickenson's  company. 

After  traversing  the  country  some  days  they  selected 
a  quarter  section  of  land  (160  acres),  the  "S.  E.  Quarter 
of  Section  14,  tp.  22,  R.  18,"  about  seven  miles  north  of 
Mansfield,  through  the  north-west  corner  of  which  runs 
Brubaker  river,  entering  into  the  Black  Fork  of  the  Mo- 
hican, and  about  the  center  of  which,  near  this  river,  was 
a  spring.  In  traversing  the  forest — in  search  of  a  de- 
sirable tract — they  blazed  the  way  they  took  that  they 
might  be  enabled  to  find  their  way  back  to  the  army 
trail.  This  tract  of  land  was  entered  at  the  land  office  in 
Wooster1  in  Isaac  Hitchcock's  name.  We  may  reason- 
ably suppose  from  subsequent  events  that  a  tacit  agree- 
ment was  entered  into  between  these  men  that  the  land  be

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entered  in  Hitchcock's  name  and  that  after  payment  was 
made  and  the  tract  divided  James  Haverfield  was  to  have 
his  choice  of  the  half  (80  acres). 

The  previous  regulation  of  the  land  office  of  the  Uni- 
ted States  regarding  the  sale  of  the  public  lands  was  that 
public  lands  should  not  be  sold  in  tracts  of  less  than  one 
section  (640  acres — 1  mile  square),  but  about  this  time 
General  Harrison  introduced  a  bill  in  Congress  permitting 
public  lands  to  be  sold  in  tracts  of  a  quarter  section  (160 
acres,  one-half  mile  square),  which  had  been  passed;  and 
further  it  was  enacted  that  public  lands  (excepting  cer- 
tain special  lands)  be  sold  at  the  rate  of  $1.25  per  acre,  or 
$200  for  a  quarter  section,  and  four  years  be  allowed  in 
which  to  pay  for  it.  This  meant  a  great  deal  to  the 
pioneer  settlers  who  were  not  generally  well  supplied  with 
money.  Hence  we  may  further  suppose  that  these  two 
men,  not  feeling  assured  that  on  going  into  the  wilderness 
that  either  of  them  would  be  enabled  to  pay  the  $200  for  a 
quarter  section,  had  concluded  to  take  together  the  quarter 
section,  giving  each  but  $100  to  pay  within  the  four  years. 

About  the  same  time,  Peter  Pittenger,  who  had  been 
a  soldier  in  the  expedition  that  left  Cadiz  in  March,  1814, 
with  some  of  his  associates,  influenced  by  the  same  motives, 
returned  to  enter  land  in  October.  He  entered  and  pur- 
chased a  large  tract  of  land  some  six  miles  north  of  Mans- 
field and  he  and  his  associates  came  out  by  sled  the  fol- 
lowing winter  in  February,  1815,  to  occupy  their  land. 
James  Haverfield  and  Isaac  Hitchcock  came  out  about  the 
same  time,  but  most  probably  a  little  later  in  the  spring 
of  1815.  Peter  Pittenger  is  simply  mentioned  here  that  we 
may  be  enabled  proximately  to  fix  the  time  when  James 
Haverfield  and  Isaac  Hitchcock  came  with  their  families 
to  occupy  their  land. 

The  quarter  section  thus  entered  was  divided  by  a 
line  running  east  and  west,  near  by  the  spring  above  re- 
ferred to  and  James  Haverfield  chose  the  south  half.  They 
built  their  log  cabins  each  on  his  own  land,  near  by,  hav- 
ing the  spring  between  them  as  a  common  water  supply. 
A  more  suitable  quarter  section  could  scarcely  have  been 
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chosen.  Facing  the  hardships  and  disadvantages  of  a 
pioneer  life  they  each  proceeded  to  hew  out  a  farm  from 
the  wilderness  and  provide  for  the  necessities  of  life  and 
the  education  of  an  increasing  family. 

The  nearest  point  for  trading  and  for  having  their 
grists  of  grain  ground  was  at  Milan,  Erie  county,  Ohio,  on 
the  Huron  river,  eight  miles  up  from  Lake  Erie,  near  by, 
where  a  Moravian  missionary  effort  was  being  made  in 
behalf  of  the  Indians.  This  was  some  forty-five  or  fifty 
miles  distant  from  their  homes,  where  in  1816  a  grist  mV\ 
and  a  saw  mill  was  built  and  a  trading  post  established. 
It  took  from  three  to  five  days  to  make  this  journey  there 
and  back.  Indians  occasionally  paid  them  a  visit,  but  in 
general  were  peaceably  disposed.  Once  when  Mr.  Haver- 
field  had  gone  to  do  their  marketing  and  milling,  the  In- 
dians called,  stacked  their  guns  and  accounterments  out- 
side the  door,  came  in  and  with  few  words  and  motion 
signs  indicated  they  wished  some  corn  meal.  Mrs  Haver- 
field,  doubting  whether  they  had  sufficient  to  last  the  fam- 
ily till  he  came  back,  made  pretense  she  could  not  under- 
stand them.  She  had  potatoes  roasting  in  ashes  on  the 
hearth  and  was  churning.  The  Indians  indicated  they 
would  do  the  churning  if  she  would  let  them  have  the 
buttermilk  and  the  potatoes  being  roasted.  To  this  she 
consented.  The  churning  was  done,  they  drank  the  butter- 
milk, took  the  roasted  potatoes,  and  quietly  left.  Again 
after  a  few  years  Mrs.  Haverfield  made  a  visit  to  Cadiz 
all  alone,  on  horse-back,  a  distance  of  some  eighty  miles, 
much  of  the  way  being  very  thinly  settled.  At  another 
time  she  was  riding  the  old  family  white  horse  to  market 
with  a  basket  of  eggs  when  in  crossing  a  bridge  the  horse 
broke  through  and  fell,  throwing  her  off.  Fearing  he 
might  break  a  leg  in  his  struggles  to  get  up,  she  caught 
him  by  the  bridle  and  held  him  fast  down  till  some  neigh- 
bors came  along  and  helped  him  up.  (There  is  no  report 
of  what  became  of  the  e.u^s!)  Verily  the  wives  of  the 
pioneers  and  our  grandmothers  had  the  fortitude  and  cool 
judgement  to  meet  the  incidents  and  trials  of  their  pioneer 
lives. 
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After  a  few  years  other  settlers  came  in,  giving  them 
a  neighborhood  community.  A  log  school  house  was  built 
on  their  place  in  which  the  Methodists  held  their  services 
and  revival  meetings  and  later  the  Methodists  built  a 
church  of  their  own  also  on  this  land.  Thus  they  were  in 
the  center  of  a  religious  and  moral  community,  with 
Christian  and  educational  advantages  for  their  children 
and  with  a  high  type  of  citizenship.1 

But  they  were  a  distance  from  market  and  transporta- 
tion was  expensive,  consuming  the  price  of  what  it  brought 
at  place  of  sale.  For  a  time  Mr.  Haverfield  could  not  trade 
a  wagon  load  of  wheat  for  a  pound  of  coffee  at  Mansfield. 
It  cost  more  to  have  wheat  taken  to  a  point  of  export  than 
could  be  gotten  for  it, — while  coffee  found  ready  sale  for 
cash.  There  was  a  large  acreage  of  maple  sugar  trees  0:1 
the  place  and  in  1844,  when  he  built  his  frame  barn,  they 
made  1,500  pounds  of  maple  sugar.  They  could  exchange  a 
pound  of  maple  sugar  for  a  pound  of  cut  nails.  The  com- 
pletion of  the  canal  from  Cleveland  through  Massillon  to 
the  Ohio  river  gave  them  a  better  market,  but  not  especial- 
ly nearer.  This  was  a  great  relief  to  the  inland  farmer, 
but  it  was  not  until  the  railroad  running  east  and  west 
through  Mansfield  was  built  that  they  received  full  benefit 
of  ready  transportation. 

They  did  not  succeed  in  paying  for  their  land  within 
the  allotted  four  years,  but  in  1820,  having  had  six  years 
in  which  to  pay  the  $200,  full  payment  was  made  and 
Isaac  Hitchcock  received  patent  deed  from  President  Mon- 
roe for  the  full  quarter  section.  In  1823  he  and  his  wife, 
Mary,  made  deed  to  James  Haverfield  of  the  south  half 
(80  acres).  And  in  1824  Isaac  Hitchcock  sold  out  his 
north  half  (80  acres),  and  he  and  his  wife,  Mary,  made 
deed  of  this  tract  to  William  Ferree  and  it  has  remained 
in  the  Ferree  name  ever  since.  After  this  Isaac  Hitch- 
cock and  his  wife  left  for  parts  unknown.

The  first  four  of  these  children,  William,  Eleanor, 
Thomas,  and  James,  were  most  probably  born  in  Cadiz 
township — the  first  three  while  it  was  Jefferson  county, 
and  the  fourth  after  the  change  to  Harrison  county,  Ohio. 
The  younger  seven  children  were  born  on  the  homestead 
place  in  Richland  county,  Ohio. 

James  Haverfield  and  his  wife,  Mary,  were  members  of 
the  Presbyterian  church  of  Mansfield.  If  the  weather  was 
fair  and  the  roads  good,  they  could  always  be  seen  going 
to  church  on  the  Sabbath  in  their  two-horse  wagon.  If 
the  roads  were  bad  and  the  weather  stormy,  he  was  seen 
going  on  horse-back,  though  Methodist  service  was  held  in 
the  church  on  their  own  land.  They  were  highly  respected 
in  religious  circles  and  honored  and  esteemed  members  of 
social  and  civil  society. 

As  age  advanced  peace  and  prosperity  crowned  their 
efforts.  A  cancerous  tumor  had  developed  on  the  neck  of 
James  Haverfield  below  the  jaw.  As  erosion  progressed 
hemorrhage  occasionally  occurred.  One  day  it  was  more 
severe  than  heretofore  and  difficult  to  control.  A  doctor 
was  sent  for  in  haste.  He  was  still  alive  when  the  clatter- 
ing hoofs  of  the  doctor's  galloping  horse  was  heard  de- 
scending the  hill,  but  lie  had  quietly  passed  away  when  the 
doctor  reached  the  house. 

The    old    family    Bible    contains    the    following    record: 
"Jiimes   Haverfield   died    October   19th.,   1849,   aged   65   yr., 
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4  mos."     "Mary    Haverfield,    wife,    died    July    21st.,    1869, 
aged  82  yr.,   1  mo.,   16  das." 

In  the  sitting  room,  of  the  old  home  hangs  a  beautiful 
tablet  with  the  following  inscription: 

"In  loving  remembrance  of  our  Dear  Parents: 
"  James  Haverfield, 

Died  Oct.  19th.,  1849,  aged  65  yr.,  4  mo." 
"  Mary  Haverfield, 

Died  July  21st,  1869,  aged  82  yr.,  1  mo.,  16  da."

17,  1835.  He  was  a  farmer  by  occupation  and  they  lived 
on  the  "  Big  Hill,"  six  miles  north  of  Mansfield  for  a  timc\ 
Later  he  kept  a  general  store  at  Rome.  Richland  county,  0.

His  education  was  limited  to  what  he  received 
from  his  fifth  to  his  ninth  year  in  attending  a  charity 
school  taught  by  a  curate  at  Parim,  and  for  two  months 
schooling  for  each  of  three  years  in  the  country  school  of 
Richland  county.  What  further  education  he  had  he  dug 
out  for  himself.  The  house  which  his  father  owned  and 
the  farm  on  which  he  worked  as  a  boy  is  now  owned  by 
Benton  Martin,  who  was  a  fellow  soldier  and  comrade 
with  his  brother-in-law,  Joseph  Haverfield,  in  the  Civil 
War. 

After  marriage,  as  afore  stated,  they  moved  to  Har- 
din county,  Ohio,  and  took  up  their  residence  in  a  log 
cabin,  facing  the  problem  of  clearing  up  a  farm  and  mak- 
ing a  home  from  the  forest.  But  the  problem  and  pros- 
pects were  forbidding  to  his  ambition  in  life.  For  a  time 
he  was  engaged  as  an  agent  in  selling  harvesting  ma- 
chines. He  aspired  to  be  a  minister  and  in  1847  he  was 
licensed  as  an  exhorter  in  the  M.  E.  church.  In  1861  he 
was  crippled  for  life  by  the  kick  of  a  vicious  horse,  which 
prevented  his  entering  the  army  as  a  chaplain  in  the  Civil 
War.  He  was  a  circuit  rider  in  Hardin  and  adjacent  west- 
ern counties  of  Ohio  for  some  years.  In  1870  he  was  trans- 
ferred from  the  Ohio  conference  to  the  Des  Moines,  Iowa, 
conference  and  stationed  at  Guthrie  Center,  Iowa.  He 
ministered  here  and  at  Harlem.  Dexter  and  Carlyle.  In 
1878  he  returned  to  Guthrie  Center  and  took  up  the  pub- 
lication of  the  Guthrian  and  continued  as  its  editor  for 
twenty-one  years.  In  this  capacity  he  was  noted  as  a 
vigorous  and  uncompromising  advocate  for  better  citizen- 
ship and  the  advancement  of  enterprises  for  the  gen- 
eral benefit  of  the  community  and  country.  He  was 
made  president  of  the  Guthrie  and  Northwestern  railway, 
World's  Fair  Commissioner  of  the  Ninth  Iowa  District  in 
1891,    and    appointed    postmaster    of    Guthrie    Center    by 
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President   McKinley,   a   position   which   he  held    till   1903. 
He  was  also  the  author  of  the  Hand  Book  of  Iowa.

In  all  the  positions  of  life  which  they  occupied  they 
were  distinguished  for  their  sterling  Christian  character, 
the  promotion  for  the  betterment  of  society  and  citizen- 
ship and  by  their  zeal  for  religion,  morals  and  temperance. 
While  he  was  a  man  of  firm,  brisk  character,  he  was 
gentle  in  his  family  and  social  and  cordial  in  society. 
They  had  their  golden  wedding  in  1895.  The  last  twenty- 
five  years  of  their  lives  they  had  lived  in  Guthrie  Center, 
Iowa.  Two  years  before  her  death  Mrs.  Ashton  had 
fallen  and  dislocated  her  hip,  which  badly  crippled  her 
thereafter.

GENEALOGY  AND  BRIEF  HISTORY  OF  THE 
JOSEPH  HAVERFIELD  FAMILY 


1.— JOSEPH  HAVERFIELD,  son  of  Great  Grand- 
father James  Haverfield,  and  his  wife,  Nancy,  was  born 
April  28,  1790.  Where  he  was  born  can  not  be  definitely 
stated,  but  he  was  most  probably  born  either  in  London- 
derry township,  Custer  county,  Penn.,  or  in  Huntingdon 
county,  Penn.  He  came  as  a  lad  of  about  nine  years  of 
age  with  his  father  from  Virginia  (1798  or  1800),  to  a 
point  in  Ohio  and  settled  in  Jefferson  county  near  the 
junction  of  two  Indian  trails,  where  the  future  village  of 
Cadiz  was  laid  out  and  incorporated  in  1803  in  the  forest. 
He  lived  with  his  father  and  brother,  John,  who  occupied 
the  Zaccheus  Biggs-John  Osborn  place  about  one  and  one- 
half  miles  southwest  of  Cadiz.  In  1813  Cadiz  was  or- 
ganized and  instituted  by  the  Ohio  Legislature  as  the 
county  seat  of  Harrison  county,  Ohio,  just  previously  or- 
ganized by  an  act  of  the  legislature  of  Ohio.  He  assisted 
his  father  and  brother,  John,  to  hew  out  a  farm  from  the 
wilderness,  enduring  the  hardships,  privations  and  disad- 
vantages of  a  young  man  of  those  pioneer  times,  having 
no  opportunity  of  education  other  than  what  the  country 
and  village  schools  of  that  time  afforded.  In  1813  he  en- 
tered a  quarter  section  of  land  in  the  western  portion  of 
Cadiz  township  (section  22  -  10  -  5)  160  acres,  cornering 
on  the  southeast  with  that  of  his  brother,  John.  When  a 
young  man  of  twenty-two  he  volunteered  as  a  soldier  in 
the  war  of  1812-15.  He  is  recorded  as  having  enlisted  in 
two  different  companies:  in  that  of  Captain  Allen  Scroggs 
as  corporal,  to  serve  from  September  21,  1812,  till  No- 
vember 30,  1812,  and  also  in  Captain  Aaron  Allen's  com- 
pany as  a  private  to  serve  for  six  months,  from  Septem- 
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ber  1812  to  March  1813.  (Charles  A.  Hanna's  Historical 
Collections  of  Harrison  County  in  the  State  of  Ohio.) 
There  is  some  confusion  in  these  statements.  Both  of 
these  companies  were  under  the  general  command  of 
General  Harrison.  He  was  honorably  discharged  at  the 
expiration  of  his  term  of  service.  And  in  1817,  having 
paid  for  his  quarter  section  of  land  ($200)  he  received  a 
land  patent  for  his  land  from  President  James  Monroe. 

He  married  Catherine  Love  about  1817  or  1818  in 
Wheeling  township,  Belmont  county,  Ohio,  who  was  born 
in  1787  in  County  Tyrone,  Ireland.  She  was  a  lass  of 
four  years  of  age  when  she  came  across  the  sea  and  the 
sixth  child  of  George  Love  and  his  wife,  Isabelle  (Smith), 
who  immigrated  to  America  in  1791,  and  settled  in  Wash- 
ington county,  Penn.,  and  later  in  1800  moved  to  Belmont 
county,  Ohio. 

They  built  their  log  cabin  and  proceeded  to  hew  out 
and  develop  a  farm  from  the  wilderness,  enduring  the 
difficulties  and  privations  of  pioneer  life  while  wolves  and 
deer  abounded. 

Having  secured  his  land,  with  that  characteristic 
readiness  to  aid  others  prominent  among  the  early  set- 
tlers, he  proceeded  to  aid  his  brother,  Nathan,  to  secure 
a  place  for  himself.  With  this  in  view  he  purchased  a 
place  in  western  Cadiz  township.  The  records  in  the 
recorder's  office  of  Harrison  county  show  that  Keehan 
Samuel  deeded  to  Joseph  Haverfield  (the  place  after- 
wards known  as  "Uncle  Nathan's  Place")  on  the  seventh 
of  February,  1818,  one  quarter  section  (or  160  acres)  for 
$700,  in  Harrison  county.  And  Joseph  Haverfield  and 
his  wife,  Catherine,  deeded  to  Nathan  Haverfield  this 
same  plat  of  land  on  the  seventh  of  March,  1818,  for  $700. 
These  two  tranactions  being  made  for  the  same  property 
and  at  the  same  price  within  a  month  of  each  other,  we 
may  reasonably  suppose  that  Joseph,  having  a  place  paid 
for,  was  more  readily  trusted  for  future  payments  than 
his  brother,  Nathan,  a  young  man  without  holdings,  and 
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that  these  transactions  were  made  by  Joseph  to  enable 
his  brother,  Nathan,  to  secure  a  place  for  himself. 

It  is  authentically  reported  to  us  by  relatives  in 
Adams  county,  Indiana,  (the  Barnetts)  that  Joseph  Hav- 
erfield,  for  his  services  as  a  soldier  in  the  war  of  1812-15, 
received  a  bounty  from  the  government  enabling  him  to 
enter  a  quarter  section  of  government  land  valued  at 
$1.25  per  acre  (160  acres  $200),  and  that  he  located 
this  bounty  in  Jay  county,  Indiana.  But  being  apparent- 
ly a  low,  wet  district  and  heavily  timbered,  he  sold  it  for 
$25.  Later  it  developed  to  be  an  oil  region,  and  is  now 
(1917)  said  to  be  worth  $150  to  $200  per  acre. 

In  clearing  up  and  developing  their  place  they  were 
eminently  successful,  more  enterprising  and  more  pro- 
gressive than  their  neighbors,  as  their  large  barn  and 
commodious  out-houses,  and  their  large  peach  and  apple 
orchard,  furnishing  abundant  and  luscious  fruit,  testi- 
fied; and  the  large  and  commodious  brick  house  which 
stands  to  this  day  (1919)  a  monument  to  their  industry 
and  enterprise.  He  and  his  neighbor,  Peter  Barger,1 
burned  brick  and  built  the  only  brick  houses  in  that  part 
of  the  country  in  that  early  day.

They 
were  members  of  the  Associate  Reformed  (Presbyter- 
ian) Church  of  Cadiz.  In  politics  he  was  an  Old  Line 
Whig  and  an  Abolitionist.

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easy  and  satisfied  life,   enjoying  the  fruits  of  early  toil, 
industry  and  frugality. 

He  died  March  31,  1852,  62  years  of  age.  His  widow 
Catherine,  died  August  20,  1852,  sixty-five  years  of  age. 

2.— JAMES  HAVERFIELD,  son  of  Joseph  and  Cath- 
erine Haverfield,  was  born  November  26,  1819.  He  aided 
his  father  in  clearing  up  and  developing  the  homestead 
farm.  He  married  Sally  Holmes  in  1840,  who  was  born 
November  16,  1819,  in  Harrison  county.  They  lived  in 
Cadiz  township  for  a  time.

GENEALOGY  AND  BRIEF  HISTORY  OF  THE 
NATHAN  HAVERFIELD  FAMILY 


1.— NATHAN  HAVERFIELD,  fifth  son  of  Great  Grand- 
father James  Haverfield,  and  his  wife,  Nancy,  was  born  in 
the  Panhandle  of  Virginia,  above  Wheeling,  October  25, 
1796.  He  came  with  his  father  when  he  immigrated  to 
Ohio  and  settled  in  Cadiz  township,  Jefferson  county,  in 
1798  (or  1800),  at  a  point  near  the  junction  of  two  In- 
dian trails,  which  later  became  the  village  of  Cadiz.  He 
most  probably  lived  with  his  father  and  his  brother  John 
on  the  Zaccheus  Biggs-John  Osborn  place,  about  one  and 
one-half  miles  south-west  of  Cadiz,  till  he  was  some  thir- 
teen or  fourteen  years  of  age,  and  after  that  either  with 
his  brother,  John  or  Joseph,  in  the  western  part  of 
Cadiz  township.  In  either  case  he  endured  the  hardships 
and  privations  of  pioneer  life  and  the  disadvantages  of 
inferior  schools  and  lack  of  education.  From  his  char- 
acter as  developed  in  after  life,  we  may  rest  assured  he 
gave  his  aid  without  stint  in  either  case  to  hewing  out  a 
farm  from  the  wilderness  and  developing  it  into  a  com- 
fortable habitation. 

In  1818  he  bought  a  tract  of  wild  woodland  from  his 
brother,  Joseph: 

"Keehan  Samuel  deeded  to  Joseph  Haverfield  one 
Quarter  Section  for  $700,  on  the  7th.  Feb.,  1818,  in  west- 
ern Cadiz  tp.,  Harrison  Co."  and 

"Joseph  Haverfield  and  his  wife  Catherine  deeded  to 
Nathan  Haverfield  this  same  plat  of  land  on  the  7th.  of 
March,  1818,  for  $700."  (Indirect  quotation  from  the  rec- 
ords  of  the  Recorder's  office  in  Cadiz,  Harrison   county.) 

Let  it  bo  remarked  that  these  two  transactions  oc- 
curred in  exactly  one  month  of  each  other  and  for  the 
same  amount  of  money.  Joseph  Haverfield,  having  en- 
tered his  quarter  section  in  1813  and  having  fully  paid  for 
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it  received  a  land  patent  from  President  James  Monroe 
in  1817.  Considering  the  circumstances  in  these  two 
transactions  we  may  reasonably  suppose  that  Joseph  Hav- 
erfield  would  be  considered  a  more  reliable  creditor  than 
his  brother,  Nathan,  and  that  he  bought  it  with  the 
agreement  and  mutual  understanding  that  is  was  for  his 
brother,  Nathan. 

He  married  Miss  Harriet  Barnett  about  1819  at  Cul- 
pepper, Culpepper  county,  Virginia,  who  was  born  Feb- 
ruary 8,  1798.  Miss  Harriet  Barnett  was  a  younger  sis- 
ter of  Henry  Barnett,  who  later  married  Jean  Haverfield, 
a    niece  of  Nathan's. 

Here  they  proceeded  to  hew  out  a  farm  from  the 
virgin  forest  and  make  a  home  for  themselves  and  their 
children,  braving  the  hardships  and  privations  of  pioneer 
life.  In  this  they  eminently  succeeded,  developing  a 
farm  and  home  which  was  one  of  the  most  beautiful  and 
attractive  of  those  in  western  Cadiz  township. 

In  his  younger  days  he  taught  singing  school  and 
was  a  creditable  musician.  He  was  clerk  of  the  Seceder 
Church  of  Cadiz,  lining  out  the  Psalms  (in  meter)  two 
lines  at  a  time,  and  led  the  congregation  in  singing.  He 
was  a  proficient  player  on  the  violin  till  from  an  accident 
the  ring-  and  little  finger  of  his  left  hand  became  par- 
alyzed, and  he  was  obliged  to  lay  aside  his  violin,  much 
to  his  regret. 

We  may  be  excused  for  narrating  a  couple  of  in- 
cidents, which  occurred  in  their  lives  with  which  the 
the  author  was  well  acquainted  and  a  partial  participant. 
A  hewed  log  school  house  had  been  built  in  the  valley 
east  of  the  house  near  by  a  small  stream.  The  boys  at 
noon  intermission  generally  played  along  the  stream,  but 
one  day  a  misunderstanding  occurred  among  them,  and 
they  divided  into  two  parties,  one  going  along  the 
stream  and  the  other  up  the  hill.  The  party  going  up  the 
hill  came  to  a  sassafras  tree,  and  Nate  Haverfield,  a  son 
of  Nathan,  was  chosen  to  climb  the  tree  and  break  off 
some  limbs  that  we  might  have  the  bark  to  chew.     As  he 
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climbed  the  tree  the  limb  broke  and  he  fell  some  sixteen 
feet.  We  boys  carried  him  unconscious  to  the  school 
house,  where  he  was  partially  revived  and  taken  up  the 
hill  home  to  his  father's.  It  was  some  weeks  before  he 
could  resume  his  place  among  us  at  the  school. 

Again  on  another  occasion  in  the  fall  when  people 
were  accustomed  to  dry  their  apples  and  peaches  on 
arched  clay  kilns,  a  little  dog  of  one  of  the  neighbors  had 
crawled  into  the  kiln,  the  fire  had  been  built  and  his  head 
scorched  and  he  was  rendered  almost  blind.  This  dog 
came  to  the  school  one  day  at  intermission,  and  being  a 
pet  dog  the  children  played  with  him,  and  some  of  the 
children  even  put  their  fingers  into  his  mouth,  The 
children  being  called  into  school,  the  dog  went  directly 
up  the  hill  into  Nathan  Haverfield's  barn  yard  and  com- 
menced an  onslaught  on  the  cattle  and  stock  there.  This 
created  quite  a  commotion,  the  cattle  bellowing  and  even 
tossing  the  dog  on  their  horns.  The  men  folk  being  ab- 
sent, he  continued; his  biting  for  a  time  and  then  left. 
One  of  the  neighbors,  George  Martin,  killed  the  dog  with 
a  club.  Some  eight  of  these  cattle  went  mad  with  hydro- 
phobia and  one  or  two  of  the  horses.  There  was  much 
excitement  and  uneasiness  among  the  parents  of  the 
children  who  had  been  to  school  that  day  lest  they  may 
have  been  inoculated  with  hydrophobia  virus,  but  fortu- 
nately none  of  them  became  affected.  These  incidents 
which  occurred  when  I  was  a  young  lad  and  which  I 
witnessed  hold  a  fast  place  in  my  memory. 

Nathan  Haverfield  was  a  lover  of  books  and  had  suc- 
ceeded in  accumulating  quite  a  large  and  well  filled  li- 
brary of  well  selected  standard  works  and  other  books, 
among  which  Shakespeare  had  a  prominent  place.  He  had 
a  wide  and  comprehensive  knowledge  of  general  subjects 
much  beyond  that  of  the  general  farmer  of  those  days. 
During  state  militia  enrollment  for  muster  in  Ohio  he 
was  commander  of  about  1,000  men  of  the  organization.

These  children  were  all  born  on  the  "Nathan  Haver- 
field  Place." 

They  were  members  of  the  Seceeder  Church  of  Cadiz 
and  highly  respected  citizens  of  the  community  in  which 
they  resided.  In  politics  he  was  an  Old  Line  Whig,  later 
a  Republican,  and  a  staunch  supporter  of  "the  Boys  in 
Blue"  during  the  Civil  War,  in  which  three  of  his  sons 
were  soldiers.  They  held  their  golden  wedding  (if  held 
it  was)  in  1868  or  '69.  He  died  January  26,  1875,  aged 
seventy-eight  years,  two  months  and  one  day.  They  had 
lived  together  in  married  life  fifty-seven  years.  His 
widow,  Mrs.  Harriet  Haverfield,  died  March  19,  1884,  aged 
eighty-six  years,  one  month  and  eleven  days. 

2.— JOHN  HAVERFIELD,  son  of  Nathan  and  Harriet 
Haverfield,  was  born  May  17,  1820.  As  a  young  man  and 
the  oldest  of  the  children  he  aided  in  clearing  up  and 
developing  the  farm.  He  married  Emeline  Lavely  Oc- 
tober 27,  1842,  who  was  born  April  30,  1822,  a  daughter  of 
John  and  Annie  Lavely,  natives  of  Maryland.  He  was  a 
farmer  by  occupation.  He  and  his  wife  were  members  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  in  which  he  was  an  of- 
ficer for  some  forty  years,  as  class  leader,  steward,  Sun- 
day school  superintendent  and  trustee.  He  was  a  direc- 
tor of  the  Farmers  and  Mechanics  Bank  of  Cadiz  for  a 
number  of  years  and  held  the  office  of  Infirmary  Director 
of  Harrison  county  for  a  number  of  years.

He  died  April  10,  1894,  aged  seventy-four  years,  and 
his  widow,  Mrs.  Emeline  Haverfield,  died  September  29, 
1913,  ninety-one  years  of  age. 

3. — Henry  L.  Haverfield,  son  of  John  and  Emeline 
Haverfield,  was  born  July  29,  1843.  He  enlisted  as  a 
soldier  in  the  Civil  War,  in  Company  F,  Ninety-Eighth 
Regiment,  O.  V.  I.,  August,  1862.  His  command  was  as- 
signed to  the  Army  of  the  Cumberland.  He  was  in  Gen- 
eral Sherman's  march  to  the  Sea  and  was  honorably  dis- 
charged June  10,  1865.  He  was  in  the  ranks  all  the 
while,  was  not  wounded,  captured  nor  furloughed  home 
on  sick  leave.  He  married  Mary  Elizabeth  Barrett  April 
17,  1866,  who  was  born  January  11,  1845,  in  Harrison 
county.  After  marriage  they  remained  on  the  home 
farm  of  his  father  till  1885,  when  he  engaged  in  the  hard- 
ware business  in  Cadiz.

He  was 
a  member  of  the  G.  A.  R.  Post  in  Cadiz  and  of  the  Mystic 
Circle.  In  politics  he  was  a  Republican.  He  died  of 
cancer  of  the  kidney  October  27,  1892,  aged  forty-nine 
years.  His  widow,  Mrs.  Mary  Elizabeth  Haverfield,  lives 
with  her  son,  Eugene  Lavely  Haverfield,  in  Cadiz.

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Leon  A.  Eyman  November  22,  1905,  at  Girard,  who  was 
born,  at  Belleville,  111.,  and  came  with  his  parents  to 
Girard,  Kans.,  in  1884.  He  was  engaged  in  the  shoe 
trade.

They  moved  to  Albuquerque,  New  Mexico,  in  1913, 
but  returned  to  Girard  in  August,  1915,  and  live  there.

2.— SAMUEL  PATTERSON  HAVERFIELD,  son  of 
Nathan  and  Harriet  Haverfield,  was  born  January  27, 
1837.  He  served  in  the  Civil  War,  joining  the  "Black 
Horse  Cavalry"  Regiment  in  1863,  that  did  special  guard 
service  in  Washington  City,  D.  C.  Later  he  was  commis- 
sioned captain  in  an  Ohio  regiment  and  at  the  close  of 
the  war  was  honorably  discharged.  After  his  discharge 
he  was  employed  as  clerk  in  the  second  auditor's  office  of 
the  treasury  for  a  long  series  of  years.  He  was  a  man  of 
exemplary  habits  and  good  reputation,  and  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Metropolitan  M.  E.  Church  in  Washington, 
D.  C.  He  became  afflicted  with  cancer  (probably  duoden- 
al) and  was  a  great  sufferer.  He  was  engaged  to  be 
married  to  a  Miss  Lord  who  spent  the  evening  with  him 
before  his  death,  and  left  him  apparently  composed  and 
cheerful.  He  died  suddenly  December  28,  1885,  aged 
forty-nine  years,  and  was  buried  in  the  cemetery  at  Cadiz, 
at  Cadiz. 

2.— GEORGE  A.  HAVERFIELD,  son  of  Nathan  and 
Harriet  Haverfield,  was  born  July  10,  1839.  As  a  young 
man  he  worked  on  the  "old  Uncle  Nathan  Haverfield 
place"  of  his  father.  He  responded  to  the  call  of  Presi- 
dent Lincoln  for  300,000  more  soldiers  in  the  Civil  War, 
and  enlisted  in  Company  H,  One  Hundred  Twenty-Sixth 
Regiment,  O.  V.  I.,  August  18,  1862.  He  was  badly 
wounded  September  19,  1864,  at  the  battle  of  Cedar  Creek, 
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Va.  His  brother,  Nathan  B.  Haverfield,  found  him  in  the 
Fredericksburg,  Md.,  hospital,  with  his  right  leg  ampu- 
tated and  the  left  severely  injured.  He  was  honorably  dis- 
charged for  disability  May  12,  1865.  He  had  married  Mat- 
tie  Warman  in  March,  1864,  and  after  his  discharge  they 
lived  in  Cadiz,  where  he  held  positions  of  trust  and  in- 
fluence. He  was  treasurer  of  Harrison  county,  Ohio,  for 
six  years  and  held  other  positions  of  less  importance.  He 
was  later  appointed  as  sexton  in  the  national  military 
cemeteries.  He  served  in  that  capacity  at  the  national 
military  cemetery  at  Vicksburg,  Miss.,  in  1885  and  later 
at   the   national  military   cemetery   at  Atlanta,  Ga.

These  children  were  born  in  Cadiz.  They  resided  in 
Cadiz. 

Cancer  of  the  left  thigh  at  the  seat  of  the  old  wound 
developed,  and  as  it  advanced  it  opened  up  an  artery. 
This  was  ligated  several  times,  till  finally  the  surgeon 
said  he  could  ligate  no  more  because  the  disintegration 
had  proceeded  too  far  up  the  artery  to  admit  of  it.  He 
died  of  hemorrhage  July  22,  1886,  aged  47  years.

2.— NANNIE  E.  HAVERFIELD,  daughter  of  Nathan 
and  Harriet  Haverfield,  was  born  February  20,  1842.  She 
marritd  Cornelius  McCaffrey  October  19,  1865,  at  Deers- 
ville,    Ohio,   who    was   born    August.   4,   1835,    at    Franklin, 
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Ohio.  He  was  a  soldier  in  the  Civil  War,  enlisted  in  Com- 
pany C,  Forty-third  Regiment,  0.  V.  I.,  in  which  he  served 
as  first  lieutenant.  He  was  wounded  in  the  battle  of 
Resaca,  Ga.  Afterwards  he  served  as  recruiting  officer  for 
a  time.  Fully  recovering  he  rejoined  his  regiment  and  was 
with  Gen.  Sherman  in  his  famous  march  to  the  sea.  He 
was  honorably  discharged  at  the  close  of  the  war.  They 
moved  to  Iowa  that  same  fall  after  marriage  (1865)  and 
settled  in  Mahaska  county,  some  three  miles  south  of  Os- 
kaloosa.  He  was  engaged  in  general  farming  but  chiefly 
in  stock  raising.  Some  two  years  later  they  moved  to  a 
place  they  have  since  occupied,  some  eight  miles  south  of 
Oskaloosa.  He  fed  all  his  corn  to  his  stock  till  the  fall 
of  1915,  when  he  sold  his  first  load  of  corn  at  80  cents 
per  bushel,  corn  at  that  price  being  too  dear  to  feed  to 
stock.  In  this  he  was  eminently  successful  and  they  lived 
on  a  large  farm  in  a  commodious  house  in  the  midst  of 
abundance.

Of  these  children  Harriet  B.  was  born  at  their  first 
place  near  Oskaloosa,  and  the  other  children  at  the  old 
homestead  eight  miles  south  of  Oskaloosa.  On  October  19, 
1915,  they  celebrated  their  Golden  Wedding  with  their 
children,  grandchildren  and  friends,  a  festive  and  joyous 
occasion.  They  had  lived  on  that  place  48  years,  and  in 
happy  wedded  life  full  50  years.  But  this  happy  occasion 
was  soon  followed  by  a  breach  in  the  family  circle,  not 
altogether  unanticipated.  On  December  9.  1915,  Mr.  Mc- 
Caffrey suddenly  died,  over  80  years  of  age.  His  widow, 
Mrs.  Nannie  E.  McCaffrey,  lives  on  the  old  home  place.

CANCER  IN  THE  BARNETT  STRAIN  OF  THE 
HAVERFIELD  FAMILY 

Harriet  Haverfield.  wife  of  Nathan  Haverfield,  who 
was  Miss  Harriet  Barnett  of  Culpepper,  Culpepper  county, 
Va.,  before  marriage,  had  a  small  mole  like  the  stalk 
of  a  toadstood  on  the  left  cheek.  It  began  to  manifest 
some  peculiarities  after  middle  life,  and  was  pronounced 
cancerous  by  competent  medical  authorities.  It  gave  her 
no  special  trouble,  but  a  few  years  before  death  it  became 
affected  with  a  dry  slough  and  fell  off  and  healed  up.  She 
died  at  the  age  of  86  years.      (See  page  246.) 

Of  her  children,  James  Haverfield,  a  son  of  Harriet 
and  Nathan  Haverfield,  became  affected  with  cancer  of  the 
right  shoulder  blade.  It  slowly  developed  for  some  twenty 
years,  later  took  on  new  activity,  and  he  died  from  the 
effects  thereof  at  the  age  of  88.      (Page  255.) 

Jemima  Haverfield,  daughter  of  Harriet  and  Nathan 
Haverfield.  who  married  Jeremiah  Weaver,  had  a  small 
pimple  above  the  right  eye  (after  middle  life,  as  we  under- 
stand). She  was  in  a  hospital  in  Wheeling,  W.  Va..  for 
a  time,  and  while  there  underwent  several  operations, 
with  no  permanent  improvement.  It  was  diagnosed  can- 
cerous. She  suffered  much  for  three  years  and  died  at 
Berheny,  Brooks  county,  W.  Va.,  in  July,  1911,  aged  81 
years.      (Page  257.) 

Joseph  Haverfield,  son  of  Harriet  and  Nathan  Haver- 
field. was  afflicted  with  a  cancerous  tumor,  involving  and 
obstructing  the  bowels,  from  which  he  died  in  April,  1898, 
aged  66  years.     (Page  258.) 

Nathan  B.  Haverfield.  son  of  Harriet  and  Nathan  Hav- 
erfield. was  afflicted  with  what  was  diagnosed  cancer  of 
the  stomach,  but  as  a  tumor  had  about  ulcerated  through 
the  abdominal  wall  posterially  (as  reported)  at  death,  it 
must  have  been  in  the  region  of  the  duodenum  and  bil- 
iary duct.  From  this  he  died  October  15,  1898,  aged  63 
years.     (Page  261.) 

Samuel  Patterson  Haverfield.  son  of  Harriet  and  Na- 
than Haverfield,  became  afflicted  with  a  tumor,  diagnosed 
cancer  of  the  stomach  (probably  duodenal  and  biliary 
duct).    He  died  suddenly,   but  not   from  the  direct  effects 
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of  the  tumor,  December  28,  1885,  at  Washington  City, 
D.  C,  aged  49  years.     (Page  264.) 

George  A.  Haverfield,  son  of  Harriet  and  Nathan  Hav- 
erfield,  was  severely  wounded  at  the  battle  of  Cedar  Creek, 
Va.,  September  19,  1864.  His  right  leg  was  amputated 
and  the  left  thigh  severely  injured  at  the  same  time.  Some 
years  after,  while  sexton  of  the  National  Military  Ceme- 
tery at  Atlanta,  Ga.,  a  cancerous  tumor  developed  in  the 
site  of  the  old  wound  in  the  left  thigh.  Disintegration 
and  sloughing  of  the  tumor  opened  up  an  artery,  pro- 
ducing severe  hemorrhage.  The  surgeons  ligated  the 
artery  several  times,  but  progressive  disintegration  al- 
ways opened  up  hemorrhage  again,  till  the  surgeons  said 
they  could  not  ligate  again,  since  disintegration  had  pro- 
ceeded so  far  up  the  artery  as  not  to  admit  of  it.  He  died 
of  hemorrhage  July  22.  1886.  aged  47  years.    Page  265.) 

Henry  L.  Haverfield,  grandson,  died  of  cancer  of  the 
kidney.      (Page  249.) 

We  have  here  the  case  of  a  woman,  the  mother  of  a 
family  of  eleven  children,  having  a  small  mole  on  the 
cheek,  diagnosed  of  cancerous  character,  which  sloughed 
off  in  advanced  age  before  death,  healed  up  and  gave  her 
no  further  trouble.  But  six  of  her  children,  more  than 
half,  became  afflicted  with  cancer  in  one  form  or  another, 
from  which  they  directly  or  indirectly  died. 

Henry  Barnett,  a  younger  brother  of  Mrs.  Harriet 
(Barnetf)  Haverfield,  also  of  Culpepper,  Culpepper  county, 
Va.,  married  Jean  Haverfield,  a  daughter  of  William  Hav- 
erfield  and  a  niece  of  Mrs.  Harriet  (Barnett)  Haverfield 
by  marriage.  This  Henry  Barnett,  when  he  married  Jean 
Haverfield,  was  a  widower  with  one  son,  John  H.  Barnett, 
by  a  previous  marriage.  John  H.  Barnett,  son  of  Henry, 
was  a  soldier  in  the  Civil  War.  After  being  discharged 
he  married  and  they  lived  in  Decatur,  Adams  county,  Ind. 
He  became  afflicted  with  cancer  of  the  forehead  and  died 
from  the  effects  of  the  same  in  Decatur,  May  17,  1908,  aged 
81  years.      (See  page  89.) 

James  H.  Barnett,  son  of  Henry  Barnett.  and  his  wife, 
Jean  Barnett,  was  also  a  soldier  in  the  Civil  War.  married 
and  lived  on  a  farm  near  Decatur,  Ind.  He  became  af- 
flicted with  cancer  of  the  stomach  in  the  latter  years  of 
his  life  and  died  September  10.  1901.  69  years  of  age. 
(See  page  101.) 

George  Albert  Barnett,  grandson  of  Henry  Barnett, 
had  a  small  tumor  develop  on  the  lip,  which  was  diag- 
nosed cancerous.  It  was  removed  and  he  is  still  living, 
61  years  of  age.     (See  page  101.) 

William    Barnett,    son    of   Henry   Barnett,   became    af- 
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flicted  with  cancer  of  the  neck  and  died  at  Albion,  Boon 
county.  Nebraska,  in  1905.  aged  65  years.     (Page  104.) 

Alvin  Barnett,  son  of  Henry  Barnett,  became  afflicted 
witlj  cancer  of  the  lip.  It  was  removed.  A  few  years 
after  he  was  smothered  in  a  gravel  pit  at  York,  Neb.,  in 
1902,  57  years  of  age.      (Page  105.) 

Here  we  have  four  sons  and  one  grandson,  five  in  all, 
of  the  direct  descendants  of  Henry  Barnett,  who  were  af- 
flicted with  cancer.  And  of  the  Nathan  Haverfield  fam- 
ily, whose  mother,  before  marriage,  was  Harriet  Barnett, 
there  are  in  all  eleven  direct  descendants  of  the  Barnetts 
who  were  afflicted  with  cancer.  Thus  the  title  of  this  sec- 
tion should  properly  be  Cancer  of  the  Barnett  family  of 
Culpepper,  Va.,  rather  than  cancer  in  the  Haverfield  fam- 
ily. We  have  not  been  enabled  to  gain  any  information 
regarding  the  Barnett  family  other  than  the  two  members 
of  that  family  given  in  this  record. 

Other  Special  Cases 

Mrs.  Mary  Angeline  Haverfield,  wife  of  Nathan  B. 
Haverfield.  and  daughter-in-law  of  Nathan  Haverfield,  be- 
came afflicted  with  cancer  of  the  foot,  which,  though  op- 
erated upon  by  amputation  several  times  without  benefit, 
finally  caused  her  death.     (Page  261.) 

"William  S.  Haverfield,  son  of  John  Haverfield,  and 
grandson  of  William  Haverfield,  one  of  the  Haverfield 
brothers,  became  afflicted  with  cancer  of  the  prostrate 
gland  and  died  at  Columbus,  Ohio,  December  22,  1910,  aged 
72  years.     (Page  113.) 

Albert  Haverfield,  son  of  Robert  Haverfield  and  grand- 
son of  William  Haverfield,  one  of  the  Haverfield  brothers, 
became  afflicted  with  cancer  of  the  lip  and  right  lower 
jaw,  and  died  from  it  July  20,  1905,  at  Oskaloosa,  Iowa, 
aged  54  years.     (Page  126.) 

Mary  M.  Barnes,  daughter  of  Eliza  Haverfield  and 
granddaughter  of  William  Haverfield,  one  of  the  Haver- 
field brothers,  became  afflicted  with  cancer  of  the  stomach 
and  died  January  6,  1911,  at  Ottumwa,  Iowa,  aged  71 
years.     (Page  131.) 

Samuel  Clifford  Haverfield,  son  of  Gillespie  Haver- 
field, and  grandson  of  Joseph  Haverfield.  one  of  the  Haver- 
field brothers,  served  as  a  soldier  in  the  Civil  War.  was 
married,  went  to  California,  became  afflicted  with  cancer 
of  the  stomach  and  died  at  Long  Beach,  Calif.,  August  22, 
1913.  aged  58  years.     (Page  233.) 

Mrs.  Emily  (McGinnis)  Haverfield,  first  wife  of  Sam- 
uel  Clifford   Haverfield,   died   of  cancer   of  the  chest    (lo- 
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cally  called  "stone  cancer")  March,  1908,  at  Joy,  Mercer 
county,  111.     (Page  232.) 

Mary  Isabell  Haverfield,  daughter  of  Gillespie  Haver- 
field  and  granddaughter  of  Joseph  Haverfield,  one  of  the 
Haverfield  brothers,  died  of  cancer  of  the  stomach  in  Cadiz 
township,  Harrison  county,  Ohio,  in  1914,  aged  55  years. 
(Page  236.) 

James  Haverfield  of  Mansfield,  one  of  the  Haverfield 
brothers,  and  son  of  Great  Grandfather  James  Haverfield, 
died  from  hemorrhage,  the  result  of  progressive  disinte- 
gration of  a  cancerous  tumor  of  the  neck,  near  Mansfield, 
Ohio,  October  19,  1849.  aged   65  years.    (Page  182.) 

We  thus  have  of  Miss  Harriet  Barnett  (after  mar- 
riage) six  children,  direct  descendants,  including  herself, 
seven  persons  affected  with  cancer.  Of  Henry  Barnett,  her 
brother's  direct  descendants,  five  persons  afflicted  with 
cancer,  and  of  other  sporadic  cases  eight  persons  affected, 
making  in  all  twenty  cases  of  cancer  in  the  Haverfield 
family. 

While  it  is  the  concensus  of  the  medical  profession 
that  cancer  is  not  hereditarily  a  transmissible  disease,  yet 
the  history  of  the  Barnett  family  and  their  descendants, 
even  making  some  allowance  for  mistaken  diagnosis, 
would  tend  to  give  color  to  a  different  opinion.  Also  cases 
of  like  character  occasionally  occur.  While  cancer  may 
not  be  transmissible  as  an  hereitary  disease,  yet  that  pe- 
culiar physical  condition  known  as  diathesis,  which  ren- 
ders persons  of  the  same  family  susceptible  to  certain  in- 
fluences, while  others  not  having  this  peculiar  diathesis 
and  susceptibility  are  immune,  is  well  known  to  be  hered- 
itarily transmissible.  Thus  it  is  evidently  so  with  cancer 
in  many  cases  besides  those  narrated  above. 

OTHER  CONCLUSIONS 

Another  conclusion  is  also  to  be  drawn  from  the 
genealogical  history  given  in  this  work.  The  advocates 
of  eugenics  proclaim  that  for  the  perpetuation  and  uplift 
of  society,  women  should  not  enter  the  marriage  relation 
before  the  age  of  24  or  26.  Thus  being  better  physically 
constituted  and  mature  they  will  be  the  better  able  to 
endure  the  drafts  and  burdens  of  maternity,  and  thus  se- 
cure a  hardier,  more  intelligent  and  higher  class  for  the 
coming  generation.  But  a  cursory  review  of  these  statis- 
tics will  show  that  where  young  women  have  entered  the 
marriage  relation  at  the  ages  of  about  18,  20.  or  22,  they 
have  become  the  mothers  of  large  families  of  eight,  ten 
and  twelve  children,  withstood  the  drafts  and  burdens  of 
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maternity,  reared  their  children  to  be  healthy,  intelligent, 
vigorous  and  efficient  members  of  society,  while  at  the 
same  time  they  have  maintained  their  own  health  and 
attained  a  creditable  old  age.  They  will  compare  favor- 
ably, even  more  favorably,  than  their  sisters  who  have  en- 
tered the  marriage  relation  at  a  more  advanced  age.  Phy- 
sicians in  general  practice  usually  find  the  larger  part  of 
their  female  patients  come  from  thos  who  entered  mar- 
riage well  along  in  life  and  from  maidens,  than  from  those 
who  married  early  in  life  and  became  the  mothers  of  large 
families.  Indeed  the  former  class  suffer  more  from  the 
common  ills  and  distresses  of  life  than  the  latter.  Those 
women  who  enter  marriage  later  have  fewer  children, 
smaller  families,  that  compare  no  better  in  mealth,  vigor 
or  intelligence,  and  in  mature  years  in  good  citizenship, 
than  those  of  their  sisters  of  large  families.  Those  who 
after  marriage  have  no  children  for  a  number  of  years, 
whether  from  natural  causes  or  design,  or  who  have  a 
family  of  only  one  or  two  children,  have  little  or  no  com- 
pensation and  a  life  of  dissatisfaction  and  regret.  Since 
so  large  a  number  do  not  enter  married  life,  each  family 
should  have  at  least  from  four  to  six  children  to  main- 
tain population  with  small  or  no  increase.  It  is  inspiring 
to  recount  the  large  families  of  vigorous  children  of  the 
pioneer  settlers  of  this  country,  who  have  given  us  an 
ancestry  that  we  respect  and  honor  for  their  integrity, 
high  moral  and  religious  character  and  good  citizenship. 
That  state  and  constitution  of  society  that  permits  and  en- 
courages the  entering  into  marriage  relations  in  early 
manhood  and  womanhood,  constitutes  the  best  condition 
for  a  national  existence. 

It  was  largely  the  practice  and  custom  of  the  early 
settlers  of  this  country  to  keep  a  record  in  their  family 
Bibles  of  their  own,  their  children's,  and  often  their  grand 
children's  births,  marriages  and  deaths.  The  earlier 
generation  of  those  whom  we  have  endeavored  to  gather 
up  are  dead,  their  children  are  dead,  and  very  many 
of  their  grandchildren.  Twenty-five  or  forty  years  ago 
many  of  them  were  still  living.  Then  it  would  have  been 
comparatively  an  easy  task  to  obtain  the  information  they 
could  give  of  themselves  and  of  their  immediate  ances- 
tors. But  now,  since  they  are  gone,  it  has  been  a  tedious 
task,  with  imperfect  and  unsatisfactory  results,  except 
where  access  has  been  had  to  their  old  family  Bible  rec- 
ords. We  cannot  too  strongly  recommend  the  practice  of 
keeping  full  family  records  in  family  Bibles  and  urge 
children  to  preserve  and  cherish  them. 


GENEALOGY  AND  BRIEF  HISTORY  OF  THE 
MARY  (HAVERFIELD)  HITCHCOCK  FAMILY 


GREAT  GRANDFATHER  JAMES  HAVERFIELD'S  DAUGH- 
TERS, MARY  AND  ELEANOR 

1.— MARY  HAVERFIELD,  daughter  of  Great  Grand- 
father James  Haverfield  and  his  wife,  Nancy.  We  have 
no  information  as  to  the  date  of  her  birth,  place  of  birth, 
or  place  of  marriage.  She  was  the  oldest  daughter  of 
Grandfather  James  Haverfield  and  an  older  sister  of 
Nathan  Haverfield,  the  youngest  of  the  Haverfield 
brothers.  Otherwise  she  would  have  been  a  lass  of  some 
sixteen  years  of  age  when  she  went  with  her  husband 
to  Richland  county,  Ohio,  (a  point  of  fact  not  impossible 
but  not  very  probable).  She  married  Isaac  Hitchcock. 
He  was  a  soldier  in  the  War  of  1812-15,  enlisting  in  Cap- 
tain Baruch  Dickenson's  Company  March  12,  1814,  Second 
Regiment  of  Ohio  Militia,  to  serve  till  September  12, 
1814.  This  company  was  made  up  at  Cadiz  of  volunteers 
from  Jefferson  and  Harrison  counties.  In  this  company 
were  his  brothers-in-law,  William  and  James  Haverfield. 
In  going  out  this  company  went  from  Wooster  through 
Ashland  and  the  northern  part  of  Richland  county,  on  to 
Oak  Point  on  Lake  Erie;  and  returned  (doubtless)  by  the 
same  route  through  the  forest  early  in  September.  Isaac 
Hitchcock  and  his  brother-in-law,  James  Haverfield,  were 
so  well  pleased  with  the  country  they  passed  through  in 
Richland  county  that  they  returned  that  same  fall  with 
the  purpose  of  entering  land.  Blazing  a  trail  through  the 
wilderness  to  enable  them  to  get  back,  they  traversed  the 
country  and  made  a  selection.  They  went  to  the  land 
office  in  Wooster  and  entered  a  quarter  section  (160 
acres),  the  "S.  E.  Qr.  of  Sec.  14,  tp.  22,  R.  18,"  in  Isaac 
Hitchcock's  name,  about  seven  miles  north  of  the  village 
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of  Mansfield.  We  may  reasonably  suppose  that  neither 
of  these  men  felt  assured,  going  into  the  wilderness  to 
make  a  home,  he  would  be  enabled  to  pay  for  a  quarter 
section  of  government  land,  (160  acres  at  $1.25  per  acre 
or  $200)  in  the  four  years  allotted  for  the  payment;  hence 
they  agreed  to  enter  the  land  in  Hitchcock's  name  and 
that  when  paid  for  the  quarter  section  should  be  divided 
and  the  other  party,  James  Haverfield,  have  his  choice  of 
the  half  quarter  or  eighty  acres.  They  moved  out  the 
next  spring  with  their  families  in  1815.  The  quarter  sec- 
tion was  divided  by  an  east  and  west  line  and  James 
Haverfield  chose  the  southern  half.  They  then  took  up 
the  arduous  task  of  building  a  cabin,  hewing  a  farm  out 
of  the  mighty  forest,  improving  and  developing  it,  and 
raising  and  educating  their  family  of  children. 

They  did  not  succeed  in  paying  for  their  land  in  the 
four  years  allotted  them,  but  made  full  payment  in  the 
next  two  years  grace  given  them,  six  years  in  all;  and  in 
1820  Isaac  Hitchcock  received  his  patent  deed  for  the 
full  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  from  President  Monroe. 

In  1823  Isaac  Hitchcock  and  his  wife,  Mary,  made 
deed  to  his  brother-in-law,  James  Haverfield,  of  the  south 
half  of  the  quarter  section,  eighty  acres,  as  per  agree- 
ment. In  1824  he  sold  the  north  half  of  this  quarter  sec- 
tion and  he  (Isaac  Hitchcock)  and  his  wife,  Mary,  made 
deed  to  William  Ferree  of  the  same.  Here  we  have  the 
first  authentic  information  from  the  Recorder's  office  of 
Richland  county,  Mansfield,  Ohio,  that  Great  Grand- 
father James  Haverfield's  oldest  daughter's  name  was 
Mary,  and  that  she  married  Isaac  Hitchcock.  After  this, 
so  far  as  we  were  able  to  ascertain,  they  left  for  parts 
unknown. 

Tradition: —  There  is  a  tradition  through  the  Joseph 
Haverfield  family  (Joseph  Haverfield,  brother  of  Mary 
Haverfield-Hitchcock)  that  this  Isaac  Hitchcock  and  his 
family  went  to  California  at  an  early  day;  that  they  had 
received  letters  from  them  after  they  reached  there,  and 
corresponded    with    them;    and    that    these    letters    were 
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among  the  archives  of  the  Joseph  Haverfield  family.  Dili- 
gent search  has  been  made  for  them  but  they  have  not 
been  found. 

Through  the  San  Francisco  Weekly  Chronicle  (Calif.) 
we  got  in  communication  with  John  L.  Hitchcock  (1010 
Powell  Street,  San  Francisco)  who  is  interested  in  the 
early  pioneer  settlers  of  California,  their  chronology  and 
their  descendants,  and  who  has  been  considered  an 
authority  on  this  subject.  He  states  he  is  not  of  the 
strain  of  Hitchcocks  for  whom  we  are  searching;  that  his 
father,  George  B.  Hitchcock,  came  to  California  by  the 
Panama  route  in  August,  1849:  that  he  had  just  returned 
from  a  hunting  trip  in  Trinity  county,  Calif.,  September, 
1916,  and  found  our  letter  of  inquiry  awaiting  him.  He 
went  on  to  state  that  in  one  of  his  hunting  trips  three 
years  previous  (1913)  in  Trinity  county,  Calif.,  he  had  met 
with  a  Marion  L.  Hitchcock,  whose  grandfather,  Isaac 
Hitchcock,  had  come  to  California  at  an  early  day,  and 
from  notes  then  taken  he  gave  a  sketch  of  the  informa- 
tion  thus  obtained. 

From  the  information  thus  obtained  from  John  L. 
Hitchcock,  combined  with  information  given  in  Hubert 
How  Bancroft's  works,  Volume  XX,  page  786,  Pioneer  Reg- 
ister and  Index,  we  compile  the  following  brief  sketch  of 
their  history  after  leaving  Richland  county,  Ohio. 

Sketch: — This  Isaac  Hitchcock,  born  in  Virginia,  first 
came  to  California  in  1833  from  Independence,  Mo.,  as  a 
member  of  Captain  J.  R.  Walker's  party  of  Bonnevill's 
hunters  and  trappers;  that  he  again  came  (second  time) 
to  California  in  1844  as  guide  and  hunter  of  the  Elisha 
Steven's  immigration  party.  According  to  Schellenburg- 
er,  "he  had  no  family  with  him."  This  Schellenburger 
was  an  early  statistician  of  pioneer  settlers  in  California. 

To  Mary  (Haverfield)  and  Isaac  Hitchcock  were  born 
two  children: 

2. — 1  Joshua, 

2  Silas  Marion. 
They  had  lived  in  Jefferson  or  Harrison  and  in  Rich- 
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land  counties,  Ohio,  in  Kentucky,  Independence,  Mo.,  and 
in  California.  We  take  it  from  the  Joseph  Haverfield  tra- 
dition that  "they  had  received  letters  from  them  and  cor- 
responded with  them  after  they  reached  California",  that 
their  sister,  Mary,  must  have  reached  California  and  have 
lived  there,  else  they  would  not  "have  heard  from  them." 
We  have  had  no  intimation  whatever  that  they  had 
children  while  they  lived  in  Richland  county,  Ohio.  Their 
children  must  have  been  born  after  they  left  there.  We 
do  not  find  Mrs.  Mary  Hitchcock's  name  mentioned  after 
she  signed  the  deed  of  land  with  her  husband  to  William 
Ferree  at  Mansfield,  Ohio,  in  1824.  According  to  Schel- 
lenburger's  statement  regarding  the  Elishua  Steven's  im- 
migration party  to  California,  of  which  Isaac  Hitchcock 
was  guide  and  hunter  in  1844,  "he  (Isaac  Hitchcock)  had 
no  family  with  him."  It  is  probable  that  his  wife,  Mary, 
did  not  go  to  California  then.  But  she  most  probably 
went  in  company  with  her  sons,  Joshua  and  Silas  Marion 
Hitchcock,  when  they  went  from  Independence,  Mo.,  to 
California,  overland,  in  1850  or  '51.  This  would  satisfy  the 
statement  of  the  Joseph  Haverfield  tradition  that  "they 
went  to  California  at  an  early  day."  For  Isaac  Hitch- 
cock's going  from  Independence,  Mo.,  to  California  as  a 
member  of  Captain  J.  R.  Walker's  party  of  Bonnevill's 
hunters  and  trappers,  (first)  in  1833  and  (second)  in  1844 
as  guide  and  hunter  of  the  Elisha  Steven's  immigration 
party,  while  California  was  yet  a  province  of  Mexico,  was 
truly  at  a  very  early  day;  and  also  when  their  sons, 
Joshua  and  Silas  Marion,  accompanied  by  their  mother, 
Mary,  (as  we  suppose)  went  to  California  overland  in 
1850  or  '51.  during  the  time  of  the  first  wild  "Gold  Fever 
Rush"  to  California  was  still  "at  an  early  day."  Though 
no  further  information  is  attainable,  we  may  reasonably 
suppose  that  the  wife  and  mother,  Mary  Hitchcock,  went 
to  California  and  died  there,  but  we  have  no  date.  Isaac 
Hitchcock  died  in  1878  at  Santa  Cruz,  Cal.,  an  old  man. 

2.— JOSHUA    HITCHCOCK,    son    of    Mary    (Haverfield 
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and  Isaac  Hitchcock,  was  born  in  Kentucky  (we  have  no 
date  but  it  must  have  been  after  his  father  and  mother 
left  Richland  county,  Ohio).  He  emigrated  with  his 
brother,  Silas  Marion  Hitchcock,  from  Independence,  Mo., 
to  California,  overland,  in  1850  or  '51.  We  have  no  fur- 
ther information  regarding,  him. 

2.— SILAS  MARION  HITCHCOCK,  son  of  Mary  (Hav- 
erfield)  and  Isaac  Hitchcock,  was  born  at  Independence, 
Mo.,  in  1829.  He  emigrated  to  California  with  his  brother, 
Joshua,  overland,  in  1850  or  '51.  He  married  but  we  have 
no  information  as  to  whom. 

To  them  were  born  six  children,  five  sons  and  one 
daughter: 

3.— 1  William  Burnell, 

2  Marion  L., 

3  Abner, 

4  Joshua, 

5  Charles 

6  Bessie. 

Of  these  children,  William  Burnell  is  the  oldest  and 
Marion  L.  is  most  probably  the  second;  the  order  of  the 
others  is  unknown.  Silas  Marion  and  his  wife  lived  the 
latter  part  of  their  lives  in  Trinity  county,  Calif.;  and  he, 
Silas  Marion  Hitchcock,  in  1913,  was  living  with  his  three 
sons,  Marion  L.,  Abner  and  Joshua,  at  Ruth  on  Mad  River, 
Trinity  county,  Calif.,  a  feeble  old  man,  eighty-four  years 
of  age.      We  have  no  further  account  of  his  wife. 

3. — William  Burnell  Hitchcock,  son  of  Silas  Marion 
Hitchcock  and  his  wife,  was  born  in  California  April  1, 
1864.  He  married  (most  probably),  and  they  live  at  Hy- 
ampom,  Trinity  county,  Calif. 

3. — Marion  L.  Hitchcock,  son  of  Silas  Marion  Hitch- 
cock and  his  wife,  was  born  in  California.  He  may  be 
married.     He  lives  at  Ruth,  Trinity  county,  Calif. 

3. — Abner  Hitchcock,  son  of  Silas  Marion  Hitchcock 
and  his  wife,  was  born  in  California. 
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3. — Joshua  Hitchcock,  son  of  Silas  Marion  Hitchcock 
and  his  wife  was  born  in  California.  These  two  sons, 
Abner  and  Joshua,  together  with  their  brother,  Marion  L. 
Hitchcock,  live  at  Ruth  on  Mad  River,  with  their  father, 
Silas  Marion  Hitchcock,  in  Trinity  county,  Calif.  These 
four  sons,  William  Burnell,  Marion  L.,  Abner  and  Joshua 
are  reported  "rough,  illiterate,  brusque  mountaineers." 

3. — Charles  Hitchcock,  son  of  Silas  Marion  Hitchcock 
and  his  wife,  was  born  in  California.  He  is  probably  mar- 
ried, and  lives  at  Fresno,  Fresno  county,  Calif. 

3. — Bessie  Hitchcock,  daughter  of  Silas  Marion  Hitch- 
cock and  his  wife,  was  born  in  California.  She  married 
David  Hedrick.  We  have  no  information  as  to  when  or 
where  she  was  married.  They  live  in  the  Bennett  Valley 
at  Santa  Rosa,  Sonoma  county,  Calif. 

We  have  written  each  of  these  several  persons,  whose 
addresses  were  given  by  John  L.  Hitchcock,  namely:  Silas 
Marion  Hitchcock  and  each  of  his  sons,  William  Burnell, 
Marion  L.,  Abner,  Joshua,  Charles,  and  the  daughter,  Mrs. 
Bessie  (Hitchcock)  Hedrick,  to  their  several  addresses, 
with  a  few  specific  inquiries  regarding  their  connection 
with  the  Mary  and  Isaac  Hitchcock  family,  requesting  a 
reply  and  inclosing  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope, 
hoping  thus  to  receive  some  information  from  some  one 
of  them  at  least,  but  have  never  received  a  reply. 

We  also  wrote  John  L.  Hitchcock  to  the  address  he 
had  given  us  in  his  previous  letters  in  San  Francisco,  in- 
quiring whether  he  had  been  again  in  Trinity  county, 
Calif.,  or  had  gained  any  additional  information  regarding 
the  Isaac  Hitchcock  family  (in  the  spring  of  1918),  but 
have  received  no  reply.  He  most  likely  has  changed  his 
address.    (1919.) 


GENEALOGY  AND  BRIEF  HISTORY  OF  THE 
ELEANOR  (HAVERFIELD)  BLAIR  FAMILY 


1.— ELEANOR  HAVERFIELD,  "Nellie,"  youngest 
daughter  of  Great  Grandfather  James  Haverfield  and  his 
wife,  Nancy.  We  have  not  been  enabled  to  obtain  any 
definite  information  as  to  the  date  or  place  of  her  birth, 
but  from  circumstances  connected  with  the  occasion  we 
are  of  the  opinion  that  she  was  not  only  the  youngest 
daughter  of  Great  Grandfather  James  Haverfield  but  that 
she  was  the  youngest  child  of  Great  Grandfather  James 
Haverfield's  family,  and  that  she  was  born  in  Cadiz  town- 
ship, Jefferson  county,  Ohio.  She  married  John  Blair, 
familiarly  known  in  latter  years  as  "Squire"  Blair.  We 
have  no  record  of  his  birth,  but  he  was  an  elder  brother 
of  Daniel  Blair,  who  married  a  niece  of  his  wife,  Miss 
Susanna  Haverfield  (recorded  in  the  genealogy  of  the 
William  Haverfield  family  (page  53).  They  were  mar- 
ried December  28,  1826.  This  John  Blair's  father,  also 
called  John  Blair.  Sr.,  was  a  native  of  Ireland.  He  im- 
migrated to  the  United  States  and  entered  160  acres  of 
land  in  western  Cadiz  township,  Harrison  county,  Ohio. 
This  he  cleared  up,  improved  and  cultivated  as  a  general 
farmer  till  his  death  in  1840.  His  death  was  rather  tragi- 
cal. He  was  living  with  his  son,  John,  the  subject  of  our 
sketch,  in  his  old  age.  There  was  a  spring  near  the 
house  which  was  dug  out  deep  and  walled  up  with  flag- 
stone set  on  edge,  the  water  flowing  through  a  milk- 
house.  In  this  spring  one  morning  he  was  found  dead. 
He  evidently  had  endeavored  to  draw  water  and  was 
stricken  with  appoplexy  and  fell  in,  or  in  his  aged  and 
feeble  condition  had  fallen  in  and  was  not  able  to  get 
out.       (We  recollect  the  incident  quite  well.) 

John  Blair  and  his  wife,  Eleanor,  had  labored  in 
clearing  up  and  developing  the  farm,  and  after  the  death 
of  the  father  had  fallen  heir  thereto. 
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To  them  were  born  two  children: 

2. — 1  Mary  Ann, 
2  Amanda. 

John  Blair  and  his  wife  were  honorable  members  of 
society  and  highly  appreciated.  As  we  recollect  the  cir- 
cumstances, they  were  these: —  Mrs.  Eleanor  Blair,  "Aunt 
Nellie,"  was  a  member  of  the  Associate  Reformed  Church 
of  Cadiz,  but  she  occasionally  went  to  hear  the  minister 
of  the  Seceder  Church  of  Cadiz.  The  lines  of  church 
fellowship  were  closely  drawn  and  strictly  kept  in  those 
days,  and  the  result  was  that  Aunt  Nellie  was  called  be- 
fore the  session  to  give  an  account  of  her  "occasional 
hearing."  She  was  "churched"  by  the  session  and  given 
strict  orders  that  she  was  only  to  attend  the  church  of 
which  she  was  a  member.  But  she  plainly  told  them  that 
she  liked  the  preaching  of  the  minister  of  the  Seceder 
Church  better  than  that  of  her  own  church,  and  she  would 
go  to  hear  him  when  she  saw  proper.  The  final  result  was 
she  became  a  member  of  the  Seceder  Church  of  Cadiz, 
John  Blair  was  justice  of  the  peace  for  many  years,  and 
was  familiarly  known  as  "Squire"  Blair.  On  the  occasion 
of  the  sacramental  services  of  the  Seceeder  Church  of 
Cadiz  there  was  a  large  attendance.  It  was  a  warm  day. 
We  were  there  with  our  father  and  well  recollect  the 
large  crowd  that  gathered  around  the  well  to  get  a  drink 
during  intermission.  A  short  time  after  this  quite  a  num- 
ber who  had  been  there  that  day  and  drank  of  the  well- 
water  were  taken  severely  ill.  It  resulted  in  a  severe 
epidemic  from  which  many  died.  It  was  a  new  and 
strange  disease  in  that  locality.  The  doctors  did  not  un- 
derstand it  and  it  was  called  the  "  seceder  fever."  But 
the  advancement  of  medical  science  since  that  time  shows 
it  to  have  been  an  epidemic  of  ordinary  typhoid  fever. 
Though  father  and  I  drank  of  the  well-water  that  day, 
neither  of  us  was  effected.  But  Aunt  Nellie  Blair,  who 
was  there  that  day  and  drank  of  the  well-water,  was  taken 
ill  and  died  of  the  seceder  fever  in  1846.  After  the  death 
of  his  wife  Eleanor  Blair,  Squire  Blair  married,  second, 
Elizabeth  Nash. 
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2.— MARY  ANN  BLAIR,  daughter  of  Eleanor  and 
Squire  Blair,  was  born  in  western  Cadiz  township.  She 
married  George  Shivers  March  4,  1852,  who  was  born  No- 
vember 24,  1826.  He  was  of  Scotch  descent.  His  father 
had  a  large  family,  and  George,  to  relieve  his  father,  at 
the  age  of  ten  started  out  to  earn  what  he  could  toward 
their  relief.  His  opportunities  for  education  were  limited 
to  the  country  schools  of  that  day.  In  1850  he  com- 
menced working  at  the  carpenter  trade,  which  he  fol- 
lowed for  about  eight  years,  and  then  purchased  a  farm 
in  Archer  township,  Harrison  county,  on  which  they  con- 
tinued to  reside. 

To  them  were  born  nine  children: 

3. — 1  Amanda, 

2  John  F., 

3  James, 

4  William, 

5  Mattie, 

6  Alexander, 

7  Lafayette. 

8  Mary, 

9  Anna. 

He  was  a  school  teacher  for  some  years.  By  hard 
work,  industry  and  good  management,  they  acquired  val- 
uable property.  His  ancestors  had  been  Democrats,  but 
in  politics  he  was  a  Republican.  They  were  held  in  high 
esteem  by  their  neighbors  and  fellow  citizens. 

2. — AMANDA  BLAIR,  daughter  of  Eleanor  and  Squire 
Blair,  was  born  in  western  Cadiz  township.  She  mar- 
ried Mackentosh  Barger. 

To  them  were  born  two  children: 

3.— 1  (?). 

2  (?). 

We  have  not  been  enabled  to  ascertain  their  names. 

Mackentosh  Barger  went  to  California  by  the  over- 
land route.  He  reached  his  destination  and  was  heard 
from  there  but  soon  all  traces  of  him  were  lost.  And  here 
we  are  obliged  to  close  this  brief  and  incomplete  sketch 
of  the  Eleanor  Blair  family. 


A  WORD  OF  FAREWELL 


We  have  now  completed  the  task  of  writing  up  a 
Genealogy  and  Brief  History  of  the  Haverfield  Family  in 
the  United  States.  We  have  been  engaged  at  this  task  for 
seven  years  (1912-1919);  and  have  traced  Great  Grandfather 
James  Haverfield,  with  his  descendants  from  the  time  he 
immigrated  to  the  United  States,  some  few  years  before 
1774,  to  the  present,  nearly  150  years.  Grandfather  James 
Haverfield,  so  far  as  we  have  been  enabled  to  ascertain 
after  extended  search,  is  the  only  Haverfield  who  immi- 
grated to  the  United  States  and  remained  to  establish  a 
home  and  raise  a  family.  He  left  a  large  number  of  de- 
scendants, who,  so  far  as  we  have  been  enabled  to  get 
information  number  1719.  whom  we  have  in  their  gen- 
erations collected  and  classified.  There  are  quite  a  num- 
ber, we  know,  whose  names  we  have  not  been  able  to  as- 
certain. The  fact  that  these  generations  of  Haverfields  are 
the  only  strain  of  Haverfields  in  the  United  States  en- 
hances this  work  as  a  valuable  personal  heirloom  and  a 
record  somewhat  of  public  interest.  We  hereby  bid  a  re- 
gretful and  fraternal  farewell  to  our  patrons.

There  are  a  large  number  of  the  HAVERFIELDS,  and 
of  lines  of  descendants  of  other  names  whose  given  name 
is  the  same  or  essentially  the  same;  and  to  make  an  al- 
phabetical index  of  the  given  (or  first)  name  in  this  vol- 
ume would  be  cumbersome  and  tedious.

Other  names  and 
incidents  are  arranged  alphabetically  and  promiscuously 
among  these  family  names.
